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MARKET QUOTATIONS FAIL TO REP- 
RESENT ACTUAL CONDITIONS BE- 
CAUSE OF NATIONAL UNCER- 
TAINTY. 








While there is no uncertainty whatever as to the 
unqualified support to be given the government in 
its preparations for war, both in the high pressure 
development of the industries to contribute the vast 
amounts of supplies of every description, and in 
meeting the financial demands incident to the rais- 
ing of a war fund of $1,800,000,000 for expenses 
for this year and next, there is a lack of informa- 
tion as to methods to be employed in assessing this 
amount which is directly reflected in every Reporter 
market. 

The result has been that to an unusual degree 
the price quotations for the hundreds of commod- 
ities entering into the markets are nominal. They 
have become to an unprecedent extent a matter 
between the buyer and the seller, governed by pre- 
vious relations between the two, by the require- 
ments of the one, and by the supply of the other. 

This could hardly be otherwise so long as the 
machinery for the collection of the government reve- 
nues for war purposes has not been assembled. Con- 
gress is considering schemes of taxation, as embodied 
in the House bill, which Congressional leaders ad- 
mit would not be taken seriously in normal times; 
sur-taxes; a special tariff import of 10 per cent; a 
direct tax of 5 per cent on gross production in many 
lines, which, taken together with the proposed ex- 
cess profits tax on firms and corporations, all tend 
to place the average business man in a quandary. 
Until Congress shall decide, who shall say what 
must be paid and how it shall be apportioned. 

Admitting the necessity for enthusiastic support 
of the government—and there is not one firm among 
the Reporter clientele which is not willing and anx- 
ious to ‘do its bit’’—and more than a bit—it must 
be admitted also that the present uncertainty does 
not tend to the conduct of business along normal 
lines. More, it is impossible in fairness to producer 
or consumer to seek to stabilize price quotations upon 
commodities directly affected by the amounts im- 
ported, and the charges against them because of ex- 
traordinary freight rates, high insurance, danger of 
loss, and—the most recent factor—the probability 
of a 10 per cent customs duty upon articles, many 
of which ‘have heretofore been on the free list. 

Take Canadian linseed as an example, with 
trading at $3.06. The revenue tax of 10 per cent 
on the cost in the primary market would bring the 
cost here to $3.37. 
oils—soya, palm, olive, coconut—with the danger 
in transit from enemy craft, the high freights and the 
scarcity of bottoms, taken together with a 10 per 
cent revenue assessment. Who under the circum- 


stances could be expected to guarantee delivery 
price even a fortnight ahead, even though it is ex- 
pected that the debate in Congress over the pro- 





And the imported vegetable - 
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visions of the revenue bill will cover at least that 
period ? 

The parallel could well be extended through the 
entire list of Reporter commodities. 

But there is still another feature of the present 
business reconstruction period—for such it is—the 
inclusion in the scheme of revenue raising of taxation 
which is undoubtedly discriminatory. The manu- 
facturers and producers of medicinal and toilet 
preparations, by any formula, private or otherwise, 
must meet a 5 per cent tax on gross business. These 
interests claim that the tax should be upon the net 
returns from such business, and that the proposed 
assessment is ‘unfair to a legitimate industry, in that 
it is an additional tax far beyond the burden borne 
by other industries."’ They further contend that any 
taxation should apply equally to all industries, and 
that there should be no exempted classes. The tax 
draft, like the army draft, should be national. 

There seems, however, to be little likelihood that 
Congress will give much consideration to any pro- 
test made by any one group of producers or by any 
one industry. Chairman Kitchin admitted this in 
his opening speech in the debate on the measure— 
Congress may be expected to “‘shut its eyes and vote 
blind,’ and for the reason advanced by the Demo- 
cratic House leader—‘the government needs the 
money.” 

Still, it is extremely important that organizations 
whose members feel that provisions of the new reve- 
nue measure applying to them are unfair and would 
work a serious hardship should file formal protests— 
or, better yet, follow the example of the Proprie- 
tary Association among others and send a delega- 
tion to Washington to appear before the Congres- 
sional committee. Members of this committee will 
not be recorded by vote for at least a fortnight, ac- 
cording to advices from the Washington bureau of 
the Reporter, and much can be done in that time 
if the protests are legitimate, if an alternative can 
be suggested, and if, contrary to precedent already 
established during the past week, as emphasized by 
Chairman Kitchin, such suggestions do not assume 
the form of appeals to take the tax from one industry 
and place it upon another. 

Even should such formal protests be unheeded 
now, a record will have been made which cannot 
but prove of benefit to the protestants when the time 
for post-bellum readjustment shall come, as come 


it must.

PYRITES AND SULPHUR AND THE 
MANUFACTURE OF SULPHURIC 
ACID. 





Up till the middle of 1915 American manufactur- 
ers were able to supply all domestic needs for sul- 
phuric acid, but as the war demands of Europe be- 
came more acute, and more and more in the produc- 
tion of munitions was demanded, the call upon the 
makers of sulphuric acid became so great that the 
manufacturers had great difficulty in meeting their 
contract requirements while at the same time provid- 
ing for their domestic trade. The effect was—war 
contracts being given preference—that the makers of 
fertilizers, among others, as manufacturers of soluble 
or acid phosphates, were hard put to obtain sufficient 
sulphuric acid to meet their requirements. 

This demand could be met in but one way—by 
increasing the output of the plants and by erecting 
new ones, and this was done on a large scale, with 
the inevitable result that the available supply of the 
basic material—in this case pyrites—had a direct 
effect upon the acid production, so that when, owing 
to ocean shipment conditions, particularly during the 
past three months, the supply of foreign pyrites reach- 
ing this country was greatly cut down, the manufac- 
turers of acid turned to sulphur as a base. Some 
of the largest makers at present are using sulphur, 
while others are seriously considering a change to it. 
This is borne out by every report from sulphuric acid 
manufacturing centres. 

To make up for the stringency of supply of the 
foreign pyrites—the best of which comes from Spain, 
and as a consequence of the U-boat patrol of the 
Mediterranean has not come over in such large quan- 
tities since the German declaration of indiscriminate 
U-boat warfare — domestic producers have been 
making every effort to increase their output.

While the domestic output of pyrites in the first 
war year, 1914, was less by about 5,000 tons than 
that for the preceding year, the 1914 production 
having been 336,662 tons, as compared with 341,- 
338 the year before, in 1915 the domestic produc- 
tion of this material was the highest on record, 
reaching the total of 394,124 tons. The 1916 
production figures, while not yet available, are un- 
derstood to more than bear out the proportionate 
increase. 

On the other hand, the imports of pyrites from 
foreign sources held to an approximate level in 1914 
and 1915, but to rise last year, as the following 
figures will show :—

Had this proportionate importation been allowed 
to continue during the first four months of 1917, the 
condition in the sulphuric acid industry would not 
have been so unfavorable to producers today as it is, 
but the wholesale sea raids and the fear of loss, 
combined with lack of freight space, have cut down 
importations radically, as the import figures for Jan- 
uary and February of this year indicate. For these 
two months there- was a decline of almost 94,000 
tons as compared with the same two months in 1916. 
This proportion, if carried out during the twelve 
months, would mean a decline in imports of more 
than 564,000 tons for the year 1917, at the first 
two months’ rate. Yet, the ratio of decrease has 
been greater during the past two months of “‘indis- 
criminate U-boat warfare.”’ 

These being the actual conditions underlying the 
sulphuric acid industry—affecting, in turn, both the 
production of muriitions and of fertilizing materials 
—there is ample reason for the serious consideration 
given the problem, not alone of increased but of 
stable production of this necessity by the Council of 
National Defence and the advisory bodies collab- 
orating with it in the provision of those commodities 
essential to the carrying on of an aggressive war and 


the provisioning of both this country and its allies.

KEEPING UP THE SHIPMENTS OF 
MINERAL OIL DESPITE THE WAR- 
TIME DANGER OF LOSS AT SEA. 





There is food for analytical thought in the ex- 
port figures covering the outgo of mineral oil from 
this country during’ the past nine months. During 
March, for instance, there was a decided hesitancy 
on the part of large shippers to face the risks of 
U-boat warfare, and with the week to week reports 
of exports from the principal ports forbidden to the 
public, only an idea could be gained as to whether 
there had been a decided diminution in the tolls sent 
out or not. 

Great Britain has now cut off certain essential 
details from the statistical information heretofore 
given out in regard to receipts of oil from this coun- 
try, and thence this source of facts was also denied. 
We print elsewhere in this issue, however, the de- 
tailed statement of exports from the principal ports 
of this country for the month of March, and for the 
nine months ending in March. 

As a whole, the figures bear out in detail the fact 
that the exports of mineral oil and products from this 
country are continuing at a level never before at- 
tained. While now and again, just as for March 
the monthly total shows a decrease—and for the rea- 
sons above cited—still it is approximately more 
than 50,000,000 gallons than for the month of 
February, although 10,000,000 gallons less than 
the total for March; 1916. 

The nine months’ figures, however, tell a differ- 
ent story, as the exports of mineral oils for the period 
ending in March, 1917, totaled 2,069,875,884 
gallons, as compared with |,831,405,873 gallons 
for the period ending in 1916, and 1,586,629,273 
for the same period the year previous. Five years 
ago, in 1912, the total exports of mineral oils for the 
nine months’ period ending March were but 1,286,- 
864,671 gallons, thus indicating the extent of the 
demand and the tyemendous increase since the war 
began. 

The increase in the amount of crude oil shipped, 
as shown by the nine months’ figures for the past 
three years, is approximately 24,000,000 gallons.

Five years 
ago, in 1912, the gasoline exports, including naph- 
thas and all light distillates, totaled but 102,726,- 
In 1914, the first war year, the total 
was, approximately, 128,500,000 gallons. 

The increases in residuum, gas oil and fuel oil are 
equally large, due, undoubtedly, to the increased 
use of fuel oil by internal combustion engines and for 
naval use, the figures for the three years being as

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699,418,440 gallons; 1917, 798,285,046 gallons. 

It will be interesting to note, in view of the in- 
creased domestic demand, both for governmental and 
for transportation purposes, to what extent this outgo 
of petroleum products will increase during the cor- 
responding period next year, since the production in 
this country has reached a point where new fields 
must be found to provide the crude, without which 
such tremendous amounts of liquid wealth could not 
be supplied, no matter what the exigency.

DR. RUSBY TO SEARCH FOR COLOMBIAN MEDICAL PLANTS NO STANDARD YET 


—_— 


Orinoco Headwaters to Be 
Scene of His New 
Explorations. 


HIS THIRD TRIP TO 
SO. AMERICAN LANDS 


A new scientific and botanical drug ex- 
pedition under the leadership of Dr. 
Henry H. Rusby, dean of the College of 
Pharmacy of the City of New York, pro- 
fessor of pharmacognosy, and discoverer 
of many new botanical drugs, sails for 
Colombia and the headwaters of the 
Orinoco this week. The party will go by 
United Fruit Company steamer to Parto 
Colombia, by way of Kingston and Cris- 
tobal. ‘The objective is Bogota and the 
headwaters of the Orinoco. 

The object of the expedition is to make 
a scientific investigation of the Magada- 
lena River Valley and Dr. Rusby will 
probably cross the Andes and to the 
headwaters of the Orinoco in his search 
for medicinal plants and for sources of 
botanical drugs, known and unknown, 
which can be utilized to meet the re- 
quirements of the present emergency. 
Dr. F. W. Pennell, of the New York Bo- 
tanical Garden, will be the assistant bot- 
anist of the expedition, and Maximilian 
von Halpen, of New Haven, will be the 
official photographer, the outfit including 
a modern moving picture camera. 

F. H. Putt, of Youngstown, Ohio, is 
the tinanciat backer ot the expedition. 
llis brother was closely associated with 
Dr. Rusby in the New York branch lab- 
oratory of the Federal Bureau of Chem- 
istry, the former as chemist and Dr. 
Rusby as pharmacognosist. 


A World Authority.

Rusby’s third to this immense South 
American territory. During the years 
1885, 1886 and 1887 he explored the An- 
dean districts of Peru_and Bolivia, study- 
ing the coca plant and the cinchona plan- 
tations and making extensive studies of 
indigenous drugs. At this time he in- 
vestigated the properties; and uses of the 
drug pichi (Fabiana imbricata). After 
several months in Bolivia Dr. Rusby de- 
cided to cross the South American contl- 
nent to the Atlantic, taking a route down 
the rivers Mapiri, Beni, Madeira and 
Aniazon, and this journey occupied 11 
months and covered about 18 degrees of 
latitude. General botany and materia 
medica were given special attention and 
some 50,000 plants of 3,000 different species 
were collected, and sets later deposited 
in nearly a!l the scientific centers of the 
world, 

The journey was severe, and the exist- 
ence of a famine in the country traversed 
made the doctor’s lot still more difficult.

AS TO GASOLINE 


Van H. Manning Says 


Problem Is_ Too 
Involved. 
Washington, May 11, 1917. 

That there will probably be no rec- 


ommendations for a gasoline standard an- 
nounced for some time by the government 
authorities, and that the question whether 
the standard when made should be by mu- 
nicipal, State or Federal legislation is 
the last work to date on this problem 
which has been perplexing the trade for 
many months. 

These conclusions 
statement made by Van 
the Bureau of Mines, U. §S. Department 
of the Interior, in reply to an inquiry 
based on the annual report of E, J. Wat- 
son, State Commissioner of Agriculture 
and Manufactures for South Carolina, 
which has a strict gasoline standard. 

Mr. Manning said in part:—‘A joint 
committee of the Bureau of Standards 
and the Bureau of Mines is considering 
whether Federal, State or municipal leg- 
is'ation motor fuels should be recommend- 
ed and if so what form it should take. 
The problem is complicated and the com- 
mittee may not report for some time. 
“The subject of specifications for gaso- 
line “is one which must be approached 
very cautiously, owing to the many fac- 
tors involved, such as the different types 
of engines the variability of the composi- 
tion of the motor fuel itself, the influence 
of climate, ete. 

“Another thing that must be kept in 
mind is the fact that the demand is rap- 
idly outstripping the production, and if 
the amount produced is restricted in any 
way the price must of necessity rise.”

USES WASTE TO 
SUPPLY POTASH 


Cottrell Process Salvages 
500,000 Tons Per 


Annum. 
Washington, May 11, 1917. 

How an obscure instructor in a Cali- 
fornia college has given the United States 
an invention that makes possible the in- 
tensive growing of foodstuffs to feed the 
world and through the Smithsonian In- 
stitution has created an endowment fund 
to encourage similar work by struggling 
scientists is the romantic story behind 
the Cottrell process, 


Frederick G, Cottrell, chief metallurgist 
of the Bureau of Mines, is the inventor 
of a process which saves as,a very valu- 
able by-product from blast furnaces pot- 
ash which previously was thrown off in 
the air and became a nuisance in the 
surrounding territory. He gave this proc- 
ess to the Smithsonian Institution, which 
created a board of noted men, and these 
in turn organized a research corporation 
to develop the process and turn the profits 
therefrom into an endowment fund to 
encourage inventors at work on big 
problems. 

The Cottrell process, according to sci- 
entists in all branches of the Federal ser- 
vice, is the one sure way of creating an 
adequate supply of potash to meet all 
demands of agriculture and other require- 
inents. It has been estimated that a half 
million tons a year can thus be salvaged 
from the biast furnaces of the country. 
In 1914 this country used a quarter of a 
million tons. At Searles Lake 1.000 tons 
a month is being taken from the brine 
and in Utah 5300 tons a month is being 
taken from alunite. 

It is interesting to note that on each 
of the two largest concerns trying out the 
Cottrell process it was a minor considera- 
tion that led to its adoption and in each 
case it was a different purpose. 

The Riverside Cement Company in Cali- 
fornia took on the process because it 
promised to choke off the dust that was 
puffing from their smokestacks and de- 
stroying the valuable orchard property 
surrounding. After they had paid as high 
as $1,000 an acre for these properties they 
decided it was cheaper to install the Cot- 
trell process. Then they awoke to find 
they were really saving a very valuable 
by-product in large quantities. So prac- 
tical has this been that today they are 
storing all the clinker from which they 
would ordinarily manufacture cement and 
are devoting their attention principally to 
producing all the potash they can. 

It has been the dream of scientists for 
a half century at least to get potash from 
feldspar and this development at River- 
side is considered by scientists to be a 
long step in the right direction. 

Then again, the Bethlehem Steel plant 
installed a Cottrell precipitator to purify 
the gas to burn in gas engines and hot 
blast furnaces as fuel. They also got 
potash in amazing quantities.

The move- 
ment from Tampico was 1,630,441 anl 2,- 
255,839 barrels, respectively, and from 
Tuxpam 450,804 and 832,064 barrels, respec- 
tively. ‘ 

Shipments to points other than the 
United States were reported as 894,451 bar- 
rels in February and 993,548 barrels in 
March. The gross shipments, therefore, 
reached 2,975,696 barrels in February and 
4,081,451 barrels in March. 

Tampico shipments included refined 
products as follows:—Reduced_ crude, 
357,700 barrels in February and 557,750 bar- 
rels in March; distillate, 70,000 barrels In 
February and 59,000 barrels in March; 
and topped crude, 60,000 barrels in March. 

Bunker oil for ships leaving Tampico 
amounted to 277,770 barrels in February 
and 148,275 barrels in March. 

As heretofore, Tuxpam shipments in- 
clude only crude oil, the topping plants at 
that port not being ready for opera- 
tion.

NARCOTIC BILL 
IS NOW A LAW 


Experts for Committee Are 
Searching for Addicts’ 
Cure. 


Albany, May il, 1917. 

Governor Whitman on Thursday signed 
the Whitney Committee bill for the regu- 
lation of the sale and distribution of nar- 
cotic drugs. It becomes Chapter 601 laws 
of 1917. 

The Whitney Narcotic Investigating 
Committee has finally decided to put off 
further investigations until next fall, but 
in the meantime the several experts en- 
gaged by the committee will take charge 
of the special work outlined and will be 
ready when the time comes to hand to the 
committee their conclusions and recom- 
mendations which will form the basis for 
continuing the work. 

The Whitney Committee has $20,000 pro- 
vided in appropriations for the continua- 
tion of its endeavors and also has a pros- 
pective $12,000 in the supply bill. Senator 
Whitney says that “Just as soon as we 
are assured of the funds we will begin 
our final and most important work.” He 
explains that “this will include the study 
by our experts of the various forms of 
treatment recommended and those in au- 
tual use, with a view to providing for the 
care and cure of unfortunate addicts.” 

It may be stated on authority that the 
experts who have already been selected 
by the committee are men whose findings 
will be received by- the profession as 
authority and that they for the most part 
are serving the committee without pay. 
Already they have turned over to them 
the great mass of correspondence which 
the committee has received since the pas- 
sage of its bill and it is stated that for 
the most part the letters come from ad- 
dicts who seek relief from their inflic- 
tion. All seek for a final cure. In addj- 
tion to these letters there are a consider- 
able number offering cures which are al- 
leged to have been, successful. To the 
latter the experts will give most careful 
attention. These letters -have been re- 
ceived from a number of States and some 
are said to be signed by practicing physi- 
cians. Those which offer particular cases 
in evidence as to their effectiveness will 
be given personal attention by members 
of the expert board. 

Speaking of the work which his commit- 


tee already has done Senator Whitney 
says:— 
“I think we may fairly congratulate 


ourselves that at such a neglible expense 
we have evolved a bill which meets the 
ideas of tne Legislature, the judges, the 
district attorneys and others in so'ving 
the awful problem presented by drug ad- 
diction. Our committee has turned over 
its further work for a time to several 
experts of prominence who have offered 
their services for our assistance and who 
will take up the problem which confronts 
us im our endeavor to find a satisfactory 
treatment of drug addiction. They will 
work along lines which probably will lead 
to provisions for the establishment of a 
suitable hospital for cases warranting 
constant supervision and care for a period 
which would in all probability lead to a 
cure.” 

The committee is firm in the belief that 
its labors will finally result in a method 
calculated to rid the State of the army 
of addicts which now threatens the foun- 
dations of society and for which up to the 
present time no permanent relief has 
been offered.

GASOLINE SAFETY. 


New York Druggist Has Combined 


Storage and Carburetor. 


EK. L. Ennis, president of the Boekar- 
Ennis Drug Company, Liberty and Wash- 
ington streets, this city, has so perfected 
a system of storing and using gasoline 
and the lighter petroleum distillates that 
successful tests have been made before 
the Aviation Society and government offi- 
cials. In view of the dangers in motoring, 
and particularly in aeroplane work from 
a leaky tank, it is believed that Mr. Ennis 
has found a system of gasoline control 
which may be developed to an extent now 
little realized. 

The principle of the invention is simple. 
A container is filled with porous blocks 
into which gasoline is forced under pres- 
sure, and when a current of air is app ied 
the mixed air and gasoline or distillate 
fumes siphon to the engine, thus doing 
away with a carburetor. The added fea- 
ture of this contrivance, which has proved 
of interest to operators of explosive en- 
gines, is that when there is no pressure 
there is no evaporation—or so little as to 
be negligible—and although specimen con- 
tainers have been punctured, there is no 
drip and no danger of explosion. This 
would seem to fit the system for aeroplane 
and motor use. 

The container is not bulky, and can be 
built in any form to fit the use to which 
it is to be put. It hag been applied di- 
rectly to lighting, heating and power pur- 
poses in a factory on Staten Island, and, 
according to Mr. Ennis, is successful. 

lt is understood that a motor boat 
equipped with this apparatus is to be 
submitted to the government for testing 
purposes,

_ WAR REVENUE MEASURE MEETS STRONG 
OPPOSITION BECAUSE OF TAX IMPOST 





Five Per Cent. Direct Tax on Many Commodities 


in Reporter Trades; 


10 Per Cent. Universal 


Duty on Imports; Additional Profits and In- 
come Taxes Features of Measure. 


The debate on the war revenue bill, the principal preparedness measure 
now before Congress, was begun in the House on Thursday by Chairman 
Kitchin of the Ways and Means Committee, and it is expected to continue for 


one and perhaps two weeks. 


So many members of Congress wish to discuss the measure that it is Ilkely 
that the Committee on Rules will fix a time for a vote after the first force of 


the discussion has expended itself. 


Mr. Kitchin said frankly that he would vote for the various taxes provided 
by the bil! “with his eyes shut” and because the “government needs the 


money.” 


This, it is assured, will be the attitude of many other Congressmen. 


The Senate Committee on Finance began hearings on the bill on Friday, 


continued them on Saturday, and will further discuss the measure today. 


If 


there is a strong demand throughout the country for further time, it is said 
at Washington that additional hearings may be agreed upon. 

Those protestants unable to get to Washington during the past three days 
to place their individual views before members of the committee can do so by 
going to Washington during the next fortnight, as the measure will be consid- 
ered for at least two weeks, and possibly longer. 

The committee will receive briefs bearing upon any points in connection 
with the proposed legislation, but to assure attention such briefs should be to 


the point and in as few words as possible. 
An abstract of the House bill now under discussion will be found herewith. 


REVENUE-RAISING FEATURES OF BILL 
TO PROVIDE MONEY FOR WAR EXPENSES 


The House measure for the purpose 
of providing revenue to defray war 
expenses, which necessitate the raising 
by taxation or bond issue the sum of 
$1,800,000,000, is based on the estimate 
that the war expenses for the remain- 
der of 1917 and the whole of 1918 will 
aggregate about $3,800,000,000. It is es- 
timated that the receipts of the gov- 
ernment under the existing law will 
amount to $1,600.000.000 during the next 
fiscal year, while the new bill is ex- 
nected to provide the sum of $1,800,000 
during a 12-month period. The pro- 
posed revenue bill is divided into thir- 
teen titles, as follows:— 


Title T. War income tax. 

Title If. War excess profits tax. 

Title IIT. War tax on beverages. 

Title IV. War tax on cigars, tobac- 
co. and manufactures thereof. 

Title V. War tax on facilities fur- 
nished by public utilities, advertising 
and insurance. 


Title VI. War tax on manufactures. 

Title VII. War tax on admissions 
and dues. 

Title VIII. War stamp taxes. 


Title TX. War estate tax. 

Title X. War customs duties. 

Title XT. Administrative provisions. 
Ttle XIT. Postal rates. 

Titles XIII. General provisions. 


Income and Profits. 


Title I provides for a total nor- 
mal income tax of 4 per cent., and for 
a graduated surtax increase ranging 
from 1 to 33 per cent. a year on in- 
comes above $5,000. It is estimated 
that such taxes will yield during a 
12-month period the sum of $533,000.000 
—$372,000,000 from individuals and $161,- 
000,000 from corporations. 

The present excess profits tax is 8 
per cent. upon net income shown after 
deducting $5,000, and an amount equiv- 
alent to 8 per cent. of the actual cap- 
ital invested. Title II would levy an 
additional tax of 8 per cent. of the net 
income, and is expected to produce 
$200,000,000 additional. 

Title III, relating to the imposition 
of a war tax on beverages, provides 
for an increase of $1.10 a gallon upon 
distilled spirits, with an exemption of 
50 gallons to each retailer. A tax ig 
also levied on soft drinks as follows:— 

A tax upon prepared sirups or ex- 
tracts, intended for use in the manu- 
facture or production of beverages, by 
soda fountains, bottling establish- 
ments, and other similar places, equiv- 
alent to 10 per cent. of the price for 
which sold by the manufacturer, pro- 
ducer, or importer. 

Two cents per gallon upon all grape 
juice, artificial mineral waters not 
carbonated, and fermented liquor con- 
taining less than one-half per cent. of 
alcohol (commonly known as _ near 
heer) sold by the manufacturer, pro- 
ducer, or importer. 

Two cents per gallon upon all gin- 
ger ale, root beer, sarsaparilla, pop, 
and other carbonated waters or bev- 
erages, manufactured and sold by the 
manufacturer, producer, or importer, 
who makes his own carbonic acid gas 
for carbonating the same. 

One cent per gallon upon all nat- 
ural mineral waters or table waters 
sold by the producer, bottler, or im. 
porter at over 10 cents per gallon. 

Eight cents per pound upon all car- 
bonic acid gas in drums or other con- 
tainers, intended for use in the manu- 





facture or production of carbonated 
waters or other drinks. 

The committee recommends that the 
tax be levied upon the carbonic acid 
gas used in carbonating the beverages 
rather than upon the beverages. By 
so doing it is possible to allow the 
manufacturer of the gas to make a re- 
turn of the quantity of gas sold for 
the basis of the assessment of the tax 
and thus avoid levying a stamp tax 
upon each bottle of soft drinks, which 
would be very disturbing to the trade.

Title V. 


Under this title taxes are recom- 
mended on freight transvorted by rail 
and water, personal traffic by rail or 
water: seats, berths and staterooms; 
electric light. power, gas and telephone 
service: telegraph messages. Some of 
its features are:— 

A tax eauivalent to 5 per cent. of 
the amount paid for the transporta- 
tion of oil by vine lines. or where the 
owner of a pipe line transports his 
own oil, of the amount that would be 
paid at the listed rate, if payment were 
received, 

A tax equivalent to 5 wer cent. of 
the amount paid for electric power for 
domestic uses and on the amount paid 
for light or heat and on the amount 
paid for telephone services by sub- 
scribers, exclusive of the amount paid 
for toll or long-distance calls. 

A tax of 5 cents for each telephone 
or telegranh message or dispatch for 
which a charge of 15 cents is made, to 
be paid by the nerson paying for such 
service. A similar tax was imposed 
by the Spanish War act of 1898. and 
the act of October 22, 1914. of 1 cent for 
each such message or dispatch. 

A tax equivalent to 5 per cent. of 
the amount paid for advertising or ad- 
vertising snace, other than newspaper 
and periodical advertising. 

The re-enactment of the Spanish 
War tax relating to life. marine, in- 
land, fire. and casualty insurance. The 
Spanish War act provided that the tax 
upon insurance companies make 
monthly return under oath and that 
the tax be assessed upon such return.

This title proposes the levy of a tax 
equivalent to 5 per cent. of the price 
for which sold by the manuacturer, 
producer, or importer of automobiles, 
automobile trucks, automobile wagons, 
motorcycles, automobile, bicycle and 
motorcycle tires (including inner 
tubes), musical instruments sold for 
more than $10 each, piano players,

Title 10—Free List Abolished. 


Title 10 provides for the levy of a cus- 
toms duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem upon 
all articles mow free of duty imported 
into the United States from any foreign 
country. It further provides that a duty 
of 10 per cent. ad valorem be imposed in 
addition to any duty now imposed by law 
upon articles now dutiable when imported 
into the United States. The committee 
realizes that this tax is not scientifically 
nor equitably adjusted and recommends 
the same only as a war (tax. It is esti- 
mated that the additional revenue during 
a 12-month period from the tax imposed 
in this title will amount to $200,000,000. 


Title 11—-Administrative Provisions. 


Section 11 of this title provides that 
articles coming into the United States 
from the West Indian Islands, acquired 
from Denmark, shall be subject to the 
same internal-revenue taxes as articles 
produced in the United States. 

The remaining provisions of this title 
are administrative and relate to the mak- 
ing of returns under the provisions of 
this act, the collection of the taxes, and 
provide penalties for failure to comply 
with the provisions thereof. 


Title 12—Postal Rates. 


This title increases the rate upon first- 
class mail matter other than postal cards 
1 cent for each ounce or fraction thereof. 
This will make the rate upon first-class 
matter 3 cents for each ounce or fraction 
thereof. Under the provisions of this title 
the rate upon postal and post ecards will 
also be increased 1 cent, so that the rate 
upon postal amd post cards after the pas- 
sage of this act will be 2 cents each. 

Section 1201 of this title provides that 
the parcel-post zone system shall apply 
to second class mail matter at rates rang- 
ing from two cents a pound or fraction 
thereof to six cents a pound or fraction 
thereof, 

Certain kinds of religious. educational. 
agricultural and fraternal papers entered 
as second-class matter are to be carried 
at a rate of 1% cents ner pound, frre- 
spective of the zone in which delivered. 

It is estimated bv the postoffice officials 
that during a 12-month period this in- 
crease in first-class postage will yield 
&70.0.000 and in second-class postage $19,- 
000,000 additional revenue.

Oil Supply Problem Keeps 
Bureau of Mines Engaged 


Washington, Mav 11, 1917. 

A snecial committee renresentine the of! 
interests en-oneratinge with the Council of 
Netional Defense, and several other com- 
mittees similarlv organized are to have 
rooms in the new Interior Department 
building. so as to be in close touch with 
the Rnreau of Mines. 

Althoueh the officials of the Rureau of 
Mines decline to make anv authoritative 
statement it is known that the great part 
of the work af the Bureau at this time 
is concerned with the of! sunvlv. Many 
*“'d men are to be brought to Washine- 
ton for conference with the Council of 
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National Defense Committee because they 
know all the little details regarding the 
operation and supply and facilities for 
transportation in all the oil territories. 
They are expected to give very valuable 
assistance in determining the supply avail- 
able and in the regulation of the quanti- 
ties which will be produced on a larger 
scale than ever heretofore. 
Many prominent men of independent 
wealth are co-operating with the govern- 
ment chemists, technologists and metallur- 
gists along lines of defense and the read- 
justment of resources to meet the gigan- 
tic demands which threaten to exhaust 
the supply unless regulated efficiently. 





Petroleum Supply Ample to 
Meet Demands of U. S. 
in War 


Washington, May il, 1917. 


Chester Narramore, petroleum technolo- 
gist in charge of the petroleum division 
of the Bureau of Mines, who has just re- 
turned from an inspection trip covering 
the entire oil-producing territory, ciean 
through the Pacific coast, refused to com- 
ment on whether there is a sufficient 
amount of oil available to meet all de- 
mands of the government for naval re- 
quirements, for ambulances and other 
motor service. He seemed satisfied that 
there is no immediate cause for worry 
and gave the impression that the country 
will be able to produce sufficient to see it 
safely through the war even with an 
enormous number of vessels under con- 


struction. 

Reports have been coming to govern- 
ment oflicials regarding the fact that the 
oil properties, particularly in California, 
are being closely guarded. All Oil tanks 
have sentries stationed and a detail of 
armed men guards the warehouses. Aside 
from saying that the government is tak- 
ing every precaution and that the private 
interests are following the government's 
example Mr. Narranfore declined to be in- 
terviewed. 

It is known that the Federal Govern- 
ment, particularly the Interior Depart- 
ment, is much gratified at the results of 
a conference with the State Corporation 
Committee in Oklahoma. It was agreed 
that they should co-operate with the Bu- 
reau of Mines in the method of procedure 
and the manner of interpreting the con- 
servation law which controls the drilling 
of new wells and caring for the old ones, 
protecting the gas sands and the oil sands 
from infiltration of water. 

This co-operation will mean a consid- 
erable saving .of gas. Oklahoma has 
awakened to a realization that this gas 
supply canot be replenished. 

The government wants vast quantities 
of fuel oil for its warships, how much 
no man knows—this is one of the big war 
problems. Whatever supply must be had 
will be preduced—this assurance is given 
by leaders in the industry. 

‘In an effort to determine some estimate 
of what the government will need the 
petroleum experts of the Bureau of Mines 
and of the Bureau of Soils and of the 
Geo'ogical Survey have been making ex- 
tensive investigations. In every State in 
the Union there is a commission at work 
on this problem. 

No definite statement can be gotten from 
a responsible government official upon 
this subject, principally because they have 
no idea what the figures will be. The 
Navy Department will know soon because 
they are to get the basic figures from a 
confidential source on what the British 
Admiralty consumed last year. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that though in successive Congresses 
an appropriation of $20,000 was expected 
with which to prepare petroleum statis- 
tics, Congress is now wanting this infor- 
mation, seemingly forgetting the fact that 
it never made the appropriation. If these 
figures were available now it would save 
the government many times that expense 
and strengthen the defense plan to a 
reat extent. 
e'Statistics which are being printed In 
trade journals and from apparently reli- 
able sources are not at all dependable. 
They are all right as far as they go, but 
there is so much omitted that for a basis 
of important deductions they are very 
misleading. Some of these honestly carry 
a line which means even more than ap- 
pears at a casual glance, “excluding im- 
ports which may not be disclosed. 

The mosquito fleet now being put into 
water as fast as the boats can be made 
and engines installed will be a tremendous

All along the Pacific coast larger 


wooden ships for transports and to carry 
supplies to the Allies are being built and 
these will be another tremendous, almost 
insatiable, consumer of fuel oil. 

It is expected that the Navy Department 


will soon invite bids for an oil supply 
but it is not anticipated that this will 
give any real “line’’ on how much the 


government will require within the next 
year. 


Shellac Importers Appoint Committee 
to Safeguard Business Under 


Revenue Law. 


The United States Shellac Importers’ 
Association, at a special meeting held last 
Thursday, appointed a committee, com- 
posed of H, S. Chatfield, J. A. Stoner and 
S. H. Gillespie, to look after the inter- 
ests of the shellac industry in connection 
with the proposed revenue measures. The 
association, according to Secretary Chat- 


fieid, is amxious that the government 
should consider the various industries 
Separately so that the conditions finally 
imposed will not interfere with normal 
business. As the bill now stands all im- 
ported commodities, heretofore free of 
duty, are taxed 10 per cent., beginning 


June 1. No provision is made for existing 
contracts extending beyond June 1, and 
an unconditional tax would greatly em- 
barrass manufacturers,

GOVERNMENT TO CONTROL TINPLATE THAT 
NO CONTAINER FAMINE ‘MAY BE RESULT 


Washington, May ll, 1917. 
Government control of the distribution 
of the tin plate supply of the United 
States was announced by the Council of 


National Defense working in co-operation 
with the Department of Commerce and 
Agriculture. Material for cans will be 
released only under approval of the Fed- 
eral authorities, as a result of recom- 
mendations made by a committee repre- 
senting all branches of the tin plate trade 
and aifected business. 

Co-operating in the distribution for con- 
servation are the tin plate manufacturers, 
the can makers, the farmers, the whole- 
sale grocers, the retail dealers, American 
manufacturers and merchants, _ banks, 
boards of trade, commercial clubs and 
other business organizations. 

The outstanding purpose is to save as 
much tin plate as possible so that there 
may be a sufficient supply to can all per- 
ishable foodstuffs. 

The South is already in dire need of 
cans to prevent the waste of a great 
quantity of perishable products now com- 
ing on the market. It is estimated that

In consequence 
cans the demand for glass jars and other 
containers has grown to such proportions 
that manufacturers are six months be- 
hind on orders with no prospect of catch-

stretched there will be a heavy loss in 
truck garden ard field products, fruits, 


and other foed supplies. 


Old Style Green Glass Bottles. 


To relieve the tin plate shortage a move- 
ment is proposed by the Department of 
Commerce for the turning out by the 
glass works of the country of the old 
style green bottle glass. This is cheaper, 
requires fewer chemicals and is just as 
good for packing purposes. 

American manufacturers have long de- 
mandeq clear glass for their products 
and the practice of making bottle green 
has been almost abandoned. 

The fish canning industries 
New England coast are being 
to obtain containers. 

This action in taking Federal control 
of the situation has resulted from a con- 
ference in Washington more than a month 
ago attended by thirtv representatives 
of the tin plate manufacturers, can manu- 
facturers, canners and who’esale grocers. 
This conference appointed a committee of 
seven who agreed for the respective in- 
dustries to stand back of whatever recom- 
mendations the committee made. 

An embargo on shipments of tin plate 
is believed to be the real solution of the 
problem and that this will result under 
Federal control. There has been a tre- 
mendous increase in exports during the 
veriod of the war and because sheet steel 
is an ingredient of the tin plate the manu- 
facture of munitions has mate it prac- 
tically impossible to get anything like 
an adequate supply of sheet steel 

In the conference called May 1 by the 
Department of Commerce the trade rep- 
resentatives came from the National Can- 
ners’ Asscciation and the National Whole- 
sale Grecers’ Association with the tin 
plate and tin can manufacturers to con- 
sider means for conserving the tin plate

+ a Andrews, vice-president of the 
American Sheet and Tin Plate Comnany; 
E. E. Pratt. chief of the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, UT. S. De- 
partment of Commerce, and H. W. Phelps, 
vice-president of the American Can Com- 


pany. 

In their revort to the Secretaries of 
Agriculture and Commerce this commit- 
tee said that from available information 
it anpeared that while the supp'v of tin 
plate will be sufficient to enable can 
makers to onerate their plants to anp- 


proximately full capacitv in the near fu- 
ture and then for the balance of the vear. 
The extraordinary demands since October 


last for cans for dried beans land peas, 
hominy, macaroni, spaghetti, and other 
non-perishable foods has prevented the 


accumulation of the customary supply of 
storage cans to care for ‘the perishable 
crops that will presently be forthcoming. 
Strenuous measures for economy must at 


once be taken, the committee recom- 
mends, if these products are to be se- 
cured. 

The committee believes that no cans 
whatsoever should be used for the nack- 
ing of nom-perishable food products or 
non-food products where such use would 
divert the supply from the conservation 
of perishable fruits and vegetables until 
such time as there shall be assured a 
sufficient can supply to amply care for 


the pack of the season 
Inasmuch as a very large proportion of 
or. per 


the packers, representing probably Th 


cent. of the total pack of non-perishab'e 
foods, have already fully adopted the sug- 
gestions of the Secretaries, and have 
ceased all operations on these articles, 
and recognizing that the business men 
of the United States are fully alive to the 
necessity for patriotic action under pres- 
ent conditions, the committee strongly 
urged each and every packer who may 
not have already followed these sugges- 
tions to do so at once, 
Recommendations. 

Some general recommendations were 

given by the committee as follows:— ‘ 


To the farmers:—That they co-operate gen- 
erously with the canners of the country in the 
effort to permit no falling off in acreage plant- 


ed to cannery crops, and that they recognize 
fully the vast number of the population of 
the United States and of the world that have 
been dependent upon the food supply conserved 
yearly in tin containers. 

To the tin plate manufacturers:—That they 
give preference to the delivery of tin plate for 
containers for perishable foods, and that they 
refrain from shipment of plate to those pack- 
ers making their own cang where such are 
likely to be used for the packing of non-per- 
ishable products; and further, that they dis- 
continue exporting tin plate suitable for pack- 
ers’ cans except as such may be designated 
for military uses, 

To the can makers:—That they withhold ship- 
ments of cans until they receive satisfactory 
assurance from customers that consignments 
will be used only for conserving perishable 
food products for the season. 

To canners:—That whether buying cans from 
can makers or making them for their own use, 
it shall be their patriotic duty until an ac- 
cumulation of a sufficient surplus of cans to 
care for the probable crops shall be apparent, 
to abstain completely from packing non-per- 
ishable foods. 

To wholesale grocers:—That they forthwith 
volurtarily suspend or cancel all contracts for 
delivery of non-perishable food products in 
tins made with canners, and fully relieve the 


‘ latter from all liability thereunder, 


To the retail dealers:—That they on their 
part consent to the suspension or cancellation 
by jobbers of any contracts for delivery of 
non-perishable foods in tins. 

To every American manufacturer and mer- 
chant:—That, having complete faith in their 
patriotic loyalty to their country in its efforts 
to avoid the errors into which others have 
fallen through lack of intelligent foresight 
and recognition of unusual circumstances, they 
accept the suggestions above outlined in the 
same spirit in which they would appeal to 
them in case they had become the law of 
the United States, mindful that ‘“The supreme 
test of our own nation and the nations with 
which we @re co-operating is an abundance of 
supplies, and especially of foodstuffs. The 
importance of an adequate food supply, espe- 
cially for the present year, is superlative,’’ 
and that ‘‘the supreme test of the nation has 
— We must all speak, act and serve to- 
gether.’’ 


Speeding Manufacture. 


_ Preliminary to the meeting of the Trade 
Commitiee steps taken to increase the 
supply of tin-plate and tin cans were an- 
nounced by Secretary Redfield. They con- 
sist principally in speeding un the manu- 
facture of tinplate, and in the introduc- 
tion of suitable substitute containers for 
manv limes of non-perishable goods 
usually packed in tins. 

The -Department of Commerce pointed 
out that the greatest saving in tin plate 
can be effected by using substitute con- 
tainers for non-perishable goods. It was 
pointed out that a great many familiar 
articles are put up in tin containers which 
ean well be put un otherwise. Good sub- 
stitutes are now in use for tobacco, cof- 
fee, tea, spices, baking-powder, soap- 
powder, white-lead, powdered paints, 
syrup, cocoa, cheese, lard, butter and pea- 
nut butter. It hag been suggested by Sec- 
retary Redfield that nackers of such prod- 
ucts consider carefullv the use of such 
substitutes before ordering any further 
supplies of tin cans. 

The Department of Commerce has sent 
out a trade letter offering to assist in- 
quirers who will state the-special uses 
for which they wish containers to replace 
tin during the present emergency. 


Use of Substitutes. 


In some instance the use of substitute 
may mean temporary inconvenience, it fs 
pointed out, but no patriotic manufac- 
turer will hesitate to ‘‘do his bit’’ to pre- 
vent a serious food shortage next winter. 
Some manufacturers who have been ap- 
preached by the. Department of Com- 
merce will be able to use substitute con- 
tainers without any sacrifice whatever. 
In fact. some of them have welcomed 
an opportunity to abandon the elaborate 
containers that have come into use large- 
ly for advertising purposes during the last 
few years.’ A number of important con- 
cerns have already notified their trade 
that in theefuture their goods will be 
delivered in substitute containers. A 
number of tinplate manufacturers have 
agreed to co-operate by refusing to enter 
into new contracts for the sale of tin- 
plate for use in canning non-perishable 
products. 

Economy in the manufacture of tin- 
plate and tin cans is of prime importance 
and the manufacturers are making spe- 
cial efforts to prevent waste in the mills 
and factories. 

The present high price of tin is at- 
tributed to the unuual demands of the 
last three years, combined with the pres- 
ent difficulty of getting the supplies from 
the Straits Settlements and from the tin 
refineries in Eurove. Practically all of the 
world’s supply of tin is mined in the 
Straits Settlements and Bolivia. For a 
great many years European firms have 
handled the output of both countries and 
sold the refined product to tinplate manu- 
facturers in the United States and Eu- 
rope, although since the war started a 
smelting plant has been erected in New 
Jersey and the ore is now brought here 
direct from Bolivia.

The 
railroads in this section largely depend 
upon oil as coal is not available to them. 
The Alaska fisheries depend upon this oil 
and numeroug industrial enterprises face 
disaster unless they can get this fuel.

Chief Chemist, Bureau of Mines, 
Gives Uranium Patent to 


Government. 
Washington, May 11, 1917. 


To facilitate and cheapen the produc- 
tion of pure oxide of uranium which may 
be used in the manufacture of war mu- 
nitions, and which is valuable also for 
coloring glass giving it the golden yellow 
color seen in some of the newer forms of 
automobile headlights, two patents have 
been issued to Charles I. Parsons, chief 
chemist of the Bureau of Mines, U. S. 
Department of the Interior. These have 
been dedicated to the free use of the 
people. They are granted for a process 
for the purifying of uranium compounds 
and for a process for preparing oxides 
or uranium. 

The process for the preparing of uran- 
jum oxide is of especial importance at 
this time owing to the fact that it is 
now definitely known that the Germans 
are using uranium.steel in some of their 
large cannon, and this process will enable 
pure black oxide of uranium to be ob- 
tained for the use of producing ferro- 
uranium,

The Pierce Pipe Line Company, sub- 
sidary of the Pierce Oil Corporation, 
which is laying an 8-inch oil pipeline to 
connect its refinery here with the Heald- 
ton field in Oklahoma, is putting pipe 
beneath the ground at the rate of a mile 
a day.

PROPRIETARY MEN 
OPPOSE WAR TAX 


Discriminatory Legislation in 
New Measure Point of 
Contention. 


ANNUAL MEETING HELD 
IN NEW YORK AT ASTOR 


The proposed war tax Measures, formal- 
ly reported by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives 
last Wednesday, was the all important 
topic at the thirty-fifth annual meeting of 
the Proprietary Association of America, 
held on May 8, 9 and 10 at the Hotel 
Astor, this city. As the result of spirited 
discussion on this question resolutions 
were adopted wherein the association 
vigorously protests against any discrim- 
inatory taxation. A delegation, composed 
of twenty-five members of the association, 
was chosen to proceed at once to Wash- 
ington to lay the matter before members 
of Congress. The chief point of conten- 
tion was the 5 per cent. tax on all ‘“‘me- 
dicinal preparations, compounds or com- 
positions, the Manufacturer or producer 
of which claims to have any private 
formula for making or preparing same, or 
claims to have any exclusive right or 
title to the making or preparing of same, 
or-which are prepared, uttered, vended or 
exposed for sale under any letters patent 
or trade-mark, or which, if prepared by 
any formula, published or unpublished, 
or held out or recommended to the public 
by the makers, vendors or proprietors 
thereof as proprietary medicines. Ob- 
jection is made on the grounds that the 
proposed tax is unfair to a legitimate In- 
dustry in that it is an “additional tax 
far beyond the burden borne by other in- 

istries.”’

recommendations of the Rquirements Commit- 
tec, aud was very much impressed with the 
fact that had their recommendations been 
made a few months earlier his client would 
have had an absolutely clean slate, so far 
as the cha.ges now made hy the goverument 
were concerned. In a hearing before the Ap- 
Propriation Committee, the head of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry was asked a direct ques- 
tion as to whether there were as many viola- 
tlors of the drug act now as formerly. He 
said, ‘‘No, formerly our inspectors were able 
fo find violations on the chelf of any drug 
store. Now they have to conduct a prolonged 
search to secure them.’’ And apparently ar- 
gued that tecause it required a prolonged 
search en the part of a 
violation, the bureau should 
arpropriation for that purpose, 

What seems to be a very important step 
forward we have taken in the past year Is 
what I raight term a working agreement with 
the Vigilance Committed of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs. ' Not so long ago the ad- 
vertising clubs openly subscribed to the 
theory (when they spoke of medical advertis- 
ing) that if it is medical it is fraudulent. 
They have discovered, however, that the 
writers of medical copy developed truth 
in advertising long before the writers 
of other copy had thought of such a 
thing. and today there {s an apparent disposi- 
tion on their part to obtain the best pos- 
sible information by which the desirable 
proper copy can be separated from the unde- 
sirable, and owing to this disposition on their 
part we feel that a ‘working arrangement 
will be reached to the great advantage of 
medical advertisers. 


Opposed Stamp Tax. 


Our most iecent activity was caused by the 
suggestion that the Federal Legislature was 
about to re-enact the stamp tax on medi- 
cines. First, your officers thought that it 
might not he patriotic for us to oppose this 
tax, but investigation showed that very 
rigorous income and excess profit taxes were 
to be opposed on all business, that inireased 
personal income and ‘surtaxes would be im- 
posed, that there was a strong possibility that 
those engaged in our line of business would 
find the excess profit tax more of a burden 
than manufacturers in other lines, for the 
reason that one of our largest assets is good 
will, trade-mark or brand, and the Treasury 
Department has shown a disposition to refuse 
to recognize good will, trade-mark, or brand 
as an asset; consequently the excess profit tax 
may hit the manufacturer of proprietary 
remedies harder than other manufacturers. 
The majority of our members also pay an 
indirect tax in their use of alcohol, on which 
it _ proposed to increase the rate 90 per 
cent, 

While we recognize the great exigency, and 
were prepared to bear our share of the burden 
all the way through, we felt that ft was 
very unfair that in addition to these other 
taxes, a per capita tax should be imposed on 
the items of our manufacture. When the 
starrp tax of 1898 was imposed it was not 
possible for the government to levy any in- 
come or excess profit taxes under the Con- 
stitution. The Constitution has since been 
amended, however, making these taxes pos- 
sible, and we believe thit the revenue should 
‘be raised by this means, so that the bur- 
den would be borne equally by all lines of 
trade. On this basis we went to Washington 
in opposition to a stamp tax. The matter is 
still In the hands of the Congress there, and 
Wwe are unable to say what the result of their 
deliberations may be. 

The stamp tax and the various fights we 
have had in the State legislatures throughout 
the year have emphasized more strongly than 
ever before the need of a close union of the 
allied drug interests. United effort will be 
required more frequently in the future than it 
has beer in the past, and we hope to see a 
closer understanding between the various 
branches of this line. 

I must take this occasion to thank our mem- 
bers for the prompt and vigorous manner in 
which they have backed up the efforts of their 
officers in legislative matters throughout the 
year. The response to personal requests or 
suggestions, which I have made, have been 
hearty and -have met with success.

VAPOR GASOLINE. 


Government Chemists Soon to An- 
nounce Important Progress. 


Washington, May 11, 1917. 


It is announced by the Bureau of Mines, 
Department of the Interior, that the pe- 
troleum chemists in its employ, continuing 
their laboratory experiments on the pro- 
duction of gasoline by the vapor phase 
(Rittman) process, will soon give to the 
technical public information of impor- 
tance from a commercial point of view, 
the work having developed valuable indi- 
eations as to the theory and mechanism 
of the cracking process. 

The type of laboratory size furnace 
originally used was modified in several 
important details, through which the ac- 
curacy of its operation has been notably 
increased. Several oils were studied 
which _ were representative of types of 
cheap fuel available in different parts of 
the country. The temperature’ range 
favorable for the commercial production 
of gasoline was shown to be between 550 
degrees C. (1,022 degrees F.) and 600 de- 
gress C. (1,112 degrees F.). This range 
was studied for each 10 degrees C. inter- 
val. Pressures between 1 atmosphere and 
about 14 atmosphere (200 pounds gauge 
reading), were also studied and the effect 
of the rate of oil flow was noted. The 
yields of gasoline were measured and the 
quality of this product studied. : 

A bulletin is now being prepared which 
takes up these experiments in detail and 
which gives the conclusions drawn from 
the results obtained.

I do not 
th'nk that that is dangerous, and my feeling 
that it is not dangerous is due to my belief 
in the wisdom and the farsightedness of the 
trade, ard IT am quite sure when we present 
our position to the proprietary trade, and they 
see Our interests are common, that the man- 
ufacturers in the proprietary trade will. in- 
dividually take the action that we think is 
best for both branches of the trade, and in 
this matter I am not referring to agreements, 
understardings, or anything of the sort. I am 
referring to independent, individua} action, 
consistent with the best interests of the man. 
afacturers of proprietary medicines and of the 
distributors of these products, 

You have our best wishes, we feel we are 
your friends, and we want to continue to be 
your friends, and I have trie@ to be just as 
a as one friend should be toward another 

riend.

MEXICAN OIL STRIKE. 





Foreign Oil Men at Tampico Fear 
Serious Consequences. 


Tampico, Mexico, May §&8, 1917 


Dissentions among the Mexican laborers 
employed jn the oi] refineries here and in 
the different producing fields of the Gulf 
coast region tributary to Tampico have 
become widespread. ‘Unless the govern- 
ment authorities are able to put down 
these troubles serious consequences to the 
oil industry may follow, according to the 
foreign interests largely engaged in oil 
operations in this territory. ‘The trouble 
started with a strike of the laborers em- 
ployed in the refinery of the Pierce oil 
Corporation at Tampico, necessitating that 
mant to curtail its output materially due 
te the lack of men to perform the work 
Waikouts of men employed at the load- 
ing stations and at oil tank farms of 
other of the larger companies belonging 
to American and British interests, have 
occurred and the trouble was spread to 
a lesser degree to some of the adjacent 
producing fields, ’ 

The ship side workers have remained on 
their jobs, The loading fs largely by me- 
chanical means and comparatively little 
help is needed to fill the tankers, but 
should the strike become genera!, even the 
few men that are néeded for this branch 
of the industry might be involved 

There is a general belief here that the 
strike is due to propaganda circulated by 
agents of the German Government. it be- 
ing well known that there are a number 
of German reservists in Tampico and 
scattered all through the oil producing 
region. On the other hand, however, it is 
interesting to note that all of the em- 
ployes of the refinery of the Lord Cow- 
dray syndicate at Minatitlan on the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec are native Ger- 
mans and they have so far proved loyal. 
There has been no hamnvering of that re- 
finery’s operations and although it is 
owned by British interests, it is prac- 
tically in the hands of German subjects 
so far as its operation is concerned

MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 9, 1917. 


There is little of interest to report con- 
cerning the cash market for flaxseed here. 
A very small movement is prevailing and 
a poor quality of seed is coming on the 
market. One crushing company is buy- 
ing the offerings freely and pays 4c. under 
the May future for the best stuff. Seed 
houses are taking the few cars of choice 
seed that come in and shipments to the 
country are still rather liberal, Most of 
the receipts are coming here in bulkhead 
car lots and few shippers seem to be able 
to assemble a full car lot at any point. 
The line elevator companies are saving 
what geod seed they have in country sta- 
tions to take care of a demand for seed 
that may develop within the next few 
weeks and are shipping their poor stuff 
to market. Most of the movement apt 
present is coming from Minnesota and 
South Dakota points. North Dakota and 
Montana shippers are sending their stuff 
to Duluth on account of the better prices 
prevailing in that market. 

The amount of seed delivered on con- 
tracts so far has proven very disap- 
pointing to the crushers. Duluth deliv- 
eries have been very light and with the 
exception of a private arrangement be- 
tween holders and sellers of Winnipeg 
May concerning the exchange of some 
300,000 bushels of cash for the May there 
hag been a very small amount of seed de- 
livered at Winnipeg. Winnipeg is loading 
seed rather freely and shipments te 
American crushers will be quite libera\ 
in spite of the small deliveries. Con- 
sidering the size of the stocks at Duluth 
and Winnipeg deliveries were very small. 

Receipts at Minneapolis are much small- 
er than daily requirements at present 
and with miuls taking from 26,000 to 30,000 
bushels a day the draft on private and 
public stocks has been rather sharp of 
late. The reduction in local public ele- 
vator stocks was partly due to the re- 
moval of a round lot of stuff from a pub- 
lic to a private house. With nearly 50,- 
000 bushels of seed shipped: from Duluth 
during the week ending today elevator 
stocks there ought to shew a good de- 
crease in the acreage planned this year. 
ment did not cover the loadings of last 
Saturday and they were liberal. Severa\ 
cargoes have moved down the lakes and 
more are being loaded. 

A week of fine weather allowed of a 
lot of farm work being accomplished and 
the forecast is for more fine weather. 
There is little said about flax prepara- 
tions in the Dakotas or Minnesota, but 
Montana reports indicate quite an _ in- 
crease for this week. Last week’s state- 
The Montana State agricultural authori- 
ties have advised the extensive sowing 
of flaxseed and the farmers are inclined 
to listen to the advice. However, there 
is the handicap of a limited seed supply 
available, which may interfere with the 
ambitions of the producers, In the west- 
ern part of North Dakota large tracts 
of priarie land are being broken to put 
to flax and this will probably result in an 
increase in the acreage of that State if 
other sections do not fail to sow as much 
of an acreage ag they did last year. 


LINSEED OIL, 


The demand for linseed oil is less active 
at the present range of prices, though 
the crushers are doing a fair amount of 
business for quick and deferred delivery. 
A very sharp advance in the futures dur- 
ing the week resulted in a sharp raise in 
the price of oil, which naturally had some 
effect in checking trade. While the buy- 
ers evidently are of the opinion that the 
advance in prices has been too swift, at 
the same time there is nothing in the 
news to call for any radical reactions in 
the market and waiting for them is more 
or less of a gamble. Most of them, how- 
ever, were forehanded enough to buy con- 
siderable oil for spring and summer de- 
livery and can sit back and await a re- 
action without running short of supplies. 
Most of the buying of late has concerned 
new crop oil, which can be obtained much 
cheaper than spot. Shipping directions 
on old contracts are good and there is a 
fair supply of cars avaliable to take care 
of the shipping directions, though the 
situation is not as favorable as it was a 
week ago where the matter of getting 
rolling stock is concerned. Compared 
with a year ago shipments for the week 
ending today were liberal and with plenty 
of shipping directions coming in right 
along they will continue so unless the 
car supply should fail. 

Shipments have been a little heavier 
than the output of the mills, and there 
was a partiai drain on local tank stocks. 
However, there is still a liberal supply 
on hand here, partly held against con- 
tracts and partly owned by the crushers. 
Prices today were quoted around $1.20. 


LINSEED OIL MEAL, 


The demand for meal fell off further 
-during the past week, but there were 
enough old contracts on hand to take care 


of what stuff the crushers did not sell. 
Warmer weather is developing the pas- 
tures, and mill feed is much lower than 
it was tome time ago. The supply for 
Northwesiern consumption is greater, 
too, and this competition is hurting thé 
meal market. Shipping directions are 


prompt as a rule, and the crushers have 
been able to keep their daily output from 
accumulating. At present the car supply 
is suificient, but there is no margin of 
comfort in the situation, Prices quoted at 
$44.50@45. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE, 

There was some inquiry for cake to. be 
shipped in the near future, but no sales 
for shipment from this market were re- 
ported. One crusher sold a small lot of 
cake for summer shipment to an exporter 


this week at $45. Crushers with Eastern 
plants report sales of cake to United 


Kingdom buyers for early shipment. With 


the lack of ocean tonrage becoming more 
pronoulced the crushers here are not 
hopeful of an early revival of export trade 
in cake.

Since a week ago today flax has ad- 
vanced 28 cents, with the prospect of a 
still further advance unless the present 
fear of short acreage passes soon. 

During most of the week large oil in- 
terests, it is understood, anxious to ob- 
tain enough seed to complete cargoes 
early date, have been bidding up the mar- 
ket, needing the seed at any price. The 
result has been a steady climb each day, 
with but few setbacks from top prices. 

The jump of 11 cents a bushel today, 
however, was due to the growing belief 
that the acreage this year, so far as flax 
is concerned, will be short because of the 
demand for more foodstuffs. News from 
the Northwest in general indicates that 
wheat and other grains of that kind will 
be sown to almost every available inch 
of land this year, and the men im the 
market are beginning to look for a woe- 
ful neglect of linseed and a consequent 
heavy shortage next fall. 

The fact that there will be no ship- 
ments from the Argentine adds to the 
confusion, and the report that there will 
be good acreage sown in Montana does 
not help offset the rest of the bullish 
news 

One prominent seed man, who has been 
here for several days, said that he has 
given up predicting what flax prices will 
be; that it has got beyond him, and he 
will be surprised at no high levels, He 
looks for a heavy shortage, however. He 
said that because of the excessively large 
amount of construction work going on,

the oil market is in the best shape it has 
ever been and this, in itself, tends to 
jump the price of flax, for the crushers 
must have more seed, no matter what 
the cost is.

Poison-Mailing Bill to Be Reintro- 


duced in Congress by Repre-

Every 
material will be affected if the pro- 
posed tariff rates are carried into 
effect, and as many paint materials 
come from abroad, the prospects for 
higher prices must be faced by manu- 
facturers and consumers. One of the 
important changes of the week was 
the sharp advance in quotations for 
linseed oil. On Thursday there were 
offers of oil in carlots at $1.20 per gal- 
lon, but before the close of the day all 
the local crushers were asking $1.27 
per gallon. Other vegetable oils are 
reported to be very firm in price, with 
the tendency to go higher, and the out- 
Iook for oils is far from favorable to 
buyers. The pigments are holding at 
recent levels, with prices largely nom- 
inal. This refers to the lead and zinc 
pigments, as offers are heard on lith- 
opone, barytes, blanc fixe, etc. The 
color market is well maintained, and 
some selections are tending to higher 
levels. In fact, a review of paint ma- 
terials in general shows that the out- 
standing feature is the strength to 
prices. Prepared paints reflect the po- 
sition of producing costs, and even at 
recent advances it is stated that sell- 
ing prices are too low. The metal 
markets are attracting attention, 
owing o reports that the government 
will take large amounts of lead, zinc, 
tin, etc., and thus reduce the amounts 
available for manufacturers of pig- 
ments and chemicals used in the paint 
and kindred trades. Spirits of turpen- 
tine have been easy at primary points, 
and this has resulted in lower prices 
in the local market, though it is stated 
that stocks held here are small, On 
page 20 there is a complete report on 
the flaxseed situation. A report on 
linseed oil and naval stores will be 
found on pages 29 and 33, respectively. 
Comment on the important items in 
the paint trade follows: 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—There has been a bet- 
ter demand for pig lead, and some 
sellers are reported to have advanced 
their prices to 10%c. per pound f. o. b. 
East St. Louis. In the local market a 
nominal price of 9%c. per pound is 
heard, but buyers were bidding 10%c. 
without finding sellers. Lead ore at 
Joplin is quoted at $115 per ton, 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—With pig lead in an uncertain 
position and‘ offerings reserved, there 
is not much chance for improvement 
in the position of the lead pigments. 
From reports heard this week it is 
evident that the market is getting 
stronger, and, while no ¢hanges in quo- 
tations were made during the interval, 
trading is held back pending develop- 
ments. Some members of the trade 
say the situation is summed up by 
stating that stocks of the metal and 
of the pigments are comparatively 
small, with no telling whether this 
condition will right itself in the near 
future. Predictions are that pig lead 
will go up in price, and such a con- 
tingency would necessarily be fol- 
lowed by higher quotations for the 
pigments. Current quotations for dry 
basic carbonate are 10c. per pound and 
upwards, according to quantity. The 
quotation, however, is more or less 
nominal, as sellers are not taking on 
much new business, and are not quot- 
ing for future positions. This situa- 
tion also is true of white lead in oil, 
with quotations at 11%c. per pound. 
The advance in linseed oil is a factor 
in the latter in addition to the high 
cost of the metal. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Prices for lead ore at 
Western points were advanced during

The prices asked by sellers 
have been maintained at 9%c. per 
pound, with smaller lots’ bringing 
higher prices. Offerings are well con- 
trolled and 1e quotation is only for 
spot and prompt shipment. 


RED LEAD.—The position of this 
oxide has not changed in the interim, 
but sellers report the market as very 
strong, with practically no surplus in 
either buyers’ or sellers’ hands. The 
quotation for dry red lead holds at 
1i1%c. per pound, with jobbing lots 
selling at 12c. per pound. Red lead in 
oil is firm at 11%c. per pound and up- 
wards, on a quantity basis, 

LITHARGE.—Demand for this pig- 
ment is reported to be larger than the 
supply, and this is one reason for the 
strength in prices, though the same 
condition exists regarding raw mate- 
rials as is found in the market for the 
other lead pigments. The lowest price 
at which litharge is offered is lle. per 


pound,

ORANGE MINERAL.—While the 
market is going along in a quiet way, 
with no feature to trading, the prices 
asked by sellers are firmly maintained, 
and nothing is on the market under 
the quoted price of 13%c. per pound. 
Consumption is reported to be about 
normal, and the comparative high 
level of values has not checked de- 
mand for this material. 


SPELTER.—The spelter market is 
firm, and sellers say that one of the 
strongest features of the market is the 
fact that values have not weakened, 
even though demand has been quiet. 
Some of the large consuming trades 
are expected to buy more freely later 
on, and with an improvement in de- 
mand prices are expected to harden. 
Present quotations are around 9%c. 
per pound at New York. Zince ore at 
Joplin is quoted at $65@75 per ton. 


ZINC OXIDE.—Consumers of zinc 
oxide are interested in the market for 
the raw material, even though they 
are covered ahead for their immediate 
requirements. The position of spelter 
and zine ore has been strengthening 
and there are fears that further ad- 
vances may follow and adversely affect 
quotations for zinc oxide. The with- 
drawals of zine oxide against con- 
tracts is reported to be seasonable, and 
most.of the consuming requirement is 
taken care of in this way. Spot trad- 
ing is quiet, but there are inquiries in 
the market for round lots of ordinary 
zinc oxide, and there is difficulty in se- 
curing sellers who are able to deliver 
large amounts. Limited amounts are 
offered at 12@121¢c. per pound. The 
contract prices as established some 
time ago are still effective for both 
American and French process zine 
oxide. On French process contract 
prices are as follows:—Red seal, 15@ 
154%c, per pound; green seal, 1544@155c. 
per pound; white seal, 16@16%c. per 
pound. These prices are based on 
shipments in barrels, f. o. b. shipping 
point, with freight allowances only for 
car lots. The new prices became ef- 
fective on April 1, and will continue 
for the second quarter of the year. 
There has been no change in the 
prices as quoted for ordinary American 
zine oxide, and prices are as follows:— 
For fifty-ton lots the quotation is 9%c. 
per pound. For car lots 9%c. per pound 
is qouted, and less than car lots are 
held at 10c, per pound, Special zinc 
oxide is quoted at 104%@10%c. The 
above prices are based upon shipments 
in ‘barrels, and are f. o. b. shipping 
point, with usual freight allowance on 
carload lots. The above products are 
also available in paper bags of fifty 
pounds net weight when shipped in 
carloads. In this container the price 
will be 4c. per pound less than quoted 
above. Bags cannot be shipped in less 
than carload lots. Mixed carloads of 
barrels and bags cannot be shipped. 


LITHOPONE.—The market is rather 
quiet, as many consumers are not in 
need of supplies at present. Prices are 
well maintained and sales are reported 
in the local market at 6%c. per pound. 
The inside price is given at 6%4c. per 
pound and for smaller lots the quota- 
tion goes up to 6%c. and even up to 
7c. per pound. Some foreign lithopone 
is said to have been offered at 7c. per 


pound, 
COLORS. 


All imported grades of colors are un- 
settled, as additional tariff rates are 
proposed. Naturally, this will add to 
the cost of laying down the different 
selections in domestic markets. Devel- 
opments this week generally have been 
favorable for higher prices, as war 
taxes will affect most materials either 
directly or indirectly.

BLUES. 

There was no change in the market 
this week as far as prices for Prus- 
Sian blue were concerned. It is re- 
ported, however, that prussiate of pot- 
ash is stronger, and this gives a firm 
tone to the potash blues. Prussian 
blue from a soda base is still offered 
as low as 75c. per pound, while 
those from a potash base range up 
to $1.50 per pound. Ultramarine blues 
are reported to have sold at 37c. per 
pound, but values for this color are 
based on quality and quotations run 
from 2c, to 40c, per pound, 


BROWNS. 


There is a firmer tone to the market 
for Italian sienna, as the cost of im- 
porting will be higher under the pro- 
posed import duties. The quotation 
is holding at 10c, per pound. Domes- 
tic grades of sienna are quoted at 2% 
@3c, per pound and the price is given 
as strong. Vandyke browns remain in 
a nominal position, with’ no German 
selections on the market. Umber is 
quiet, but steady in price, with sellers 
asking 2%@3c. per pound for burnt 
and powdered. 

GREENS. 

Paris green was again higher this 
week. Demand is said to be active and 
Stocks are small. Some producers are 
reported to be sold ahead and are out 
of the market at present. Raw ma- 
terials are commanding high prices 
and stocks of arsenic are practically 
exhausted on spot. Quotations for 
Paris green in kegs are given at 44@ 
45c. per pound. Chemically pure 
chrome green is offered with values 
depending on grade and a wide range 
in prices is heard. The quotation is 
32@50c. per pound. 

REDS. 

There has been no weakness in the 
market for red oxides, and some sell- 
ers are giving 4%4c. per pound as the 
lowest price, .with values going up to 
lic. per pound, according to quality. 
Standard Indian reds are holding at 
7@10c. per pound, with a fair call for 
supplies. Tuscan red shows a range 
according to grade, and offers are 
heard at 20@30c. per pound. English 
vermilion is holding at $1.75 per pound 
and upwards, but different sellers are 
said to have stocks to offer. Car- 
mines are quoted at $5@7 per pound. 

YELLOWS. 

Offers of French ocher have been 
restricted, as recent arrivals are re- 
ported to have gone largely to con- 
sumption. Prices are firm and, while 
quotations as low as 3c, per pound are 
heard, some sellers say this is not 
an open price and that the actual mar- 
ket value is from 3%c. to 3%c. per 
pound. Domestic ocher also has been 
bringing high prices, and quotations 
are given at $30@40 per ton. Chemi- 
cally: pure chrome. yellow is offered 
at 23@28c. per pound, depending on 
grade and quantity. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


As many materials under this list 
are imported, the effect of higher tariff 
rates is expected to be noticeable as 
soon as they become effective, and some 
importers say the market is now nom- 
inal, as they are not willing to quote 
ahead. For the most part the market 
has shown no change in prices during 
the interval. Arrivals of imported ma- 
terials have been small and stocks gen- 
erally are limited. 

PARYTES.—This material has been 
holding steady throughout the week. 
Sellers are offering domestic grades at 
prices ranging from $28 to $82 per ton. 
Off grade barytes are on the market 
at $19@20 per ton. Foreign barytes are 


searce, and, with no certainty about 
future arrivals, values are given as 
nominal, There is a steady movement 
of domestic barytes against contracts 
and total consumption is holding up 
above normal levels. 

CHALK.—The chalk market has been 
going along with no new features. 
Trading is done privately, and there 
are no stable quotations. Imports are 
limited and arrivals are sold ahead, £o 
that no business is done in the spot 
maket. Under the circumstances, 
values are given as nominal. Consum- 
ing demands are sufficient to take up 
all the material offered, and grinders 
are not able to get enough of chalk to 
cover the inquiries they receive for 
their goods. 

BLANC FIXE.—Offers of dry blanc 
fixe are made freely, and there is an 
easy tone to the market. While the 
inside price is given by some sellers 
as 4c. per pound, this can be shaded, 
and it is intimated that sellers will 
accept 3%c. per pound on firm bids. 
There is a fair demand from different 
consuming trades, and the paper trade 
is said to be a good buyer of pulp, 
which is quoted at $35@40 per tou. 


TALC.—A report just issued by the 
Department of the Interior says that 
the United States is by far the largest 
producer of talc in the world. It also 
is the largest consuming country. Total 
production of tale in this country in 
1916 was 193,309 tons, valued at $1 762 - 
842. as compared with 166,336 tons, 
valued at $1,401,197, in 1915. Some 
large amounts of talc have come into 
the loca] port recently from foreign 
markets. Prices are steady, with quo- 
tataions at $10@13 per ton for domes- 
tic and $15@22 per ton for French. 


GLUES. 


Local sellers of glue say there has 
been no change in conditions during 
the week. The supply is well taken up 
on contracts and surplus stocks for 
new accounts are reserved, so that 
there is difficulty in obtaining any 
large quantities. The trade of jobbers 
is interfered with by their inability to 
get hold of stocks, and, whenever they 
are able to make offers, they dispose 
of the goods without any trouble. 
Manufacturers are taking some orders 
for delivery to consumers, but, in most 
cases, will not sell unless the goods 
are going direct to a consumer. This 
does not prevent some_ speculation, 
however, as some goods delivered to 
consumers find their way to jobbers 
and dealers, and it is this trade which 
accounts for most of the spot business. 
There are no prices which can be 
quoted as-indicating values, as each 
sale is made on its own merits, and 
sellers get whatever they can for what 
they are able to offer. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


While demand for varnish gums is 
not active, and, in fact, some reports 
say that certain grades are dull, the 
market shows no weakness in price. 
In the first place, there are but small 
stocks held here. This is true especially 
of the better grades of kauri, and the 
brown grades are rather limited, as 
well as the pale grades. First-hand 
reports from Auckland say the indus- 
try is not in a favorable position, as 
scarcity of labor has cut down the 
output, and, if consuming demands are 
up to normal, the limited offerings 
will be an important factor before 
long. Copal gums are steady in price, 
with a fair demand from consumers. 
Damars are well maintained, and ad- 
vices from shipping points confirm 
earlier rumors that stocks available 
for nearby shipment are small. High 
ocean freights continue to play an 
as part in the establishing of 
values.

Tests of Dr. Gardner's Fire Resist- 
ant Paint by Lumber Manu- 


facturers’ Association. 


Secretary R, 8. Kellogg, of the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association, has 
sent out notices of the success attending 
a test of the new fire resistant shingle 
paint devised by Dr. Gardner, of the In- 
stitute of Industrial Research, the test 
having been held at the von Schrenk lab- 
oratories at, St. Louis. Present at the 
time were Secretary Watson, Southern 
Cypress Manufacturers’ Association; Sec- 
retary Swan, Northern Hemlock and 
Hardwood Manufacturers’ Association; 
Chairman Eddy, Southern Pine Associa- 
tion, and President Sulzberger and Sec- 
retary Heckel, of the Paint Manufactur- 
ers’ Association. Secretary Kellogg, in 
his report to the directors of his associa- 
tion and officers of affiliated organizations, 
says:— 

Although we are not yet ready to publish the 
details, the progress so far made has been ex- 
tremely gratifying. Dr. von Schrenk has de- 
vised a fire test which burne through a new, 
first-class untreated cedar shingle roof every 
time it is applied. Roof sections, composed of 
the same kind of shingles, covered with the 
new paint, do not burn through in about 90 
per cent. of the tests. The fire built upon such 
a roof chars the wood to a certain depth over 
a small area, but goes out almost every time 
before the shingles are burned through. 

The formula for this paint ie held by the 
aint Manufacturers’ Association, and reputable 
paint manufacturers throughout the country 
are being licensed to manufacture it and use 
tthe association trade-mark in connection with 
their own labels. + v 

It is very important that the shingles be com- 
pletely covered with the fire-resistant paint.- 
The best results are obtained when the shingles 
are dipped and allowed to dry for several days 
before placing upon the roof, and then given 
an additional coat with a hrush after the roof 
is finished. The paint promises to be very sat- 
isfactory so far as durability and exposure to 
the weather are concerned. The cost will be 
no mors than that of other first-class brands 
of linseed oil paints, suitable for exterior use.

LINSEED OIL. 


There were sensational advances in 
market quotations for linseed oil dur- 
ing the week. In the early part of the 
period $1.20 per gallon was quoted for 
car lots and the market was none too 
steady at that figure. This condition 
continued up to Thursday, when sharp 
rises in seed values forced crushers to 
revise their quotations on oll. For a 
while on Thursday $1.20 per gallon was 
an open quotation, but at the close that 
day there were no sellers under $1.27 
per gallon, thus accounting for a 7c. 
per gallon increase in one day. The 
quotation of $1.27 per gallon was main- 
tained over the balance of the week. 
The rise in oil prices was directly at- 


tributable to advances in seed, and 
numerous factors contributed to 
strengthen the latter. Perhaps the 


most influential factor came as a result 
of the announcement that among the 
proposals to increase the revenues of 
the country was an added import duty 
on flaxseed. The rapid rise in other 
grains, however, helped materially in 
sending flax prices to higher levels, and 
in addition there was some heavy buy- 
ing from crushers, and arrivals of seed 
were not sufficient to relieve the sit- 
uation. Demand for oil on new ac- 
counts has not been heavy. and back- 
ward weather conditions have tended 
to check buying on jobbing account. 
There is a good call for oil, however, 
against existing contracts. ~ 

The seed market has been very ir- 
regular during the week. There is a 
sympathetic movement in the prices of 
al! grains, and when wheat, corn, etc., 
advance a similar action is noted in the 
flax market. Daily fluctuations in seed 
prices have been unusually heavy. 
Rapid advances were followed by 
sharp declines, and while there has 
been no stability to the market, the 
trend of values has been upwards. 
Crushers have been taking stocks of 
seed from public store, and heavy ship- 
ments are reported from Duluth and 
from Fort William and Port Arthur. 
The Argentine markets have advanced 
during the week. Argentine shipments 
are very small, and outside of some 
Canadian seed there is no sign of im- 
ported seed coming to this country. 
Reports on the Western, Canadian and 
Buenos Aires markets from our own 
correspondents will be found on page 20.

Linseed Cn and Meal. 


There has been a better feeling in the 
market for oil cake during the week 
The spot market remains in a nominal 
position, but inquiry has been heard for 
later shipment, and the trend of values 
seems to be upward. Some sellers say a 
good demand for cake for summer ship- 
ment may set, though ordinarily foreign 
buyers are more interested in shipments 
during the fall. Meal prices are quoted 
at $44.50@45 per ton at Minneapolis, 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


The upward tendency of prices con- 
tinued during the interval, and sub- 
stantial advances are recorded at the 
Close of the week. A persistent de- 
mand has prevailed for contract oil, 
and prices advanced with scarcely 
any setback. The maintenance of 
lard prices, the strength and searcity 
of all competing products and the 
well controlled position of actual cot- 
tonseed oil have been factors instru- 
mental in creating a bullish feeling in 
the market, and the buying at times 
has been spirited. Shorts have been 
forced to bid the market up in order 
to cover their outstanding contracts, 
and these interests have constantly 
rendered support. It is reported that 
consumers have shown interest in the 
new crop months, and have bought 
fairly liberal quantities. Trading in 








old crop oil by consumers has been 
limited to actual wants, but the oil 
tendered has been easily absorbed and 
the spot market has been firmly held. 
The West has been a steady buyer of 
contract oil. The big advances in 
grain has instilled a bullish feeling at 
Chicago, and it is asserted that siz- 
able purchases of oil have been made 
for Western account. The demand 
for contract oil has been’ supplied 
mainly by holders who had large pa- 
per profits and were willing to convert 
these into cash. Crude oil in the 
Southeast has not been active, but 
the price has ruled steady at $1.10 a 
gallon. In the Southwest new crop 
crude has sold at $1.02 a gallon, al- 
though buyers have not been eager to 
pay this price. In reference to the 
new cotton crop, it is stated that the 
fertilizer trade in the Carolinas and 
Georgia was very liberal during the 
spring, and the same may be said of 


Virginia. Alabama and Mississippi 
are both materially short. Most of 
the planters were afraid of the boll 


weevil and did not plant anything like 
the usual quantity of cotton in that 
territory. This applies also to some 
sections of Louisiana and some little 
of Arkansas, Texas so far is not a 
big user of fertilizer, and never was. 
The weather during the week was de- 
cidedly unfavorable for cotton in the 
western part of the cotton belt. 
Planting continued in Western ana 
Southwestern Texas, and considerable 
replanting was necessary in Okla- 
homa, While cool weather unfavor- 
ably affected this crop in the eastern 
cotton belt, generous rains fell in 
eastern sections, where greatly needed, 
and favorably affected the cotton 
plants. xood stands were assured by 
the rains in Georgia, and good stands 
are reported in South Carolina. Plant- 
ing was delayed somewhat by the 
rainy weather in North Carolina, but 
the planting was nearly finished in 
other eastern cotton belt districts. In 
Florida, where somewhat warmer 
weather prevailed, the plants were 
making good growth and were well 
cultivated. Cultivation was going on 
in nearly all the Southern States, and 
chopping was begun in scattered lo- 
calities in Texas. The water was re- 
ceding in the lower Mississippi delta, 
and the ground was being planted in 
cotton. Below is a detailed market 
report of transactions for each day 
during the past week, together with a 
table of sales, receipts and exports, 
and telegrams from the crude oil cen- 
ters.

LARD, TALLOW, STEARINES 
AND GREASES. 


The lard market did not respond to 
the advances in grain, and closing prices 
show little change from the previous 
week's finals. There appeared to be less 
aggressiveness on the part of specula- 
tive buyers, and there is an apparent 
dispositon to check this kind of operat- 
ing in the West. Meanwhile consuming 
trade continues fair and supplies are ‘be- 
ing kept at a relatively low level. Mid- 
dle West lard closed at 22.65@22.75c.; city 
closed at 223%,@22%c. Lard compound is 
quoted at 18@18%4c. 


Chicago Lard Market. 


Chicago, May 9, 1917. 


The Chicago lard market closed last week 
at an advance of 40c, a hundred pounds, com- 
pared to the previous week, Hog packing was 
564,000, against 577,000 last year. The present 
agitation pertaining to the regulation of food 
products at Washington had the effect of caus- 
ing free liquidation on the part of holders, with 
the result that all products were subjected to 
severe declines at the end of last week, the 
market closing at inside figures. Cash lard 
was quoted Saturday at $22.25. One big 
broker of this city said, today that at present 
not enough lard is being manufactured to 
meet the demand, and that within three 
months, unless production is speeded up enor- 
mously, there will be no lard on hand. He 
points out that there was a decrease in new 
lard stocks on hand in Chicago of nearly 
50,000,000 pounds at the close of business on 
April 80, as compared with April 30, 1916. He 
sees no chance for lower lard prices unde! 
such conditions He believes the strong for- 
eign demand will continue and that domestic 
demand will increase,

Disappointing arrivals of hogs, together with 
strength in grains and at the yards, were ¢con- 
tributing factors in the firm lard trend today. 
The trade was not large. Commission houses 
bought lard in a moderate way and, on the 
bulge, longs were inclined to unload, Hog re- 
ceipts were 28,000 head and prices were 10@ 
l5e, higher. Western points received 93,250 
hogs, against 88,300 a year ago. Lard ship- 
ments amounted to 1,612,000 pounds, compared 
with 2,680,000 pounds a year ago. Just a fair 
speculative trade was transacted in the mar- 
ket and, while the feeling was somewhat un- 
settled, the undertone was generally firm. The 
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demand during the early trading Was fairly 
active, and the offerings were only moderate, 
Prices were advanced about 15c. on miscella- 
neous buying, but at the higher levels reached 


there wus a little more pressure to sell and 


prices settled back 5c., the market rallying 
5@10c. later on, changed slightly and_ closed 
steady at alound outside figures. The demand 
for shipraents was moderate and offerings 
were rather light and held steady. Regular 
in rouna lots in store was quotable at May

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—The situation 
has grown stronger and offers of wood 
oil were somewhat restricted during 
the week. Spot oil is nominal in many 
quarters and sellers are out of stocks. 
A quotation of 16%c. per pound is 
heard. Stocks at Pacific Coast points 
are reported held at 15%c. per pound 
f. o. b. shipping point. Later ship- 
ments also are firmer and both buy- 
ers and sellers are waiting develop- 
ments. The measure before Congress 
would have a two-fold effect on wood 
oil prices in the local market since it 
proposes a duty of 10 per cent. on im- 
ports and a tax on freight rates in 
this country. The latter would have 
a direct bearing on wood oil, as most 
imports in recent months have come in 
at the Pacific Coast and were then 
earried overland to Eastern markets. 

COCONUT OIL.—The market con- 
tinued in a strong position during the 
past week, and prices closed higher for 
domestic Cochin and Ceylon oil. Cey- 
lon oil in tank cars was held at 16@ 
164%c. per pound and Cochin at 190 
194ec. -—per pound. Pacific coast pro- 
ducers were reported 2s not offering oil 
at present, but resellers were asking 
154@15%ec. per pound in tank cars for 
domestic pressed Ceylon oil, Manila 
oil producers were not selling oil for 
spot or nearby positions, as they are 
well sold up for the balance of the year 
At the close quotations were firm for 
all grades and displaying an upward 
tendency.

CORN OILS.—Trading in refined corn 
oil was fair during the past week, with 
prices firm at present high levels. Of- 
ferings of crude corn oil continued lim- 
ited and prices were ercirely nominal 
at 15%@l16c. per pound in car lots in 
barrels. Refined corn oil at the close 
was quoted at 16.76@16.91c. per pound 
in car lots in cooperage. 

OLIVE OIL.—The denatured olive oil 
market was firmer during the past 
week. carly in the week sales were 
transacted at $1.40 per gallon; later at 
$1.45, and at the close seliers were hold- 
ing oil at $1.50 per gallon. Prices, how- 
ever, were nominal and the market was 
unsettled, due to the proposed addi- 
tional duty of 10 per cent, on all im- 
ports. Sellers were not anx.ous to 
make sales, and preferred to await de- 
velopments. Five hundred barrels of 
denatured olive oil, to arrive shortly, 
were offered at $1.45 per gallon. Olive 
oil foots were very strong and offerings 
were light during the past week. Quo- 
tations were wholly nominal, and sell- 
ers were quoting on the basis of 17%@ 
184%4c. per pound, according to quality 
and seller. 

PALM OIL.—There was little Lagos 
palm oil in the market and prices were 
very firm at the close of the week, 
Prices for Lagos and prime red oils 
were higher, with sellers unwilling to 
offer supplies except in a small way. 
The market was in an unsettled condi- 
tion, due to the tentative proposal of 
an additional 10 per cent. tax on im- 
ports, Quotations were entirely nomi- 
nal for Lagos at 17@17%c. per pound 
and prime red at 15@15%c. per pound, 
according to seller. One hundred tons 
of Niger bright red oil was offered at 
14c. per pound on spot. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The demand 
for this commodity was quiet during 
the past week. Sellers at the close 
were quoting 164%4c. per pound in car 
lots in cooperage, June-December deliv- 
ery, and 16\%c. in buyers’ tanks. 

PEANUT OIL.—Producers of peanut 
oil continued to withhold’offerings dur- 
ing the past week. Prices were entirely 
nominal at the close for crude and re- 
fined peanut oil. Crude oil was quoted 
nominally at $1.15@1.20 per gallon, f. o. 
b. mill, and refined oil at $1.35 per 
gallon, ; 


RAPESEED OIL.—There was little 
oil to be had in the spot market 
and prices were firm and nominal. 
Demand was rather quiet during the 
week, and consumers in many in- 
stances have purchased Japanese 
rapeseed oil now en route to fill re- 
quirements. Sellers were nomina'ly 
quoting blown oil at $1.40@1.50 and re- 
fined oil at $1.35@1.40 per gallon. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The market was 
strong during the interval, and offer- 
ings of spot oil were light. Shipments 
from the Pacific coast have been 
late, and it is reported that January 
and February shipments have not 
been delivered in the spot market. 
Sales of May-July shipments from 
the coast were recorded at 12%c. per 
pound in sellers’ tanks, and at the

COD OILS.—The market was firmer 
during the interval and sellers were 
quoting higher prices for the New- 
foundland and domestic oils at the 
close. Newfoundland cod oil was re- 
ported scarce and in good demand. 
Trading in domestic was restricted to 
actual wants. At the close Newfound- 
land cod oil was quoted at 84@85c. per 
gallon and domestic oil at 82c. per gal- 
lon, according to quality and seller. 

DEGRAS.—Although this commodity 
was quiet during the interval, prices 
continued firm at the present high 
levels. Spot offerings were limited and 
buying was of hand-to-mouth character 
for both grades. At the close sellers

9%c. per pound. 

LARD OIL.—While lard oil prices 
did not advance during the interval the 
market was very firm for all grades. 
Extra No. 1 and other lower grades 
were in active demand, both for domes 
tic and export consumption. Prime 
winter lard oil sales were confined to 
actual wants. At the close prices were 
unchanged and steady. Prime winter, 
$1.85@1.90 per gallon; off prime winter, 
$1.39@1.48; extra No. 1, $1.34@1.40; No. 
1, $1.30@1.35; No. 2, $1.28@1.32. 

MENHADEN OIL.—Demand for re- 
fined menhaden oil was fairly good 
during the past week, with prices stiff 
and unchanged. Consumers were in 
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the market for actual needs and prices 
were manifesting an upward tendency 
for all grades. Sellers at the close 
were quoting as _ follows:—Brown, 
strained menhaden oil, 80@82c. per 
gallon; light, strained, 82@84c.; yellow, 
bleached, 84@86c., and white, bleached 
winter, 86@88c. per gallon. 

HERRING Oll.—'the production of 
herring oil at Chesapeake Bay points 
so far this season is about 100 barrels. 
From present indications it seems that 
this will be the total production during 
the season. Sellers are asking 80c. per 
gallon, f. o. b. works. 

NEATSFOOT OIL—The market was 
higher during the interval and offerings 
continued limited. Prices have scored 
sharp advances and production has 
been sold well ahead with manufactur- 
ers unable to offer supplies for most 
grades. At the close quotations were 
entirely nominal Twency degrees, cold 
test, $1.60 per gallon; prime, $1.45@1.50 
per gallon. 

Manufacturers have discontinued 
the manufacture of the 30 and 40 de- 
grees cold test grades, and 20 degrees 
cold test, and prime neatsfoot oil only 
are available in the local market, 

RED OILS.—Spot offerings of red 
oils continued limited during the in- 
terval and the market was in a firm 
position. Sellers were asking 14%c. 
per pound for elaine and saponified 
oils during the interval. The produc- 
tion of red oil is well sold ahead and 
prices were strong with an upward 
tendency, At the close sellers were 
quoting 144%@l4%c. per pound, for both 
elaine and saponified grades, according 
to quality and seller. 

STEARIC ACID.—Prices continued 
to move upward during the past week 
and all grades were advanced 2c. per 
pound. Offerings were light and prices 
higher between sales, At the close the 
market was very firm. Single pressed, 
23@23%c, per pound; double pressed, 
24@24%c., and triple pressed, 25@25'c. 

SPERM OIL.—A fairly good demand 
was received for sperm oil during the 
interval at the recent advance in 
prices. Trading, however, was_re- 
stricted to immediaté wants. Prices 
were firm and at the close were as fol- 
lows:—Bleached winter, 38 degrees, cold 
test, $1.16@1.18 per gallon; 45 degrees, 
cold test, $1.14@1.16; natural winter, 38 
degrees, cold test, $1.13@1.15, and 45 de- 
grees, cold test, $1.11@1.13. 

TALLOW OIL.—The market was 
firmer during the week and prices were 
higher at the close due to the high 
cost of raw materials, which have been 
steadily advancing. Quotations were 
wholly nominal, Acidless tallow oil, 
—e 1.42, and prime $1.35@1.38 per gal- 
on. 

WHALE OIL.—Spot supplies of 
whale oil were reported at low ebb and 
prices have been advanced materially 
during the interval. Quotations were 
firm and stocks in firm hands, Sellers 
at the close were quoting nominal 
prices for all grades.

JAPAN PERILLA OIL. 


—_—— 


Annual. Seed Crop Averages About 
1,300,000 Pounds. 


Dealers in Yokohama estimate that the 
average annual crop of perilla seed in 
Japan is approximately 1,000,000 kin (1,330,- 
000 pounds). According to statistics of 
the Japanese Department of Commerce 
and Agriculture, 1,283,662 United States 
gallons of perilla oil, worth $691,742, and 
930,436 gallons, valued at $486,894, were pru- 
duced in Japan in 1912 and 1913, respective- 
ly, the latest years for which statistics 
have been compiled. 

Imports of perilla seeds into Japan 
were:—From Kwangtung Province, 9,136,- 
jo2 pounds, valued at $193,539, in 1913; 
3,519,416 pounds, valued at $86,894, in 1914; 
7,367,936 pounds, valued at $170,205, in 1915; 
from China, 1,025,168 pounds, valued at 
$23,220, in 1913; 80,104 pounds, valued at 
$1,755, in 1914; 655,520 pounds, valued at $15,- 
628, in 1915. 

The ruling price of perilla seed is $2.82 
to $3 per 100 pounds f. o. b. Yokohama. 

An oil used in Japan in the manufacture 
of oilpaper and paints, and for illuminat- 
ing purposes, is obtained from the fruit 
of a tree known under various names in 
Japan, but scientifically called ‘‘abura- 
giri’’ (‘oil pawlownia’’) by Japanese, and 
Aleurites cordata by European botanists. 
This tree had been growing wild in Japan 
until four years ago, when it was for the 
first time, on a very small scale, culti- 
vated for commercial purposes. 

The regions where most of these trees 
are to be found are on the coast of the 
Japan Sea, on the main island of Japan. 
Trees growing on slopes facing the sea 
and exposed to sea winds produce the 
best nuts, or those containing the most 
oil. One that grows wild requires 10 years 
before it bears its first crop of nuts. By 
fegtilizing, a tree may be made to bear 
fruit 4 years after it is planted. 

The use of the ‘oil pawlownia’”’ product 
has been known in Japan for a long time, 
but has not yet acquired any commercial 
importance. The oil is extracted by the 
most primitive methods (drying, pound- 
ing, steaming and crushing) by producers 
on their farms. Japan’s output is about 
1,500,000 bushels of nuts annually, from 
which 238,300 gallons of oil, worth $110,000, 
are obtained according to the Japanese 
Department of Commerce and Agriculture. 
None of this oil is exported from Japan. 
Shells and kernels crushed together give 
36.1 per cent. of oil, while 48.8 per cent. 
of oil is obtained from the kernel.

NEW YORK. 


SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—A se- 
vere decline in prices is recorded at the 
close of the week. Demand is not up 
to expectations, probably because 
weather conditions have been decidedly 
against painting operations. The de- 
cline in prices, however, cannot be at- 
tributed to the conmsuming demand. 
Savannah has shown a distinctly easier 
tendency, and this is the paramount 
factor in establishing the lower figures 
prevalent in the local market. Spot 
supplies of turpentine are small, and 
this has kept prices above the actual 
parity of the primary market. Prompt 
shipments have been offered to large 
consumers at %ec. a gallon under the 
closing figure. Official advices report 
turpentine shipments for the week at 
Savannah as 2,408 barrels. Receipts 
were 2,311 barrels. Stocks are 9,626 
barrels, compared with 9,723 barrels 
last yéar. At Jacksonville the price 
Was 42c. a gallon at the close. London 
stocks on April 21 were 46,152 barrels, 
against 36,267 barrels in 1916, and 31,466 
in 1915 for the corresponding peiods.

WOOD TURPENTINE. — Leading 
dealers have adjusted prices to a 
lower level on account of the decline 
in pure gum spirits. At the close 


steam distilled was quoted 424%@43%e. 
a gallon on spot and destructive dis- 
tilled at 39@40%c. a gallon. 
ROSIN.-—The high-grade rosins have 
shown a tendency to stiffen during the 
interval, but the lower sorts have 
shown no appreciable change in prices. 
Demand has continued along moderate 
lines from consumers, but dealers have 
shown a disposition to stock up prior 
to any action by the government in 
seizing coastwise ships, and shipments 
from Savannah North have been on 
quite an elaborate scale. The primary 
markets have been barely steady. 
Trading has not been heavy, and the 
decline in turpentine has temporarily 
dampened bullish enthusiasm. A grad- 
ual increase is expected on new crop 
arrivals, but the cost of production 
this year has increased on account of 
the scarcity of labor. According to 
Southern advices, total shipments at 
Savannah for the week were 14,181 bar- 
rels; receipts, 6,249 barrels, and stocks 
at the close were 73,716 barrels, com- 
pared with 81,228 barrels last week and 
56,637 barrels last year at this time.

BROMINE PRODUCTION. 


From Natural Brine Reduced Con- 
siderably in 1916. 


Bromine is made in connection with the 
manufacture of salt in Michigan at Mount 
Pleasant, Isabella county; at Midland, 
Midland county; near Saginaw and at St. 

Charles, Saginaw county, and at Bay City, 
Bay county; in Ohio at Pomeroy, Meigs 
county; in West Virginia at Mason and 
Hartford, Mason county, and in the Kana- 
wha Valley at Malden, Kanawha county. 
In Michigan the bromine has been mar- 
keted in the form of fine chemicals, but 
the great increase in demand brought 
on by the war has caused a great deal 
of the bromine to be marketed as such. 
Along Ohio River, where there is cheap 
transportation by rail and water and 
cheap coal and gas and where salt and 
bromine occur naturally, bromine has 
been produced for export for many years 
to be made into fine chemicals. Here 1s 
an opportunity which the American chem- 
ist should not neglect. 

The element bromine does not occur in 
native form but is derived in large quan- 
tities from natural brines. It is used as 
an oxidizer in many chemical reactions 
instead of chlorine and for dissolving gold 
and separating it from platinum and sil- 
ver; also in disinfectants and bromine 
saits and in making aniline colors. Re- 
cently it has been exclusively used in 
making the asphyxiating gases employed 
in the European war. 


In 1915 there was a significant increase 
over the production of the previous year, 
the total cutput in the United States be- 
ing 855,857 pounds, valued at $856,307, or 
about $1 a pound. The comparatively low 
price indicated by the total figures is due 
to the fact that considerable bromine was 
sold at prices specified in contracts made 
before the demand increased and to the 
further fact that the figures indicate 
prices at point of production and hence 
do not include the cost of freight. The 
price of bromine during the first half of 
1916 ranged from $4.75 to $6.50 a pound in 
New York, as a result, at least in part, 
of the unprecedented demand from abroad. 
In March, 1917, it had fallen to $1.30 a 
pound, 

As the quantity of bromine marketed in 
1915 was an increase of nearly 3} per cent. 
over the production of each of the two 
preceding years, and as the number of 
wells is few where there might be many, 
it is assumed that this quick response to 
a sudden demand is only a suggestion of 
what may be done in case of continued 
and increased demand. The statistics of 
production for 1916 are not yet available 
(May, 1917); it is believed that there was 
a very considerable decrease in the quan- 
tity of bromine made from natural brine. 
but an increase in the total value of the 
product.

Fiber Found Satisfactory for Absorb- 
ent and Medicated Cotton. 


Washington, May 11, 1917. 

According to a statement issued by the 
United States Bureau of the Census, 3,- 
578,204 pcund@s of unbleached cotton fiber 
were consumed in the United States in the 
manufacture of absorbent and medicated 
cotton during the three months ended 
March 31, 1917. This quantity was equiva- 
lent to 7,156 bales of 500 pounds, which 
compares with 12,868 bales for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1916, and 8,016 bales 
for the quarter ended December 31, 1916. 
The total for the quarter ended March 31, 
1917, includes 2,826 bales of cotton, 3,480 
bales of waste, and 850 bales of linters. 

The quantity of unbleached cotton fiber 
held in establishments engaged in this 
manufacture on March 31 amounted to 
5,620,615 pounds, equivalent to 11,241 ba!'es, 
made up of 7,200 bales of cotton, 2,224 
bales of waste, and 1,757 bales of linters. 
While formerly staple cotton was gener- 
ally used in the manufacture of surgical 
cottons, comber waste is now being used 
to a considerable extent. This fiber has 
been found very satisfactory because all 
dirt and trash have been removed from 
it and the loss in working is less than 
for cotton which has mot been put’ 
through some manufacturing process, 








Profitable Vanilla Crop in Guadeloupe 
Exports Smaller. 


The curing of the 1916 crop of vanilia 
is about finished, and although the total 
jroduction has been at least 10,000 pounds 
less than the previous year the planters 
have made good profits. 

Reports having reached the dealerg that 
the Mexican crop has been poor, they are 
of the opinion that prices in the United 
States are going to rise and are there- 
fore in no haste to sell their stocks. This 
statement is berne out by the consulate’s 
figures of declared exports. During the 
quarter ended March 31, 1916, 44,350 pounds 
of vanilla and vanillin, valued at $29,465, 
were shipped to the United States, where- 
as only 9,930 pounds, valued at $15,268, 
were shipped during the corresponding 
period of 1917. 

The total shipments of these products 
to the United States during 1916 amounted 
to 70,000 pounds, valued at $64,800.

DRUG REPORTER 


VARNISH MAKERS’ 
SPECIAL MEETING 


Price Advance Looked for 
Because of War Con- 
ditions. 


In view of the fact that practically 
all the important raw materials enter- 
ing into the manufacture of varnish 
have advanced from 50 to 400 per cent. 
during the past year and a half, there 
is little or no doubt but the prices of 
all grades of varnish will have to be 
advanced in the immediate future. This 
was the general opinion expressed by 
members of the National Varnish Man- 
ufacturers’ Association at the special 
meeting, held at the Hotel Astor on 
Friday, that was called by the Board 
of Directors to consider existing condi- 
tions. 

About fifty members were present, 
representing about forty concerns, in 
all sections .f the country, and while 
no agreement as to price raising was 
even discussed, it was brought out 
that the different members had all in- 
dependently been considering this 
question and had arrived at the con- 
clusion that it was inevitable. In view 
of these facts it is practically certain 
that all varnish prices will be very 
promptly advanced, 

Several other matters of interest 
came up before the meeting, which 
lasted from ten o’clock in the morning 
until four o’clock in the afternoon. 

Mr. Nolan, chairman of the Flax De- 
velopment Committee, gave an inter- 
esting report in which he said that 
while the data in possession of the 
committee indicated a _ greatly in- 
creased acreage of flax for the cur- 
rent year, this nevertheless gave no 
promise of either increased supply of 
flaxseed or lower prices, in view of 
the Argentine crop failures, and also 
because no flaxseed produced in other 
countries—should there be any—would 
be available, either because the flax 
growing countries are inaccessible ‘by 
reason of war conditions or because 
of the lack of available shipping for 
transportation. 

E. W. Storey. of John Lucas & Co.., 
Ine., Philadelphia. gave a valuable ad- 
dress on cost accounting for varnish 
manufacturers in connection with a 
preliminary report made by the com- 
mittee on that subject. His address 
will be printed and distributed to the 
members of the association. 

F. L. Colby. of Berry Brothers. De- 
troit. resigned as a member of the 
Board of Directors and Orrin S. Goan 
president of the same concern, was 
elected in his stead.

has approved a new demurrage rate, to 
apply on interstate traffic, of $2 per car 
per day for the first five days after the 
expiration of free time, and $ for the 
sixth and each succeeding day. The rate 
will be the same under average agreement 
(rule 9), which will further provide that 
after a car has accrued 6 debits the charge 
will be $ per car per day, or fraction of 
a day, thereafter, and this charge ($5) 
cannot be offset by credits. The average 
agreements (rule 9) will apply only on in- 
terstate traffic, 

The above rates have been approved by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission for 
one year only. Effective at 7 o’clock a. m. 
May 1, 1918, the old rate of $1 per car per 
day until released, together with the for- 
mer average demurrage rule, will be auto- 
matically restored, and remain in full 
force thereafter, unless otherwise pre- 
scribed by the commission in the mean- 
time. 





Germans Making Oil and Albumen 
Powder by New 


Process. 

A report from Berlin, by way of Lon- 
don, says:— 

By a process called degermination, a 
smali germ, resembling very much a 
hen’s, egg in its composition and furnish- 
ing food to the young plant, is extracted 
by the Germans. This germ, distilled, 
yields very good table oil and at the same 
time a raw product for margarine and an 
albuminous powder, which latter contains 
three and one-half times the nourishment 
of meat. Already all the large mills in 
Germany have introduced degermination 
and the extracted germs are being turned 
into oil and albumen powder.

Almost immediately upon the receipt 
of a dispatch from the Reporter’s Bu- 
reau that California oil producers had 
appeaied to the Council of National 
Defense and to the government for re- 
lief from existing conditions in the 
Sunset State, due to extraordinary 
crude demands and the scarcity of ma- 
terial, and to the ever-present question 
of leased lands, word came from San 
Francisco that, taking effect on May 
11, an increase in the price of crude by 
5 cents a barrel had been made for all 
grades in San Joaquin Valleys fields, 
Whitetier, Fullerton and Santa Maria. 
This was not unexpected, as crude 
stocks had been reduced to a low point 
and the discrepancy between produc- 
tion and the outgo was so great that 
unless something was done to check 
the shipments there would not be oil 
enough left in California to meet the 
domestic demand. 

More than 1,000,000 barrels a month 
have been drafted from stocks, which 
demand has continued for more than a 
year and a half.

There is little optimistic in the field 
reports this week, for while the Mid- 
Continent totals for April show an in- 
crease over March the Eastern situa- 
tion is “rapidly growing no better’’— 
to quote a provincial philosopher. The 
returns for the week from the high- 
grade fields east of the Mississippi 
show a slight gain in finished work, a 
decrease in production, in dry holes 
and in gas wells. Kentucky, Tennessee, 
and, possibly, a section in West Vir- 
ginia, are the only hopeful spots in 
the eastern fields just now, in the opin- 
ion of oil men. In Pennsylvania there 
are plenty of rigs up, but the finished 
producers of descent caliber are few 
and widely separated. 

The average in northern Louisiana 
also shows a falling off this week, as 
compared with last. 

In the Gulf Coast fields there is a to- 

tal new production of 23,350 barrels, of 
which Goose Creek and Vinton fur- 
nished the greater part. <A 7,000 barrel 
well in Vinton and another of 1,000 bar- 
res swell the total.. 
The average daily production of the 
Gulf Coast is about 92,000 barrels, with 
Goose Creek in the lead with more than 
25,000, and Sour Lake down to 11,500 
barrels.

In Greene county, Spring Hill district, the 
Manufacturers’ Light and Heat Company's No. 
2 on the Warrick tract showed about 2,000,000 
feet of gas, while No. 3 is a fair oil well. The 
Carnegie Gas Company’s No. 8 on the Insmin- 
ger tract is a Nght well at a depth of 3,504 
feet. No. 4 Warrick tract was drilled to 3,360 
feet. 

In Allegheny county, Baldwin district, the 
Wildwood Oil Company's well on the Roll tract 
pumped 40 barrels, while in the Brown district 
the J. Davis Oil Company's well on the Clever 


tract is light. 
Kentucky. 


More territory at this time is being leased 
over Kentucky than any other State in the 
United States. Most of the leasing is being 
done by the largest companies in the industry, 
which indicates that the State will be pretty 
well tested before the field is abandoned, The 
larger concerns are playing the western half 
of the State for the good territory, although 
some of them are interested in the east half, 
but more money is being invested in leases 
in the western section, and some leases are 
commanding high figures. Only last week Col. 
Windsor, of New York, and formerly of War- 
ren, Pa., purchased a block of leases from 
Aberling and others located in Allen, Warren, 
Logan and Simpson counties for a considera- 
tion of $20,000, and has contracted for the 
drilling of eleven wells upon the land to test 
it out. Recently Col, Windsor sold a one- 
third interest in 1,441 acres of leases in the 
western section of Allen county for a_consid- 
eration of $20,000, and this territory being well 
located looks like it would prove productive. 
It is in what is known as the Pope-Trammel 
section of the Scottsville field. The past week 
saw some large lease sales at Scottsville, as a 
block of 265 acres without any production was 
sold tou Western parties for a consideration of 
$1 per acre and another block of 180 acres 
at $100 per acre. The option on these two 
tracts was held by Huntsman & Dixon, well- 
known oil men of Scottsville, 

Nearly the entire acreage of Butler county 
to the west of Allen county has been taken 
under lease, and there are but a few scattering 
pieces left. The large companies have had 
their geologists at work in that part of the 
State for some time and they all report the 
conditions very favorable for a field. Logan 
and Todd counties are now the scene of ac- 
tive leasing, and this work is gradually: going 
westward toward the Mississippi River. Scotts- 
ville is the center of the western section of the 
State. Although a small village, it is one of 
the liveliest in that part of the country. Bowl- 
ing Green is making a bid for the real head- 
quarters, but it is. a known fact that the sec- 
tion around that thriving city will be com- 
pelled to show the operators some oi] before 
they can lay claim to the real spot. The oil 
man usually goes where the oil is found. 
There is no reason why oil should not be found 
in the immediate vicinity of Bowling Green, 
as one of the largest anticlines in the State 
passes through the southern section of the 
city and is known to be many miles in length, 
reaching almost to the Scottsville field and 
extending miles to the west of Bowling Green. 
Several wells will soon be started on this 
large anticline. A well was drilled and given 
a shot last week about eleven miles to the 
west of Bowling Green, in Warren county, by 
J. T. Hare, on the Wiley tract, and was 
drilled to a depth of 1,197 feet. This may 
make a good oil well, although not a large 
one. as the sand is close and tight, and it re- 
quires a more porous sand to make a real pro- 
ductive field, but it becomes more porous to the 
east, and further tests will be made eastward. 
An effort will be made to secure a pipeline for 
the Allen county field that now has close to 
2.500 barrels’ production a day, and a large 
part of the wells are shut in owing to the 
scarcity of tank cars to move the oil. Supply 
people have at last discovered that there is 
an oil field of prominence in which they are 
not represented, which is at Scottsville, and 
it is now announced that at least three com- 
panies will move in supplies within a short pe- 
As to the oil, if pipe cannot be gotten 





riod, 
for a pipeline, it would be a wise move for 
some one to erect storage tanks along the 


Louisville and Nashville Railroad, which 
passes through the field, and lay small lines to 
the various leases and purchase the oil and 
hold it until a pipeline can be put in, It will 
require only about seventy-five miles to con- 
nect the productive field with the Cumberland 
Pipeline Company’s trunk ling now in Wayne 
county, and that is the logical way for the 
product of the field to go, which would give 
the field a connection with the Bastern sea- 
board. When this does happen the west half 
of Kentucky will show some real active work. 

In the eastern section the Irvine field re- 
mains the most active and at this time sup- 
plies nearly two-thirds of the production now 
run from the State by the pipeline. Powell 
county as well as Wolfe has become very at- 
tractive. but many are or have fear of the 
salt water preposition, a thing that does not 
bother in the western section to any extent. 
Knox county as well as Rockcastle and sev- 
eral other counties in the east half are getting 
some small producers, but none of them are 
connected with pipelines and must await the 
laying of lines or ship the crude by tank cars 


In Estill county, in the Irvine division, Ba- 
ward H. Everett has drilled in a 50-barrel

GULF COAST. 


Houston, Tex., May 8, 1917. 


The total new production for this division 
for the past week was 23,350 barrels, the bulk 
of this coming from the Goose Creek and Vin- 
ton fields, Goose Creek furnished 14,450 bar- 
rels from nine flowing wells, one being a 
pumper which came back flowing 8,000 barrels 
when worked over. At Vinton one well came 
in thowing 7,000 barrels and another 1,000. 
There were no large wells completed in any 
of the other districts. 

There were twenty-seven completions for the 
week, which was ten less than the number 
completed the preceding week. But the new 
production was 16,785 barrels more during 
the same period, There were but six aban- 
donments in the entire division and three of 
these were wildcat tests. There were fifteen 
less rigs running, but most of the decrease 
was due to wildcat tests shut down for lack 
of material. 

The average daily production for all districts 
of the Gulf Coast was 91,600 barrels for the 
past week—Goose Creek far in the lead with 
over 35,000 barrels, Humble holding up around 
23,000 barrels, while Sour Lake has fallen off 
to about 11,5V0 barrels, no wells of large pro- 
duction being completed in that district for 
some time. The completion of a 7,000-barrel 
gusher in the Vinton district brought that 
field up to an average daily production of 
11,000 barrels for the week. 


Completions. 
Goose Creek had twelve completions, nine 
of which were producers, all ftlowing wells, 
the largest being of 8,000 barrels initial pro- 


duction and the smallest 200 barrels, There 
were two abandonments and a gasser. Hum- 


ble had 210 barrels new production from 
four pumpers, Sour Lake had two comple- 
tions, one a pumper of 125 barrels and the 
other a well flowing about JOO barrels. Bat- 
son has a 15-barrel pumper and Markham an 
old one worked over pumping 20 barrels. Sara- 
toga had one abandonment and Spindletop no 
completions, Edgerly has had no large wells 
completed since early in January, when the 
Gulf Refining Company campleted No, 158 
Bright Penn, flowing 6,000 barrels. Since then 
there have been scarcely any completions, 
and these were of small production. During 
the past week this field had one wel] com- 
pleted, pumping 38v barrels oil and a large 
quantity of water. Jennings completed a 20u- 
barrel pumper and Vinton two flowing wells 
of 7,0UU and 1,0U0U-barrel capacity, 

Last Sunday the Gulf Production Company 
completed a well at Goose Creek on the sub- 
merged land in Tabb Bay. It was No. 4 
Stateland, on a lease purchased from the 
Beaumont Petroleum Company. This is the 
best well completed in this section of the 
field and will stimulate drilling on the Sub- 
merged land. This well came in flowing 2,500 
barrels, and has settled down to about 1,700 
barrels a day. The oil was found at a depth 
of 3,100 feet. There are several tests under 
way on the bay front on submerged land 
and several new derricks. On Wednesday the 
Simms-Sinclair interests were preparing to 
deepen No. 3 Schilling at Goose Creek, when 
it began tlowing at the rate ef 8,000 barrels, 
and is still producing about 4,0v0 barrels a 
day. It had been completed some time agu 
as a pumper. The same company also com- 
pleted No, 13 Minnie Gaillard, tiowing 1,000 
barrels, The Gulf Production Company com- 
pleted No. 4 Ashbel Smith, flowing 1,000 
barrels, and No. 10 Tabb, flowing 200 barrels. 
No, 1 Jones, also completed by this company, 
came in flowing 1,500 barrels fluid, 90 per cent. 
water. The Humble Oil Company completed 
No. 4 Tabb, tlowing 350 barrels. Its No. 11 
Gaillard is a small gas well, The Sun Com- 
pany’s No. 1 Bartlett came in flowing 65v 
barrels. ‘The Producers’ Oil Company is fish- 
ing in No. 3 Isenhour at a depth of 4,000 feet 
and is drilling Nos. 4 and 5. Nos 6 and 7 
are rigging up and No. 8 is a location, This 
is in the section of the field that the deepest 
drilling has heen done, No. 1 Isenhour being 
the first produoer at a greater depth than 
the 2,600-foot sands, The average daily pro- 
duction for the Goose Creek district for the 
past weck js 35,300 barrels,

Only two wells were completed in the Sour 
Lake district during the week, The Lake 
Oil Company completed No. 15 Herbert, tlow- 
ing 350 barrels fluid, with about 300 barrels 
oil at a depth of 2,700 feet and No, 380 Hardin 
of the Gulf Production Company is pumping 
125 barrels. The Lake Graham Oil Com- 
pany has set the screen in No. 14 Bashara at 
2,255 feet and is building a standard rig. The 
company is rigging up No. 12 Bashara, an 
old well, to shoot at a shallower depth, Owing 
to a lack of sufficient new production to offset 
the decline of producing wells, Sour Lake is 
now producing but 11,500 barrels a day. 

At Batson the Paraffline Oil Company’s No. 
49 on fee lands is making 15 barrels on the 
jack. ‘This company is still trying to set the 
packer in its deep test, No. 9, out on the 
prairie to shut off the water. There are three 
other tests drilling in this district, all on the 
Millholme. The Sun Company’s No, 59, drill- 
ing in shale at 1,420 feet, the Ada Belle Oil 
Company in shale at 1,660 feet, and the Phoe- 
nix Oil Company’s No. 4 building a standard 






rig. The average daily production for the 
week was 2,000 barrels. 

Several deep tests at Markham are now 
down to 2,500 feet or below, and it should not 
be long until, if there is anything of value in 
the deep sand, to be discovered. The Pro- 
ducers’ Ol] Company’s No, 4-A Hudson is set- 
ting 8-inch at 2,500 feet and its No. 1 Kountz 
is down 2,600 feet, having trouble with the 
Ginch casing which collapsed 200 feet from 
the bottom of the hole. No. 1 Wilkerson, be- 
longing to the same company, is drilling in 
hard sand and pyrites at 2,500 feet. The 
Simms-Sinclair interests are setting 8-inch in 
No. 1 Boyd at 2,400 feet. Dr. P. 8, Griffith 
is setting 6inch in his second test on the 
Northern Irrigation lands around 1,800 feet. 
The Powhatan Oil Company, deepening the 
vid Tate well, is sidertacking at 1,460 feet 
with a showing of oil. The Clem Oil Com- 
pany is drilling No. 8 Meyers at 1,040 feet in 
rock, The Square Deal Oil Company has 
worked over No. 5 fee, pumping 20 barrels. 
This was the only new production. The daily 
average holds up at 550 barrels, due to the 
deepening of old wells. 

The daily average production for the Sara- 
toga district for the month of April was 24,000 
barrels. 

There were no completions in the Spindletop 
district. The average daily production is 
around 800 barrels. 


7,000 Barrels at Vinton. 


Vinton completed a big well last Sunday, 
April 29, flowing 7,000 barrels pure oil. This 
was No. 7 Vincent, belonging to the Gulf 
Coast Oil Company. It is reported as holding 
up around that amount. The Rescue Oil Com- 
pany worked over No. 3 Gray, which started 
off flowing about 1,200 barreis. The well has 
gone down to 100 barrels a day with 40 per 
cent. B. S. The Vinton Petroleum Company’s 
No. 8 Harmony, which had an initial flow of 
5,000 barrels when completed a few weeks ago, 
is now on the pump making 200 barrels a day. 
A number of tests in this district are not 
operating.

WYOMING. 


Casper, Wyo., May 7, 1917. 

Wyoming during the past week was covered 
with heavy snow and will no doubt put the 
roads in bad shape again when it melts. Just 
as soon as weather conditions are favorable 
many new wells will be started in all parts 
of the State if material can be had. Millions 
will be expended during the year in testing 
out domes that have been taken up by locators 
and speculators. The hot air companies sell- 
ing stock to the public will be carefully 
watched by the authorities and many prosecu- 
tions will foliow. ‘The authorities are bound 
that the development work shall be done in a 
regular business way. 

While regulations governing the leasing of 
oil and gas lands on the Shoshone reservation— 
ced.d portion—have been approved, it may be 
some time yet before they are ready for dis- 
tribution, as it is desired to announce the 
date of the first auction when the regulations 
are sent out, 

The decision of the Interior Department, over 
the protest of the entire Wyoming delegation, 
to sell these leases to the hihgest bidder is 
proof of how completely the Indian Office is 
wedded to that unfair system. Senators War- 
ren and Kendrick and Representative Mondell 
appeared before the Indian Commissioner urg- 
ing the equities of the Wyoming applications 
be considered, and that a fair distribution of 
the leases be made on a basis of reasonable 
royalty. Mr. Mondell also urged this at an 
extended hearing held before Assistant Com- 
missioner Voglesang. While it is known that 
there was much sentiment in the General Land 
Office favorable to the recognition of the 
claims of those who made application for equit- 
able consideration, on a basis of a fair adjust- 
ment among the applicants, the view of the 
Indian Office prevailed. Except for the fact 
that ex-Goverlur Chatterton and his associates 
are to be credited on bids made for certain 
drilling expenditures, no claims or equities of 
applicants were considered.°

He 
stated, too, that the well appears to be good 


for from 200 to 250 barrels a'day. This well 
is in the district south and west of the original 
Salt Creek field, a section in which the Ohio 
Oil Company has contracted to do a large 
amount of development. Several geologists 
have insisted that the oil in the casing was 
from the shales and not from a real ‘sand, 
but the decision of this Ohio Oil Company's 
man would appear to end all the disputes, as it 
was upon his belief that the second Wa!l Creek 
Sand had been fond that the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany undertook the task of developing that 
part of the Wyoming oil area. He has made a 
close study of the property and is convinced, 
as he stated, the well is in a formation which 
guarantees a long life flow. The Ohig Oil 
Company now has six rigs on the ground and 
has started the drilling of two of them and 
others will start as goon as drilling tools 
can he moved to the locations. 

The Franco-Wyoming Oi] Company recently 
secured the services of Carol H. Wegemann, 
fonmerly with the United States Geological 
Survey, in the capacity of geologist. The 
Franco interests nold considerable acreage in 
the Salt Creek fields and derive large revenue 
from their production. They have cther inter- 
where large gas wells 


ests in Oregon Basin, 
were struck during the past couple of years. 
One of the recent. subsidiaries of the Franco 


interests is the Cactus Petroleum Company, 
which will soon be operating on the west side 
of the Salt Creek field, where it holds a lease 
on 2,800 acres of prospective oil land leased 
from the Panama Oil Company. 

Work again has started on the well being 
drilled by the (Mutual Petroleum Company in 
section 31-40-79 west in the Salt Creek field. 
As the geological conditions are the same as 
in the Blackmore, Keystone and Hjorth wells, 
it is expected that oil will be struck either 
in the shales at a depth of 1,850 to 2,000 feet, 
or in the Second Wall Creek sand at a deptn 
of 2,500 feet. Oil was struck in a stray sand 
at a depth of 900 feet Gn the Hjorth well, 
producing about six barrels a day, while in 
the Mutual wells it was found at 700 feet, 
indicating a rise of 200 feet in the sand from 
the Hjorth well. The Hjorth well got the 
Second Wall Creek sand at 2,700 feet and the 
Mutual should be able to reach the same pay 
sand at 2,500 feet or 200 feet higher. 

In addition to the contract entered into with 
the Chio Oi! Gompany for the drilling of Its 
properties in the vicinity of the Hjorth weil, 
Great Divide Oi] Company has begun 
drilling cperations on newly acquired acreage 
in section 6 adjoining the Hjorth well on the 


‘ sovth ‘and will drill a Second Wall Creek test. 


On section 31, adjoining the Hjorth and 
‘3reat Divide holdings, the Rispen interests are 
reported to have secured a 2. to 4#-barrel 
shale producer at 700 feet, but are continuing 
the well on down to the deeper sands. 


Big Muddy Field. 


Developments in the Big Muddy \field in the 
last month have convinced experts the field 
will provide a greater producer of oil than 
was at first expected. Drilling operations 
appear to indicate the presence of three oil- 
bearing stratas instead of two, as was at 
first supposed. If this is confirmed by va- 
rious wells now being drilled, the Big Muddy, 
now regarded as the most important field in 
the State, may set a new standard for pro- 
duction in Wyoming. The presence of oil in 
the shallow Shannon, or first cand, in the Big 
Muddy field, was definitely proved last year 
when the first well was drilltd in on the 
Kinney tract in section 4-33-76. This was fol- 
lowed soon after by the strike made west of 
the Kinney well. These wells brought in 
oil at an average depth of 1,000 feet. 

* Oil men are watching with interest the drill- 
ing of a well on section 36-34-77, a State 
owned 640-acre tract lying’ just east of the 
town of Glenrock, Wyo., and about four 
miles east of tho proven area of the Big 
Muddy field. The vil prospector’s lease cov- 
ering this section provides that the first well 
must be started before May 29 and the sec- 
ond well by June 10, The lessor is prepared 
to go to the Wall Creek sand, if it underlies 
that sectioa. Should a well be brought in the 
Big Muddy field will have been proven to ex- 
tend beyond the town of Glenrock. 

A recently organized company has taken 
over the holdings of two smaller companies in 
the Big Muddy field and is making prepara- 
tion to drill a deep hole. The new company 
controls 1,200 acres in the Big Muddy field 
and has one well already down close to 900 
feet. 

The price of crude oil, contrary to the ex- 
perience of other produc‘s, nas not changed, 
hut oil men are united in the belief that 
higher prices must socn arrive, as there is the 
greatest demand in the history of the indus- 
try and daily production id showing a de- 
crease,

Los Angeles, Cal., May 7, 1917. 


Conditions in California, as to the draft on 
oil stocks each month to the extent of over 
1,000,000 barrels, take on unusual aspects in 
view of the fact that oil operators throughout 
the country have agreed to provide the gov- 
ernment during the war with an adequate 
supply of petroleum at merely nominal profit. 
California hag no litle problem to face at 
the present date in trying to find a way 
to keep up with the present demand, let 
alone an additional market made by the 
government. For the past year and a half 
there has been a continuous draft upon 
stocks from month to month that, with all 
the efforts of the operators, has been impos- 
sible to reduce. 

Many companies are in litigation with the 
government over the land withdrawal or- 
der and in consequence much oil territory 
is tied up with no possibility for produc- 
tion coming from it until the government 


sees fit to grow lax as to its present stand-

“There are many obstacles in the way of 
carrying out the effort to Increase the pro- 
duction of the State, which are not entire- 
ly within the ability of the producerg to 
control, such as the extraordinary high cost 
of casing and other oil-well supplies need- 
ed in every well; the impossibility of get- 
ting some classes of casing at all; the short- 
age of money, on the part of most of the 
holders of proven territory, to carry on the 
work of drilling at a more rapid rate than

“The drilling of oil ly 
remote places, necessitates the expenditure 
of very large sums of money. A few of the 


oil companies in the State have been able to 
accumulate a large surplus of cash during 
the last five or six years. A few companies 
can undoubtedly afford to increase their 
present rate of development. Most com- 
panies that can afford to operate a large 
number of drilling rigs are now doing so. 
“For those who have not the requisite 
money available, credit is necessary. This 
can only be given at the banks. Having the 
credit material is necessary; this can only 
be furnished at the mills. With credit and 
material, labor is necessary. This latter, I 
presume, can be had in this State to carry 
on development on a larger scale than at 
present. The problem then, is one which 
cannot be solved by the oil men themselves 
without the assistance of the bankers and 
the material men.” 
A few fundamental facts to bear in mind 
while considering the subject are, that 
there are 7,000 producing wells situated in 
various parts of California. Since the first 
of the year 375 wells have been started and 
350 new ones have been brought in. The 
price of these wells in connection with other 
phases of the industry, bring the final ag- 
gregate value to approximately $250,000,000. 
There are in the State 2,000 miles of pipeline 









for transportation, the average ‘cost being 
about $20,000 per mile, or an outlay of 
$40,000,000, 

The oil refineries, about thirty in number, 


with a total refining capacity of 175,000 bar- 
rels daily of crude oil, cost $15,000,000, and 
the Standard Oil and Associated Oil com- 
panies, are soon to add other refining facil- 
ities. Millions of dollars are invested in 
tank steamers, whose capacity totals 1,500,- 
000 barrels, 

Of the fields where decided efforts are be- 
ing made to increase the production, the 
holdings about McKittrick leads in activity. 
The most extensive work during the past 
week was being undertaken by the Marina 
and the General Petroleum. The former 
started seven wells in the Belridge district, 
northwest of McKittrick, all of them being 
located in section 3-29-21. In the adjoin- 
ing section, 2-28-21, the General Petroleum 
is getting under way five new wells, In 
the Midway district much work is also be- 
ing done. Preparations are being made for 
five wells, the Midway Gas starting one in 
section 27-31-23, and another in section 
27-31-24; the Jackson one in section 11-20- 
21; the Mardon one in section 15-31-23, and 
Manly & McGinn one in section 14-31-22. 

Wildcat work in this district is also be- 
ing carried on extensively. The True Oil 
Company is preparing to do some prospect- 
ing work on the Webfoot lease in Harvey 
Canyon, near Maricopa. The Hale Syndi- 
cate has its wildcat well at McFarland down 
400 feet, and is making good progress. The 
Crescent Petroleum Company, in the south 
of the Coalinga district, in section 2-25-19, 
is nearing completion on its wildcat with 
excellent indications. 

Important completions for the week were 
those of the Standard Oil Company on, the 
M, J. & W. property, near Maricopa, where 
a well 1,500 feet deep came in doing 1,080 
barrels daily, and the Associated in section 


8-21-15, who brought in a well doing 150 
barrels. 

Fullerton Field. 
Reports from the Fullerton fields indicate 


that confidence is felt that work will continue 
unabated jn the near future. It is understood 
that if materials can be secured for the drill- 
ing weils a tremendous amount of new work 
will be undertaken. At the same time, no 
present development work has been shut down, 


nor are any drilling wells standing idle fer 
the want of drill, pipe or casing to carry 
on the work. 


As for the possibility of securing these sup- 
plies, it is stated by representatives of the 
oil well supply houses that, although present 
conditions cannot be regarded as ideal, yet 
pipe was moving from the Eastern mills, and 
that all the immediate needs of the trade 
would be supplied. The supply is reported to 
be adequate to tide the operators over until 
transportation would again assume normal con- 
ditions, 

Outside of the material shortage conditions 
are excellent for the starting of a large quan- 
tity of new work in that field, regardless of 
the fact that it costs 100 per cent, more today 
to drill-an oil well than it did a year ago. 
Every oil company in the Fullerton field is 
going ahead with its development work. This 
fleld has maintained the same number of wells 
drilling as it had a year ago, and has added 
since the opening of the year thirty-six new 
producing wells to the oil resources of the 
field. The Standard Oil Company, Union Oi] 
Company and Amalgamated Oil Company are 
engaged in much new work in this field. 


Associated Plans. 


The Associated Oil Company has planned to 
develop its Casmalia holdings on a gigantic 
scale and proseses to spend approximately $850,- 
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000 with this end in view. These expenditures 
will cover the introduction of méchanical 
mixers, 

The decision to concentrate in this district 
came about through the success of the Doheny 
interests in adjoining property, and also re- 
sults by Associated wells, which has twelve 
strings of tools going. Three wells have been 
finished by the Associated. Two wells recently 
brought in by the Doheny interests are doing 
300 barrels each, which was the initial produc- 
tion. The company has leased a refinery for 
the purpose of experimenting in the manufac- 
ture of kerosene and lubricating oils. There is 
at present in operation at Casmalla an oil 
cracking plant for the purpose of forcing the 


heavy oil, which is but 9 degrees gravity, to 
flow more readily. 

The Associated must do extensive develop- 
ment work to fill its contracts for oil and 


has even resorted to purchases from outside 
companies in order to deliver the oil. A con- 
tract has been secured for some 11,000,000 bar- 


rels of oil to be delivered in the next three 
years, It is expected that this oi! will be 
taken from the Casmalia fields. Doheny has 


contracted to deliver 10,930,000 barrels from 
the Casmalia field to the Associated within 
three years, and as fast as the deliveries can 
be made about 12,000 barrels per day. The 
potentiality of the Casmalia field is very prom- 
ising and it is probable that results will come 
up to expectations. 


New Work. 


A slight decrease in the amount of new work 
was shown by the reports for last week, There 
were twenty-one new wells reported, as com- 
pared to twenty-seven the week previous, This 
brings the total number of new wells started 
since the first of the year to 372. There were 
twenty-four wells reported ready for the test 
of water shut off, as compared with twenty-one 
reported the previous week. The number of 
wells reported to be deepened or redrilled was 
just about twice that of the previous week, 
totaling fourteen. Four wells were abandoned, 

The continued active drilling policy main- 
tained by the Santa Fe throughout the Cali- 
fornia fields on its various leases is responsible 
for the large number of new wells in the Mid- 
way field. In the North Midway on section 
26-31-22 four new wells will be drilled by the 
Chanslor-Canfield Midway Oil Company (Santa 
Fe). On section 6-32-23 four new wells will 
also be started by this company. The Oak 
Ridge Oil Campany, which had good luck with 
a wildcat well at South Mountain, in Ventura 
county, will start two new wells on section 
18-53-20. 

The General Petroleum Company is in the 
middie of an active drilling campaign, and is 
contemplating much new work in the northern 
fielis, especially in the Lost Hills-Belridge 
field. At MeKittrick the General Petroleum 
has just received five cars of derrick material. 
Plans are under way to start twenty-five rigs, 
but immediate work has been held up some- 
what by delay in deliveries, The management 
believes it is scoring a point in strenuous 
economy these days by drilling in Lost Hills, 
the shallowest field on its map. Short strings 
of pipe fill requirements in that field, which 
means a shorter bill for casing. Oil sand ie 
usually tapped inside 500 feet in less than 
twenty days. 

In the Belridge district the General Petro- 

leum is starting five rigs near where the 
San Marino Company is starting seven strings. 
Six wells there have already been drilled by 
the company this year, 
The Standard Oil Company is setting a kill- 
ing pace for new work on the new Montebello 
field and is showing how rapid progress can 
be made in development work. The Standard 
is down 1,260 feet in its Baldwin well No. 2, 
and is working in very hard formation, Bald- 
win No, 3 started drilling only last week, and 
is now down 100 feet. Baldwin No. 4 is rig- 
ging up and will be spudded in before the end 
of the week. On the Temple property No. 1 
is down 1,550 feet. : 

The State Mining Bureau etates:—‘'The 
amount of crude oil stored in California is only 
about two-thirds of the amount on hand two 
years ago. This condition exists in defiance 
of the fact that there are now more wells pro- 
ducing than at any previous time, and new 
wells are being drilled at a rate seldom ex- 
ceeded in the past. Such a condition is worthy 
of the most serious consideration of the pres- 
ent time, in view of the dependence of many 
of our industries upon fuel oil. Scarcity of 
casing is causing many old wells to be aban- 
doned and second-hand casing is going into the 
construction of many new wells.’’

The chemical Nature 
of California crude has been found to be es- 
pecially suitable for lubricating oil, and as a 
result there has been a great increase in the 
company’s business along this line,

Tulsa, Okla., May 9, 1917. 


During the month of April in the mid-con- 
tinent field the total daily new production 
amounted to 346,930 barrels, an increase com- 
pared with the total for March. This is at- 
tributed to the fact that a number of good- 
sized wells were completed in the different 
pools. The total daily production for the Okla- 
homa field for April amounted to 277,930 bar- 
rels. The Cherokee deep sand pool furnished 
18,750 barrels, while the shallow end of the 
Same Gistrict showed a new daily production 
of 8,950 barrels. The Osage district, which has 
been showing the bulk of the new production 
in the Oklahoma field, shows a daily output of 
40,000 barrels. The Cleveland pool, in Pawnee 
county, shows 7,500 barrels daily, and the 
Cushing and Shamrock pools have a combined 
daily cutput of 68,000 barrels. The Creek 
Nation gives a big increase in daily output 
over that of the previous month, due to the 
completion of a large number of wells in the 
Bald Hill pool, in Okmulgee county. Kay 
county fields also show an increase over the 
previous month's figures, due to the drilling in 
of a large-sized well in the Blackwell district. 
The new pool in Garfield county has a daily 
output of 600 barrels, and the Billings pool, in 
Noble county, has a 200-barrel daily produc- 
tion. The Healdton pool, in Carter county, 
has a daily production of 68,000 barrels. When 
compiled these figures shcw a total of 277,930 
barrels. 

The Kansas field shows a new production of 
69,000 barrels daily for April. The El Dorado 
pool’s daily production amounts to 20,000 bar- 
rels, and the Augusta pool is producing 35,000 
barrels a day, while the smaller companies are 
running 14,000 barrels a day. 

The total new production for April in the 
Kansas and Okiahoma field amounts to 346,980 
barrels a day. 

This ingrease is accounted for by the fact 
that during the close of the month the Bixby 
pool, in Tulsa county, furnished a few gusher 
wells and the Osage district also came to the 
front with two wells flowing at the rate of 75 
barrels hourly,, besides a number of other 
wells in the 1,000-barrel class. ‘The increase 
is also due to the fact that a number of the 
welis that had failed in the shallower sand 
have been drilled deeper and have responded 
with a big output. 


Oil Maps Changed. 


Maps have been changed in the different 
fields during the week because of the bringing 
in of quite a number of good wells. On the 
Walker farm, in 24-22-4 west, the Sinclair 
Oil Company brought in a well good for 200 
barrels, In the same Garber pool on the 
Stine farm, the Carter Oi] Company got a 
40-barrel well in section 12-22-4 west. In the 
Billings district the Humphreys Petroleum 
Company has a good show of gas in section 
20-24-1 west at 27600 feet, which is the greatest 
depth that oil or gas has been found in that 
territory. In section 15-18-10 the Marshall 
well was good enough to start a great deal of 
drilling in that field. A mighty good well 
Was discovered in the northwest of the south- 
east of section 33-17-13 in the Bixby field by 
Dr. Clinton and his brother, Paul Clinton. 

Possibly the most interesting strike during 
the week was that made by Peterson Bros., 
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when they brought in a 500-barrel well in the 
Solander sand, found at about 1,375 feet. 
The well is located in the southeast corner 
of the southwest of the southwest of section 
36-16-14. In the southwest of section 6-13-12 
the O. P. & R, Company’s No. 2 has reached 
the discovery sand at about 1,900 feet and 
proves to be a 20,000,000-foot gasser. This 
is the largest gas well discovered for some 
time. A 50-barrel well was found when the 
Oo. P. & R, Company shot No. 23 on the same 
lease. No. 1, located in the southeast corner 
of the northwest of the northwest of section 
6-14-15, in what is known as the Cox pool, 
where the same company brought in a 2- 
barrel well. Nos, 2 and 3 are drilling at the 
present time. In the southwest of section 
34-15-14 the Kingwood Oil Company has a 
25-barrel well, natural. No, 2 on the same 
lease has been started. The well drilled by 
Black-Mahoney et al., which was reported 
good for 50 barrels, was shot and is showing 
for a 100-barrel well. The well is located 
in Natura county, in the southwest of 28-15-13, 
on the south line of the north half of the 
quarter. The well being drilled in the south- 
east by Rapp and Trax has reached the top 
of the sand and has a good showing of oil. 
A 5,000,000-foot gasser was found in the salt 
sand at 1,225 feet in the test being drilled 


by Brown-Dietrich in the middle of south 
line of the southeast of the southeast of 
section 19-14-13, The test in the north- 


east corner of the northwest of the southeast 
of 36-13-12, which is being drilled by Alex- 
ander and Kimbley, is casing to drill deeper 
at 2,400 feet, 

The Bald Hill pool in Okmulgee county, is 
furnishing its quota of completed wells each 
week, and one of the most active divisions in 
the entire mid-continent area. In section 28- 
15-13 the Black Drilling Company got @ 45- 
barrel well after a shot in No. 4 on the 
Brown property in the 2,000-foot sand, and in 
section 24-15-14 the Tidal Oil Company has a 
well making 50 barrels natural at 1,434 feet 
on the Mathews tract. In section 34-15-14 
the Okmulgee Oil and Gas Company’s No. 23 
on the Grayson farm struck the top of the 
sand at 1,620 feet and at 12 feet in is doing 
20 barrels, In section 34-15-14 the Kingswood 
Oil and Gas Company’s No, 2 on the Barnett 
farm struck the top of the sand at 1,603 feet, 
with 15 feet of sand, and is showing for 25 
barrels. The Lucky Tiger Oil and Gas Com- 
pany got a 1,000,000 cubic-foot gasser in the 
1.450-foot sand on the Harris farm in section 
25-15-14, and in section 16-14-18 the Okmul- 
gee Oil and Gas Company got a 10,000,000 
cubic-foot gas well on the Jeffery farm in the 
2,000-foot sand, In section 36-13-14 the King- 
wood Oil and Gas Company has shut in its 
initlal test on the July farm as a 5,000,000- 
foot gasser. The top of the gas sand was 
struck at 1.765 feet and the bottom at 1,780 
feet. The Magnolia Petroleum Company got 
20 barrels production after a 60-quart shot 
with No. 3 on the Stevens farm _in section 
20-14-14 at 1,198 feet. In section 20-14-14 the 
Henry Oil and Gas Company has a 100-barrei 
starier in No. 5 on the Galder farm, the top 
of the sand being struck at 1,800 feet and the 
bottom at 1,815 feet. The Gladys Belle Oil 
Company has a showing for a 10-barrel well at 
1,800 feet in a test on the Salder farm in sec- 
tion 20-14-14, and in section 23-14-14 the 
Springfield Oil and Gas Company’s No. 11 Cor- 
bay is good for 10 barrels.

The largest of these wells 
is No. 14, which struck the top of the sand 
at 1,722 feet and at 12 feet in is doing 45 
barrels hourly; No. 12 is good for 10 barrels 
a day at 2,059 feet, and No. 13 is showing 
for 30 barrels after a shot. J. H. Mark- 
ham completed No. 4 on this lease in the 
same section, getting the top of the sand at 
1,720 feet, and the well is making 500,000 
cubic feet of gas. He also completed No. 
1 on the Sampson farm in the same sec- 
tion and got a 15-barrel well after a shot 
at 1,753 feet. In section 34-17-13 Horneck- 
er et al. got a 200-barrel naturak well on 
the Johnson farm. 

In section 32-17-14 the Green Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 2 Rogers struck the top of the 
pay at 1,360 feet and at 1,378 feet is mak- 
ing 150 barrels natural, In section 23-16-14 
McDonald et al. have a showing for a 15,- 
000,000-cubic foot gas well at 1,600 feet on 
the Lowery lease. 


Jenks District.

In section 17- 
19-14 Crosbee et al. have a 20-barrel well 
after a shot in No. 1 on the Corbray farm at 
1,875 feet, and in section 19-18-13 the Prarie 
Oi land Gas Company's No. 2 on the Sugar 
farm struck the top of the pay at 1,050 
feet, and at 10 feet in was shot and is show- 
ing for 20 barrels.

Last week the Sapulpa Refining Company 
refinery reported the largest amount of busl- 
neas in the history of the company. 

The Roxana Oil Company will build a 10- 
inch pipeline from Cushing east to Wood 
River, Ill. This is where the Standard Oil 
Company has a large refinery. The line will 
carry 250,000 barrels of oil. 

The Sinclair-Cudahy organization are install- 
ing a system of filling stations at a distance 
fifty miles apart, which will extend from 
New York to Oklahoma, and then it will be 
possible to ship the Sinclair products the en- 
tire way. 

Some time ago the Roxana Petroleum Com- 
pany purchased the Yarhola lease, At the 
time of the purchase it was considered noth- 
ing more than an oil proposition, but later gas 
was discovered and at the present time there 
are 5,000,000 cubic feet of gas daily, which 
averages from two and a half to five gallons 
per 1,000 feet. The Yarhola lease is situated 
in the Cushing field, in Creek county, andthe 
ecasinghead gas plant is already under way. 
The capacity of this plant will be 600 barrels 
per day, one of the largest plants in this 
country. The value of the gas alone on this 
lease is worth anillions of dollars. . 

Because of the present high prices and the 
continual raise in foodstuffs the larger oil con- 
cerns of Oklahoma are paying their workmen 
a bonus of from 10 to 20 per cent. of their 
gros» wages. During the first three months of 
1917 every employe of-the Carter Oil Company 
receiving under $1,000 per year -will receive 20 
per cent. of his gross salary bonus. The em- 
ployes getting from $1,000 to $1,500 per year 
will receive 15 per cent. of their salary, and 
thoge that receive as high as $3,000 will receive 
10 per cent. The Gypsy and Gulf have an- 
nounced that all employes receiving not over 
$2.500 per year would receive 10 per cent. of 
the gross amovnt of their salary. 

Quarterly throughout the year 1917 the Texas 
Company will also pay the 10 per cent. bonus. 
It has not been officially given out, but it is 
understood that several of the larger companies 
are also giving checks to their employes. 

South of Okmulgee, in sections 18 and 19- 
13-13 and sections 24-13-12, the Atlantic Petro- 
leum Company has purchased the half interest 
owned by Curtis & Aiken, with a production of 
400 barrels daily from forty wells. The com- 
pany intends to build = large gasoline plant, 
as there is considerable gas on this nroperty.

Mr. Schock has 
a large refinery at Okmulgee, and the buying 
of this property does not necessarily mean that 
he will build another pipeline from the Heald- 
ton field to Okmulgee, but it certainly means 
that he will have an ample supply of oil which 
will be handled by the Roxana Petroleum Com-

pany. 
So far as common stock is concerned, it seems 
likely that the Cosden merger will be put 


through on a share-for-share basis. Six million 
dollars authorized 6 per cent. bonds are owned 
by the Cosden Oil and Gas Company and Cosden 
& Co. Cosden & Co. have issued $5,753,000 
and $181,900 was purchased through the sink- 
ing.fund. Cosden Oil and Gas has outstanding 
bonds amounting to $5,997,000. Cosd>en & Co. 
bonds are convertible into stock at $19 a share,

Under Panama Law Government 


Takes Half Gross Receipts 


from Oil Concessions. 
The National Assembly of Panama has 
authorized the Executive to make conces- 


sions of unoccupied territory to persons 
exploring for oil and gas lands, for a 
term not to exceed 3 years. In accord- 


ance with this law, in the Gaceta Oficial 
for March 26, contracts for the working 
of oil lands may be made for 4% years, 
and this period may be extended for an 
equal term, The government of Panama 
will participate in the exploitation of the 
gas and oil deposits to the extent of 50 
per cent. of the gross receipts, or 10 per 
cent, of the net profits.

Saturday Noon, May 12, 1917. 

The market for crude drugs and fine 
chemicals closed the week in a highly 
nervous and excited condition as the re- 
sult of the proposed war taxation bill, 
with its sweeping provisions for a 10 per 
cent. duty on all commodities imported 
into the United States, whether duti- 
able under the existing law or not. The 
proposed bill as it stands will inflict 
many other hardships on the drug in- 
dustry, such as the heavy increase in 
the tax on spirits and the 5 per cent 
tax on proprietary medicines, toilet 
articles, etc. Holders of goods affect- 
ed in many instances virtually with- 
drew all offerings pending further 
developments, and quotations on these 
commodities were more or less nom- 
inal, The publication of the proposed 
bill was followed by a lull in trading. 
Dealers were inclined to trade with 
regular customers only, so far as spot 
transactions were concerned, and 
where futures were under considera- 
tion importers would not quote with- 
out covering themselves against any 
possible losses through the imposition 
of a tariff by either asking a sharp in- 
crease over current prices or insert- 
ing a “tariff clause’ in contracts. 

Price changes were numerous, and 
with but few exceptions the revisions 
named were upward. Intimation from 
Amsterdam, Holland, that navigation 
to and from the United States will 
be resumed brought out a better feel- 
ing among manufacturers of quinine, 
but quotations underwent no change. 
There was a fair inquiry for quinine 
in the ‘outside’ market, and_ sales 
were noted at prices a shade under the 
manufacturers’ basis. In opium the 
spot market ruled firm, sales passing 
at full asking prices. As stocks were 
moving more freely from abroad, 
sentiment, however, was not so firm. 
Offerings of opium derivatives by man- 
ufacturers were meager, and second- 
hands were still asking a substantial 
premium on their holdings, 

Cocaine for spot delivery was prac- 
tically unobtainable from manufac- 
turers, and second-hands_ reported 
business at high record leve's. Ace- 
tanilid was advanced by manufac- 
turers in view of the higher cost of 
basic materials. Producers of alcohol 
reported the market for all descrip- 
tions as unchanged. Should the pro- 
posed war revenue bill go through, the 
tax on U. S. P. ethyl spirits will 
amount to approximately $4.16 per 
wine gallon. The bill does not provide 
for a tax on wood or denatured al- 
cohol. 

Glycerine was advanced in all quar- 
ters as a result of the sold-up condi- 
tion of the market for crude. Trading 
was not so active as during the pre- 
vious week, yet on the aggregate busi- 
ness done was sufficient to bring out 
a higher market. The continued 
strength in raw materials and the 
probability of a tax on imported crude 
also were factors. Vanillin was raised 
to meet the higher cost of production. 

Higher prices were named for 
lycopodium, formaldehyde, caffeine 
alkaloid, pure white castile soap for 
shipment, chloral hydrate, coumarin, 
Russian ergot, silver gelatin, naph- 
thaline, saccharin, thymol and true 
Venice turpentine. In the_ essential 
oil list the feature was the strength in 
citronella oil. Sandalwood oil was a 
shade easier on the spot on freer offer- 
ings. 

A reduction in quicksilver, following 
a period of inactivity, led in the way of 
downward revisions. Further weak- 
ness in both Japanese camphor and 
menthol Was reported. Benzoate of 
soda and benzoic acid were reduced 
stocks, production of

both items having been augmented 
of late 


Botanicals of domestic origin were 


rather unsettled, as new goods will 
soon be forthcoming. Imported 
goods, however, were firmer in view 


of the pending tax legislation. 

Shellac prices at the close were 
wholly nominal, most operators refus- 
ing to quote under present conditions, 
or at least until something definite is 
known regarding the proposed tariff. 

Coal-tar bases were firmer, but as 
no important business was placed last 
week, prices showed little change. 
Producers look forward to heavy buy- 
ing of toluol by explosive makers, and 
with spot stocks moderate, sentiment 
in the trade was extremely bullish.

OPIUM. 


Sales of gum opium were reported 
last week on the basis of $30 per pound 
Despite the fact that the movement of 
the gum from abroad has taken on 
larger proportions the spot position of 
the market remains firm. The London 
market is strong, Persian gum holding 
around 4ls. In New York offerings 
were limited and $30 was the inside 
price for the gum in cases, with the 
powdered and granular quoted at $33 


nominal. 
MORPHINE. 


Manufacturers were sellers of mor- 
phine in a sma'l way only, in view’of 
the shortage in supplies, and prices 
quoted were more or less nominal. Sec- 
ond hands were asking a _ substantial 
premium over the manufacturers’ basis 
for their limited holdings. The sulphate 


closed nominally at $9.80 per ounce, 
with diacetyl hydrochloride at $12.60 
per ounce in five-ounce cans, one de- 
livery. 


CODEINE. 


The market underwent no change, in 
view of the high position and continued 
scarcity of spot gum opium. Business 
was restricted and prices named by 
manufacturers were wholly nominal. 
Codeine sulphate was quoted on the 
bulk basis of $11 per ounce in lots of 
ten ounces, one delivery. 


QUININE. 


While manufacturers report the mar- 
ket as quiet and unchanged, “outside” 
interests did a fair business at prices 
ranging from 74c. to 75c. per ounce for 
the sulphate. The news from Amster- 
dam to the effect that ship owners have 
received instructions to resume opera- 
tions to and from the United States 
created an easier feeling among Ameri- 
can salts makers, but until shipments 
of bark actually commence to arrive 
little change in the general situation is 
anticipated. Since the British Govern- 
ment has taken over control of the qui- 
nine market quotations in London have 
been withdrawn, and our correspondent 
reports that prices are “wholly nomi- 
nal.” American salts makers quote the 
market at 75c. per ounce for the sul- 
phate in 100-ounce tins. 

Under date of March 30 our Amster- 
dam correspondent reports as fol- 
lows:— 

At yesterday’s auction there were 
offered 672 bales and 469 cases of drug- 


gist quality Java cinchona bark, 
weighing about 62,195 kilograms, and 
containing 1,602 kilograms of _ sul- 


phate of quinine. The offerings con- 
sisted of 48,770 kilograms of Succiru- 
bra and 13,425 kilograms of Robusta, 
of which 13,745 kilograms were root- 
bark. The tone at the auction was 
very firm, as a result of the small 
shipments made from Java (the exact 
quantity is not yet known). Shipments 
may be stopped in the near future. 
Sales amounted to 145 bales and 208 
cases, weighing 15,339 kilograms, con- 
taining 362 kilograms of sulphate of 
quinine, the prices ranging between 
45 and 60 cents per one-half kilo. At 
the sale of manufacturing bark, held 
on March 28, there were offered 11,003 
packages, weighing 931,993 kilograms. 
Of this total, 924,389 kilograms were 
analyzed and found to contain 57,478 
kilograms of sulphate of quinine. The 
average percentage of sulphate was 
6.22 per cent, against 6.07 per cent at 
the previous sale and 6.17 per cent, the 
average for 1916,

The spot market was steady so far as 
the higher grades were concerned.

BENZOL.—According to producers 
stocks of benzol are moderate, but still 
adequate to meet current demands.

BENZIDINE BASE.—There was a 
firmer market for benzidine base, and 
prices closed at $2@$2.10 per pound an 
advance of 10c. from the previous basis.

BENZYL CHLORIDE. — Offerings 
were freer and the market was barely 
steady, closing at $2@2.10 per pound. 

BETA-NAPHTHOL.—wWhile the un- 
der.one of the market was barely 
steady, prices underwent no further 
changes. Sublimed was quoted at 75 
@80c. per pound, with the unsublimed 
at 70@75c. per pound. It was inti- 
mated in some quarters that on for- 
ward contracts prices might have been 
shaded. The demand was reported as 
quiet. 

DINITRONAPHTHALINE. — There 
were sellers at 60@65c. per pound, be- 
ing slightly lower compared with a 


week ago. 
DINITROPHENOL. — The market 
closed at 70@75c. per pound, which 


compares with 75@80c. a week pre- 
vious. 

MONOCHLORBBENZOL.—It was re- 
ported that one seller did business on 
the basis of 32c. per pound. On most 
instances, however, operators were 
holding out for 34@36c. per pound. 

NAPHTHA.— Demand for solvent 
naphtha was inactive, and with stocks 
large, the market was easy in nearly 
all quarters. On the spot sellers were 
demanding from 20c. to 25c. per gal- 
lon for the pure water-white naphtha. 
Solvent naphtha for shipment closed 
unchanged at 15@18c. per gallon the 
inside figure obtaining for round lots, 
in bulk, f. o. b. plant. 

NAPHTHALINE.—Several  produc- 
ers were asking 10c. firm for white 
flake naphthaline, in car lots. How- 
ever, business was again noted at 9%4c., 
although offerings at the close on this 
basis were scanty. Demand for naph- 
thaline was fairly active, both in an 
export and domestic way, and with 
producers well sold up, the situation 
is likely to favor sellers for some time 
to come, according to trade authori- 
ties. 

NITROTOLUOL.—A firm and higher 
market obtained for nitrotoluol, due to 
the increased activity in this commod- 
ity. The strength in .basic materials 
also was a factor. Producers quote the 
market at 55@60c. nominal. 

PARANITRANILINE.—The market 
held steady at $1.15@1.25 per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. 

PHENOL.—Sales of several cars of 
U. S. P. phenol for spot delivery were 
reported at 42c. per pound. The mar- 
ket is steady, competition among new 
factors being less in evidence. 

TOLUOL.—Stocks of toluol are lim- 
ited and in very firm hands. Antici- 
pating further buying by explosive 
makers producers are offering supplies 
sparingly, especially for prompt and 
near-by delivery. It is known that 
several large contracts will soon ex- 
pire and until it is established whether 
or not this business will be renewed 
producers are inclined to go _ slow. 
Should the government come into the 
market for further supplies of T-N-T 
large quantities of toluol will be called 
for. Producers quote the market at 
$1.75@2 per gallon, the inside figure ob- 
taining for round lots, in bulk, f. o. b. 
plant. On far off deliveries the market 
held nominally at $1.50@1.75 per gallon. 


SUNDRY DRUGS AND MIS- 
CELLANEOUS. 


ACETANILID.—In sympathy with 
aniline oi] and acetic acid the market 
for acetanilid was strong and higher. 
Manufacturers advanced prices 2c, per 
pound, establishing the market at 42@ 
48c. per pound. Sales were noted late 
in the week on the 42c. basis. 

ACETPHENETIDIN. — Offerings on 
the spot were limited and prices were 
well maintained at $25@25.50 per pound. 
On forward business these prices might 
have been shaded, 

ACETONE.—There was a firm mar- 
ket for acetone, producers being well 
sold up, but quotations showed no 
further change, closing the week at 
2914%4@30c. per pound, 

ALCOHOL.—Interest 
centered in the proposed increase in 
the tax on U. S. P. ethyl spirits. The 
revenue measure virtually doubles the 
tax, bringing it up to $4.16 per wine 
gallon. Producers fear that such a 
tax might seriously restrict consump- 


in the market 
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tion of spirits for manufacturing pur- 
poses. The proposed bill does not im- 
pose a tax on methyl spirits or dena- 
tured alcohol. The market was firm, 
yut prices underwent no quotable 
changes. U. 8S. P. grain alcohol, 190 
proof, closed at $3707 per gallon, with 
the 188 proof at $3.04 per gallon. Re- 
fined wood alcohol was maintained at 
$1@1.02 for the 95 per cent. Dena- 
tured alcohol held at 71@73c. per gal- 
lon for the 180 proof. 

ALOIN.—The market was quiet and 
prices at the close ranged from Tic. to 
80c. per pound, according to quantity 
and seller. 

ANTIPYRINE.—Spot offerings were 
limited and the market ruled firm, 
closing unchanged at $19@19.50 per 
pound. It was reported that some 
business went through during the week 
at $18.50 per pound. 

BAY RUM.—The market was firmer, 
closing prices ranging from $1.90@1.95 
per gallon, with several sellers not dis- 
posed to meet the inside figure in view 
of the pending developments in regard 
to the tax program, 

BORAX.—There was a steady de- 
mand for ‘borax and the market ruled 


strong at 7%@8\4c. per pound, On 
contract 74c. might have been done 
for the crystals or granulated, in 


sacks, round lot basis. 

CAFFEINE.—Sales of caffeine alka- 
loid for spot delivery were reported by 
second-hands at $13 per pound. Pro- 
ducers appear to be well sold up and 
quotations towards the close were more 
or less nominal. Citrated caffeine was 
firm at $7.50 per ounce. 

CANTHARIDES.—Russian canthar- 
ides were firmer, but unchanged at-* 
$2.75@3.85 per pound for the whole, and 
$3.90@4 for the powdered. Chines held 
at $1 per pound. 

CARBON BISULPHIDE.—Manufac- 
turers recently advanced the market 
¥,c, per pound, establishing the inside 
figure for round lots, in bulk, at 6%c. 
per pound. On 5-pound cans (cans in- 
cluded) the asking price was 15c. per 
pound. 

CASTILE SOAP.—Selling agents an- 
nounced an advance of %c. per pound 
in the contract price for pure white 
Conti’s castile soap, making the re- 
vised quotation 20%c. per pound. 
Owing to the scarcity in freights im- 
porters are reported to be behind in 
deliveries, The spot market was strong 
and more or less nominal, asking 
prices ranging from 25%c. to 264%c. per 
pound. Powdered U. S. P. was quoted 
on the spot from 28c. to 30c. per pound. 
Green pure castile soap closed firm at 
16@1lic. per pound, 

CASTOR OIL.—A tax of 10 per cent. 
on castor beans, as proposed in the 
revenue bill, would bring out higher 
prices for oil, according «to trade au- 
thorities, and for this reason the mar- 
ket closed in an extremely strong posi- 
tion. Crushers are well sold up and 
unable to take on spot business on the 
22c. basis. Second hands were asking 
around 25c. and 26c. per pound for 
No. 1 castor oil, spot delivery. No. 3 
castor oil was offered by “outside” 
interests for spot delivery at 24c. per 
pound, which compares with the manu- 
facturers’ basis of 21%c. per pound. 

CHIORAL HYDRATE.—The strength 
in basic materials brought out a firmer 
market for chloral hydrate and towards 
the close $1.40 appeared to bé an in- 
side quotation. 

COCAINE.—Spot offerings of cocaine 
were meager and prices named were 
wholly nominal. It was reported that 
outside sellers obtained as high as $8.50 
per ounce for the hydrochloride, in view 
of the fact that manufacturers were 
practically sold up and could not make 
spot deliveries. Manufacturers quote 


the market as nominal at $7.25@7.50 per ~ 


ounce. At the auction of coca leaves 
held in Amsterdam on May 3 the offer- 
ings consisted of 360 packages of Java, 
weighing 20,625 kilos. The total alka- 
loid content was 313 kilos, and the aver- 
age percentage 1.52. 

COCOA BUTTER.—The market was 
quiet and prices were irregular, refiect- 
ing the unsettled position of cocoa 
beans. Cocoa butter in bulk was quot- 
ed at 31@81%c., with the wrapped fin- 
gers at 40@4l1c. per pound. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Business locally 
was inactive, but on moderate offerings 
and unfavorable advices on the fishing, 
both from Norway and Newfoundland, 
the undertone of the market was firm. 
Norwegian oil was quoted at $120@130 
per barrel, spot delivery. Newfound- 
land oil closed strong at $75@80 per 


barrel. It was reported that English 
buyers were still active in the New- 
foundland market. Cable advices from 


Bergen, received during the week. re- 
port that the catch to date amounts to 
22,000,000 fish, which compares with 
42,500,000 fish for the corresponding 
period a year ago. The production of 
oil so far this season is placed at 20,750 
barrels, as against 43,950 barrels for the 
same time last season. 

COUMARIN.—Under a good inquiry 
and with spot offerings scanty the mar- 
ket closed strong and about 50c. higher. 
Limited quantities sold during the week 
at $18.50 per pound. Manufacturers are 
reported to be well sold ahead. 

CYANIDE MIXTURE.—tThere was a 
better inquiry for the mixture, and, 
with less selling pressure in evidence, 
the market ut the close was steady at 
85@95c. per pound.

ACIDS. 


ACETYL SALICYLIC.—There was a 
steady demand for acetyl salicylic acid, 
and prices were maintained on the basis 
of $3.50 per pound, bu‘k. 

BENZOIC.—Offerings of benzoic acid, 
ex-toluo!, for spot delivery were freer, 
and prices again were easier, closing at 
$6@6.50 per pound, a reduction of 50c. 
from the former basis. The demand 
was quiet, consumers restricting pur- 
chases to actual wants only. ‘ 

CARBOLIC.—Sales of several cars of 
U. S. P. carbolic were reported last week 
at 42c. per pound in drums, spot and 
nearby delivery. In some quarters 43c. 
appeared to be the inside figure, with 
the undertone steady on less pressure 
from producers. Cresylic acid, 95 per 
cent. was advanced to $1@1.05 per gal- 
lon. 

CITRIC.—Business was described as 
routine only and prices closed the week 
unchanged on the basis of 72@72%c. per 
pound. Manufacturers, however, were 
offering supplies sparingly at these fig- 
ures. Second-hands were asking from 
73c. to 75c. per pound for their holdings. 

SALICYLIC.—While a firmer tone 
prevailed in the market for salicylic 
acid, offerings from producers being 
smaller, prices closed unchanged at 80@ 
85c. per pound. 


BALSAMS. 


COPAIBA.—South American copaiba 
was firm, but prices were repeated at 
T5@T7ive. per pound. Para was quoted 
at 52%@538e. per pound, 

PERU.—Offerings were limited and 
with a good inquiry in evidence prices 
were firmly maintained on the $4 basis. 
In fact sales were reported during the 
week at this level. 

TOLU.—The spot market closed high- 
er, sellers asking 40@41c. per pound, a 
net gain of 2c. for the week. There 
was a fair inquiry for balsam tolu. 


BARKS. 


CASCARA.—The spot market ruled 
firm at 12@13c. per pound, although 
business was rather quiet. It was re- 
ported that Pacific coast operators 
were willing to consider bids of 9@9%c. 
per pound for June-July shipment, f. 
o, b. point of shipment, but buyers 
showed little interest in the forward 
positions. 

CONDURANGO.—At the close sellers 
were asking from 13c. to 14c. per pound 
for condurango bark, an advance of 
lc. compared with a week ago, 

LEMON PEEL.—An advance of 2c. 
per pound was noted last week, estab- 
lishing the market at 8@9c. per pound.

: BEANS. 


VANILLA.—The spot market for all 
descriptions of vanilla beans closed 
strong in view of the developments in 
Washington in regard to the proposed 
imposition of an additional duty of 10 
per cent. Until something definite is 
known regarding the final form that 
the proposed revenue bill wil! take im- 
porters of vanilla beans were inclined 
to hold off, and prices in many in- 
stances were more or less nominal. 
Some holders went so far as to restrict 
spot business to regular customers 
only, pending deve'opments. There 
were no important developments at 
primary markets, the ideas of sellers 
being firm, based upon the unfavorable 
outlook for the present crop. Mexican 
whole beans were quoted nominally at 
$5@6.50 per pound, according to qual- 
ity. On Mexican cuts quotations held 
at $3.75@4.2 per pound. Bourbons 
were firmer abroad, but so far this has 
not resulted in any change in prices 
locally. Bourbons were held at $2.25@3 
per pound. South American beans of 
extra quality were firmly maintained 
around the $4 basis, while inferior 
grades were available as low as $3.25 
per pound. Green label Tahiti beans 
were nominally unchanged at $1.45@ 
1.50 per pound. 


BERRIES. 


CUBEB.—Offerings were limited, but 
prices closed the week unchanged at 
70@75c. per pound, according to quality. 
The undertone of the market was firm. 

JSUNIPER.—Sellers were shy, due to 
the probability of a heavy import tax, 
and the market at the close was firm 
at 64%@7\c. per pound. 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 


BERGAMOT. -—- The market closed 
strong, on prospects of a higher im- 
port tax, and in many instances prices 
were wholly nominal. To regular cus- 
tomers some sellers were still offering 
bergamot oil on the $6 per pound basis. 

CARAWAY.—The offerings were 
comparatively small and prices again 
were marked up, closing at $7@7.25 
per pound, an advance of 50c. com- 
pared with the previous basis. 

CITRONELLA.—Due to the shrink- 
age in spot stocks and the uncertainty 
in regard to the proposed taxation 
scheme the market was strong and 
sharply higher, closing at 55@57c. per 
pound. In some quarters 55c. was the 
price asked for citronella oil in either 
drums or tins. 

GERANIUM.—There was a firmer 
market for all descriptions of ger- 
anium oil and at the close prices were 
more or less nominal on the basis of 


$4.50@4.75 per pound for the African 
rose 

LAVENDER FLOWERS. — Oil of 
lavender flowers was advanced to $4.50 
@4.75 per pound, a net gain of 25c. for 
the week, due to the higher cost of 
basic materials. 

LEMON OIL.—Trading was inactive, 
but in view of the developments in 
Washington, the market closed strong 
with spot offerings on the old basis 
of $1.15@1.25 limited. 

ORANGE.—There was a decidedly 
firmer market for orange oil, and high- 
er prices obtained for the West Indian 
variety. The streng.h was due chiefly 
to the probability of the enactment of 
the proposed revenue bill. Italian sweet 
orange oil was quoted nominally at 
$2.80@3 per pound according to brand 
and seller. West Indian oil was ad- 
vanced to $2.456@2.55 per pound, which 
compares with $2.40@2.50 a week ago. 

PIMENTO.—The market closed firm 
at $2.50 per pound, a net gain of 265c. 
for the week. 

SANDALWOOD.—The spot market 
was irregular, business passing in East 
Indian oil onthe’ basis of $12 per 
pound. A week ago the nominal quvu- 
tation was $12.50 per pound. Holding 
that the abnormally high prices ob- 
taining for sandalwood oil are not due 
to recent action of the Mysore Gov- 
ernment, an authority in India 
writes:— 

The usual sandalwood 
last November by the 


auctions were held 
Forest Departments 


of Mysore, Coorg and Madras, and in the 
case of the Mysore sales about 1,350 tons 
were sold at prices considerably above the 
reserve rates, and the shortage of oil is 
probably due to the difficulty in getting 
freight. Previous to the war, more than 


one-half the sandalwood shipped from In- 
dia found its way to Germany. At the auc- 
tion sales in November, 1914, there were 
no bidders, and the trade appeared to be 
hopelessly dislocated. The Mysore Govern- 
ment therefore decided that the moment was 
opportune for starting on a large scale the 
extraction of oil from the wood in the State, 
The preliminary experimental work occu- 
pied about nine months, and a further nine 
months were taken to erect a distillery at 
Bangalore. This distillery is now turning 
out about 5,000 pounds of oil per month, 
and the whole output has been sold for- 
ward for a considerable time. A _ second 
distillery, which is designed to have a very 
much larger output, is now under course 
of construction, and it is the policy of the 


Mysore Government in the future to sell 
sandalwood oil in place of sandalwood. 
There are several econoomic advantages in 
so doing, not the least of it at the present 
time being the great saving in freight, 
which amounts to about 90 per cent. It is 


also possible to obtain more oil from the 
wood which is not subject to the unfavor- 
able effects of a long sea voyage. 


FLOWERS. 


= 
ARNICA.—Prices were unsettled, 
closing at $2.30@2.50 per pound, a re- 
duction of 10c. from the former in- 
side basis. The demand was quiet. 
CHAMOMILE.—Roman flowers were 
scarce and prices again were marked 
up, closing at $1.35 per pound. Hun- 
garian flowers were nominally un- 
changed at 55@60c. per pound. 
INSECT.—Powdered flowers were 
advanced to 50@52c. per pound, under 
a better inquiry and a further shrink- 
age in spot stocks. Powdered flowers 
and stems closed at 35@40c. per pound. 
SAFFRON.—American saffron was 
offered freely, and with the demand 
inactive. prices again were lowered to 
the extent of 5c. per pound. The re- 
vised quotation is 50@55c. per pound. 
Valencia saffron was steady around the 


$12 basis. 
GUMS. 


ARABIC.—Amber sorts were firmer, 
closing at 19@20c. per pound, an ad- 
vance of lc. for the week. Stocks on 
hand are limited, and on the prospects 
of a 10 per cent. duty sellers were in- 
clined to hold out for top prices. White 
sorts were strong at 35@36c. per pound. 

ASAFOETIDA.—The market closed 
10c. higher for both lump and powdered. 
Lump was quoted at $1.35@1.40 per 
pound, with the powdered at $1.50@1.55 
per pound. 

CAMPHOR.—Advices from Japan to 
the effect that the monopoly has in- 
creased the April-June allotment for the 
United States from 528,000 pounds each 
month to 1,056,000 pounds explains, to 
a large extent, the bearish sentiment 
which prevails in the local market. Jap- 
anese refined for May-June-July ship- 
ment was offered here during the week 
at 69c. per pound, c. i. f. New York, in 
bond, a decline of 1c. from the price 
quoted a week previous. It was inti- 
mated in some quarters that business 
went through a shade under the 69c. 
basis. Celluloid manufacturers showed 
little interest in the market, apparently 
being well covered ahead. Some resale 
lots were around on the spot, and quo- 
tations on tablets were more or less 
nominal, ranging from 85c. to 90c. per 
pound. American refiners maintained 
prices on the bagis of 891%4c. per pound, 
bulk, in barrels. Advices from Yoko- 
hama, under date of April 3, reviews the 
situation as follows:— 


The demand for camphor is rapidly in- 
creasing, both on the Japanese and foreign 
markets, with the progress of the war. In 
Formosa all possible measures are being 
taken to encourage the planting of cam- 
phor trees. In recent years many young 


camphor trees have been planted in various 
districts of the island, but during the next 
thirty years it will be impossible to utilize 
these trees for industrial purposes. On the 
other hand, old trees in the island are grad- 
ually diminishing, and some anxiety is 
manifested as to the welfare of the indus- 
try. The shipments to the United States 
last year amvunted to 528,000 pounds each 
month, and under a new contract, recently 








effected between the Japanese authorities 
and American merchants, the monthly ship- 
ments after April 1 will be increased to 
1,056,000 pounds, 

MYRRH.—Select gum myrrh closed 
firm at 30@32c. per pound, which com- 
pares with 28@30c. a week ago. 

TRAGACANTH.—A good inquiry was 
noted for gum tragacanth, and the mar- 
ket closed firm, with prices more or less 
nominal. On strictly firsts sellers were 
asking from $2.30 to $2.35 per pound. 


HERBS AND LEAVES. 


BELLADONNA.—The market was 
steady but quotably unchanged at $1.45 
@1.65 per pound, 

LAUREL.—A firm market was re- 
ported for laurel leaves, business pass- 
ing on the 9c. basis. 

SAGE.—Green sage again was ad- 
vanced sharply, closing the week at 
11@18c. per pound, according to seller. 
On reports that shipments are held up 
in Greece offerings were limited. 


ROOTS. 


ARROWROOT. — St. Vincent arrow- 
root, in barre!s, was advanced to 9@9%c. 
a pound, a net gain of \%c. for the week. 

ECHINACEA.—Sellers revised prices 
to 40@42c. per pound, a net gain of Ic. 
from the previous quotation. 

GENTIAN.—The spot market was 
irregular, business passing at 15c. and 
under. The undertone at the close, how- 
ever, was firmer, in view of the devel- 
opments in Washington. 

MANDRAKE.—A good inquiry was 
reported for mandrake root, and, with 
offerings from the country scanty and 
comparatively high, prices here ruled 
firm in all quarters. Dealers claim that 
the cost of bringing in mandrake from 
the country is now close to Te. per 
pound, f. 0. b. New York. Spot prices 
were repeated at 6%@7%c. per pound, 
according to quantity and seller. 

SARSAPARILLA. — Mexican = sarsa- 
parilla root was advanced 2c. per pound, 
making the revised quotation 21@22c. 
per pound. There was a good inquiry 
for sarsaparilla root, and, with ship- 
ments coming forward slowly, the ideas 
of sellers were firm. The proposed rev- 
enue measure was a factor. 


SEEDS. 


ANISE.——Demand was moderate, 
but prices held on a_ steady basis. 
Spanish anise was quoted at 2714%4@28c. 
per pound. Star was offered in one 
quarter at 28c., but most sellers were 
asking from 29c, to 29%c. per pound. 

CANARY.—The market was firm 
and slightly higher, due to the up- 
ward tendency of prices abroad. 
South American seed closed the week 
at 63%@6%c. per pound. It was re- 
ported that some odd lots changed 
hands a shade under this basis early 
in the week. 

CARAWAY. — Both African and 
Dutch seed closed firm and on an av- 
erage of 1c. higher, offerings on the 
spot being scanty. African seed was 
quoted at 62@63c. per pound, with the 
Dutch variety at 69@70c. The closing 
price for Dutch seed establishes a new 
high record for this movement. 

CELERY.—Cables from France were 
higher, and on reports that shipments 
were held up the market here was ac- 
tive and strong. Early in the week 
there were sellers on the spot at 25@ 
26c. per pound, but before the close 
28c. appeared to be the inside quota- 
tion. In fact, several importers re- 
fused to shade 30c. on May-June de- 
liveries. 

COLCHICUM.—There were sellers 
of spot colchium seed at $2.40 per 
pound. The undertone of the market 
was barely steady. 

CORIANDER.—The market closea 
steady at 20%@21c. per pound for the 
natural and 21% @22c. for the bleach- 
ed. There were sellers of the natural 
for June delivery at 19%c. per pound. 

CUMMIN.—Spot prices were shaded 
to the extent of %c. per pound, busi- 
ness being inactive. Morocco cummin 
seed closed the week at 21@21%c. per 
pound. It was reported that 20%c. 
might have been done on nearby. 

FENNEL.—French fennel seed was 
offered on the basis of 18@18%c. per 
pound, a decline of %c. for the week. 

FLAXSEED.—Another sharp uplift 
in seed at Duluth was reflected in an 
advance of 25c. per’ barrel in local 
prices for this commodity. Whole 
flax, in barrels, closed at $13.50@13.75. 
Ground seed was firm at 74@7'c. per 


pound. 

MILLET.—Natural millet seed was 
advanced to $3.85 per 100 pounds, a net 
gain of 10c. from the former basis. 
Offerings were smaller, and the under- 
tone of the market was firm at the 
higher basis. 

MUSTARD.—English mustard seed 
was strong at 15@15%c. per pound. In 
several instances 15%c. represented an 
inside figure. California seed was firm 
ly maintained at 14@14%c., with crop 
prospects unfavorable. Bombay seed 
held at 11@11%c. per pound. 

POPPY.—Dutch seed was scarce, and 
with nothing moving from abroad 
prices were strong and more or less 
nominal around the 75c. per pound 
basis. 

RAPESEED.—Japanese rapeseed was 
advanced to 9@10c. per pound on the 
strength of higher cables and the up- 
ward tendency in Pacific freights. Of- 
ferings on the spot were moderate.

CASSIA.—The proposed import tax 
of 10 per cent developed a strong 
market for cassias, and in some quar- 
ters asking prices were slightly high- 
er. Cables from China also reported 
a stronger market.

Batavia cassia closed at 21@21%c. per 
pound. Selected China, in cases, was 
quoted at 13@l4c., with the broken at 
10@10%ec. per pound, 

CINNAMON.—There was a fair in- 
quiry for cinnamon, and the market 
closed firm but quotably unchanged. 
No. 1 Ceylon was quoted at 31@32c., 
with the No, 2 at 30@31c. and the No. 
3 at 28@29¢c. per pound. 


CLOVES. — Prices were 
about %c. per pound, due to the 
shrinkage in spot supplies and the 
prospects of a 10 per cent. duty. Zan- 
zibar cloves closed at 244%4@25i4c. per

Amboynas were quoted at 
30@32c., according to seller. 

GINGER.—The market was strong, 
closing %c. higher on the Cochin 


grades. There was a good inquiry for 
both the Cochin and African descrip- 
tions. Cochin ginger closed the week 
at 14@l5ic. per pound. African No. 1 
was advanced to 12@12%c. per pound. 

NUTMEGS.—While business was in- 
active, the market was strong at the 
close in view of the developments in 
Washington. Prices were nominual at 
27@28c. for the 75s to 80s and 25@26c. 
for the 105s to 110s. 


PEPPER.—AIl grades of pepper were 
advanced %c. per pound, due to the 
depletion in spot stocks and the pros- 
pects of a heavy duty, as outlined in 
the tentative war revenue measure. 
Arrivals have been moderate, and, ac- 
cording to importers, practically all of 
this stock went directly’ to consumers 


on old contracts. Black Singapore 
pepper was quoted at 25@25%c. per 
pound, spot delivery. On forward 


business 24%c. could have been done, 
buyer to pay the duty. Lampong pep- 
per, spot delivery, was nominally 
quoted at 25@25%c. White Singapore 
was in scanty supply, and as high as 
25%c. was asked on the spot. 


WAXES. 


BEESWAX.—Offerings of beeswax 
were limited and the market ruled 
firm throughout the week. It was re- 
ported that on round lots of crude 
42%c. was paid. Quotations for crude 
to 45c. per 


yellow ranged from 43c. 
pound, according to quantity and 
seller. Yellow refined was nominally 


unchanged at 46@48c. per pound, with 
the white at 55@60c. 

JAPAN.—The market was firmer, 
following the announcement from 
Washington that a tax of 10 per cent. 
may be imposed on all imports. Spot 
quotations were more or less nominal, 
closing at 144%@l5ic. per pound. For- 
ward contracts were offered at 13%@ 
14c., subject to tax. 

PARAFFINE.—There was a strong 
market for all grades of paraffiine 
wax, and quotations were more or less 
nominal. Some large producers are 
well sold ahead, and with no change 
in the crude oil situation sentiment 
was bullish. Scale wax was quoted on 
the basis of 7@7%4c. per pound for the 
118 degrees melting ‘point. Refined 
wax of 125 degrees melting point held 
at 8%@9c. per pound. Quotations on 
imported wax were more or less nom- 


inal. 





SHELLAC. 
The market for shellac closed the 
week with prices wholly nominal. 
Considerable excitement prevailed 


throughout the trade owing to the 
prospects of a 10 per cent. import 


tariff, as outlined in the proposed war 
revenue bill. In most instances im- 
porters withdrew all offerings pend- 
ing developments. Late in the week 
business was virtually at a standstill. 
Importers would quote only on condi- 
tion that the buyer would assume all 
risks in regard to the proposed tax. 
The United States Shellac Importers’ 
Association held a special meeting, at 
which a committee was appointed to 
look after the interests of the shellac 
industry in connection with the pro- 
posed legislation. It is hoped that 
some modification of the present plan 
for raising war taxes will be consid- 
ered. 

Prices at the close were merely nom- 
inal, T. N. holding at 56@58c. per 
pound. Quotations for bleached, bone- 
dry, ranged from 66c. to 70c. per pound, 
with the ordinary grade at 54@58e. 
per pound. The extreme prices were 
asked by dealers who were not anxious 
for any business. One importer was 
asking 56¢. for T. N., shipment after 
June 1, the contract containing a 
“tariff clause’? making it obligatory 
on the part of the prospective buyer 
to pay all tariff charges, etc, 

The Calcutta market early in the 
week was unsettled, but towards the 
close prices were firmer. It was re- 
ported that T. N. sold down to 50c. 
per pound, c. and f. New York, June- 
July shipment. Late in the week, how- 
ever, 544%c. appeared to be the inside 
ec. and f. quotation.

ALTPETER or nitrate of soda finds 
S at present its most important utili- 
zation in two diametrically opposite 
directions:—It is one of the most essential 


means for creating and sustaining life, 
and on the other hand, it furnishes one 
of the most powerful materials for the 


destruction of life. The maintaining of 
life on the earth depends uvon the absorb- 
able nitrogen in plant foods, the destruc- 
tion of life in war requires the use of 
fixed nitrogen in explosives. For plant 
life nitrogen in combined form is essential 
and must be artifically supplied in many 
localities where the soil has been deprived 
of its natural amount of this plant food 
by continuous crops. For all known mili- 
tary explosives nitrogen in the form of 
nitrates or nitric acid is absolutely indis- 
pensable. 

As in numerous other respects, our lack 
of military preparedness is evidenced also 
in regard to our supply of saltpeter and 
nitric acid. Up to the present time the 
United States has been dependent for this 
supply exclusively upon the importation 
of saitpeter from Chile. The South Amer- 
ican vepubliec is the only country on earth 
which has been favored by nature, as far 
as known at present, by large deposits of 
this valuable minera'. Chile possesses in 
this respect a similar monopoly as Ger- 
many in regard to potash salts. 


Source of Nitrate of Soda. 


Nitrate of soda is found in enormous 
quantities in the arid zone between the 
slopes of the Andes in the North of Chile 
and the foothills to the sea, in altitudes 
varying from. 3,000 to 7,00 feet above sea 
level. Since its use was brought to the 
notice of the world in 1809 by Taddeo 
Haenke, a German domiciled in Bolivia, 
the export of nitrate of soda has exceed- 
ed a total of 55,000,000 long tons of 2,240 
pounds and the output of the last years 
has been in the neighborhood of 2,500,000 
to 3,000,000 long tons per annum. 

A recent official report for the calendar 
year of 1916 places the production at 63,- 
323,770 Spatiish quintals and the exporta- 
figures, 


tion at 64,781,125 quintals. The 

both for production and exportation, are 
the highest ever recorded for any year. 
The great demand created by the war 
for nitrate in the manufacture of explo- 
sives is, of course, the explanation for 
this increase, 

A statement from ‘authorities’’ Has 
found wide circulation in the United 


States as well as in Europe that at the 
present rate of consumption the nitrate 
deposits in Chile are very rapidly becom- 
ing exhausted. According to one prophet 
the complete exhaustion is to be expected 
already in 1921; another author places the 
date of this event at 1925. 

However, an official report from Mr. 
Francisco J. Castillo, inspector general of 
the nitrate deposits for the Chilean Gov- 
ernment, issued in November, 1913, by the 
Chilean Nitrate Committee of London, 
Iengland, under the auspices of the Chil- 
ean Embassy in that country, has refuted 
these pessimistic statements. It reads in 
part as follows:— 


Only 3 Per cent. Land Examined. 


“According to the latest official report 
presented to the Chilean Government by 
Francisco J. Castillo, the inspector gen- 


eral of the nitrate deposits, the zone of 
nitrate-bearing grounds comprises 200,000 
square kilometers, of which so far only 


5,811 square kilometers, that is to say, less 
than 8 per cent., are examined and their 
contents ascertained by excavation and 
test holes. These 6,811 square kilometers 
belong to existing companies and private 
firms, and in part are still in the hands of 
the Chilean Government. The calculated 
contents of these 5,811 square kilometers 
are 290,300,000 tons of nitrate of soda, of 
which up to the present 46,000,000 tons 
(1912) have been extracted and exported, 
aving in the examined part of the area 
000,000 tons of nitrate of soda, equal 
the vresent rate of production to a 
for a further hundred years. As 
the unexplored part is some thirty-four 
times larger than the explored grounds, 
it is safe to estimate that it contains aito- 
gether at least an equal quantity of ni- 
trate of soda, and consequently the ni- 
trate zone in Chile can certainly provide 
nitrate of soda for another 200 years at 
the present rate of production.

Our Supply of Saltpeter and Nitric Acid.

Supply to United States. 


But the natural question arises: 
the United States at all times and 
any circumstances be able to obtain this 
supply? Up to the present time our im- 
portations of Chile-saltpeter have not been 
interrupted. In the last year we obtained, 
according to the official statistics of our 
Department of Commerce, 1,218,423 short 
tons (of 2,000 pounds) of the value of $38,-

131,962, against 772,190 tons, valued at $22,- 
959,997, and 541,715 tons, valued at $15,228,- 
671, in the two preceding years. However, 


this situation may be changed by events 
which are beyond the control of the 
United States, the shipments of saltpeter 
from Chile may be interrupted. 
According to a recent press dispateh the 
German Government has already regis- 
tered a protest with the Chilean Govern- 
ment against the exportation of saltpeter 
to the United States, on the ground that 
it violates the neutrality proclaimed by the 
Chilean Government in the war between 
the United States and Germany. Assum- 
ing this report to be founded on actual 
facts, it is hardly to be expected that the 
Chilean Government will comply with this 
request, ‘for it has permitted the continu- 
ous exportation of saltpeter to the Allies 
since the beginning of the war in August, 
1914 and, of course, will maintain the 
same policy towards the United States. 
The appearance of German undersea 
boats officially announced on the Pacific 
coast and also reported on the sea lanes 


commonly used for the traffic between 
South America and the United States 
may, however, seriously endanger the 


further arrival of shipments of saltpeter 


in our ports. 

Furthermore, we are not assured at all 
that in some future time other foreign 
complications may not arise and cut off 
the United States completely from this 
source of our supply. 

In any such case our munition factories 
which at present depend for their needs 
of saltpeter and nitric acid exclusive'y on 
the Chilean mineral, would be confronted 
with a situation, the seriousness of which 
cannot be over-estimated, considering that 
saltpeter or nitric acid constitutes a sub- 
stance indispensable in the manufacture 
of any kind of ammunitions and explo- 
sives. 

In order to meet any such emergency it 
is, therefore, not only advisable, but 
actually imperative to make the United 
States also in this respect independent 
from any foreign country. 

As there is hardly any prospect in the 
United States to find some natural de- 
posits of nitrate of soda within her bor- 
ders, we have to look for some other 
sources of nitrogen. 


Nitrates from the Air. 


Our readers know that four-fifths of our 
atmospheric air consist in nitrogen. Nat- 
urally the chemists have endeavored a 
long time since to utilize this source of 
nitrogen surrounding us in unlimited and 
inexhaustible quantities for the manufac- 
ture of nitrates and nitric acid. More 
than a hundred years ago the English 
chemist, Henry Cavendish (1731-1810) dem- 
onstrated the possibility to produce nitric 
acid from the air by means of the electric 
spark. It has taken a very long time, 
however, till his discovery was utilized 
in a practical manner. 

The credit for having made the first at- 
tempt of producing nitrates from the air 
belongs to two American chemists, Brad- 
ley and Lovejoy. The process invented by 
them caused considerable excitement in 
the chemical world at that time. For its 
utilization the Atmospheric Products Com- 

of 


pany was organized with a capital 
$1,000,000 and erected a plant at Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., in 1902. The enterprise did 


not prove a success, however, as the pro- 
ducing costs, contrary to expectations, 
were too high and the products obtained 


could not.compete with similar articles 
from other sources, especially Chi.e-salt- 
peter. While this installation did not 


prove the foundation of a commercial de- 
velopment, nevertheless it directed the 
ittention of the world to the possibilities 
of the are process and marked the vegin- 
ning of this at present very important 
branch of the electro-chemical industry. 
Unfortunately for the United States, 
the development of this industry has been 
transferred to Europe, especialiy to Nor- 
way and Germany. Of the various proc- 
esses proposed, and tried for the fixation 
of atmospheric nitrogen the following are

Washington, May il, 1917, 

A bill by Senator Pittman is pending in 
the Senate Committee on Public Lands 
to authorize the exploration for amd dis- 
position of potassium or sodium on the 
public domain. The only chance for action 
on this Measure is the ability of its advo- 
cates to have it classed as a war measure. 


It authorizes and directs the Secretary of 
the Interior to make rates and to issue 
permits to prospect for chlorides, sul- 
phates, carbonates, borates, silicates or 
nitrates of potassium or borates, carbon- 
ates or nitrates of sodium or borates of 
ecaicium or associated similar salts on 


public lands belonging to the United 
States for a veriod of not more than two 
years. The area for such permit is not 


to exceed 2,560 acres of land in reasonably 
compact form.

Interest has been manifested in pros- 
pect of a 10 per cent. tax on imported 
chemicals, and dealers in these items 


have shown a disposition to reserve 
future offerings and await develop- 
ments. At present an import tax is 
not such a serious proposition, as our 
imports of chemicals are not of the di- 
mensions experienced a few years ago. 
Domestic consumers also have learned 
to use home made products to an enor- 
mous degree, so that the force of the 


tax will not be felt except in such 
items as antimony, argols, pyrites and 
basic materials of this character. Do- 


mestic producers report a steady de- 
mand, and in the majority of heavy 
chemicals, the output is so thoroughly 
sold ahead that producers are unable 
to accept new business that calls for 
immediate delivery. Consumers who 
did not place contracts covering re- 
quirements over this year are in many 
instances making sure to enter orders 
for 1918, and in caustic soda, soda ash 
and bleaching powder, a heavy volume 
of forward business is said to have 
been placed. Caustic soda on spot has 
shown a strong tone and the scar- 


city of offerings has been reflected 
in higher prices. Soda ash has 
shown little change, some goods in 
bags having been offered at slight 
price concessions on spot, while sup- 
plies in cooperage have remained 


very steady. The scarcity of arsenic 
has not been relieved and the same 
is true of high test sal ammoniac. 
Sales of bleaching powder have been 
reported as low as 3c. a pound in large 
drums, but there is not much resale 
material on the market and any in- 
erease in demand would likely stiffen 
prices sharply. Cyanide of soda has 
eased off under a quiet inquiry and 
keener competition among dealers. Tin 
oxide is firmer on account of the ad- 
vance in the metal market. Alum 
prices are firmer all around ,with less 
material for sale for immediate de- 
livery. Sulphuric acid is in a strong 
position, judging from the firm condi- 
tions prevailing in brimstone and py- 
rites. Glacial acetic acid is scarce on 
spot with former prices firmly main- 
tained. Oxalic acid is holding steady 
under a quiet demand. Only limited 
amounts of high test caustic potash 
are for sale on spot and the same may 
be stated of chlorate of soda and chlor- 
ate of potash. All the lead products 
are strong with an upward tendency 
on account of the firm market for pig 
lead. Below is a detailed market re- 
port of the principal items of chemi- 


cal interest, also a summary of the 
Liverpool and Philadelphia chemical 
markets:— 


CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Restricted 
output and the higher cost of produc- 
tion are factors keeping the acetate 
of lime market in firm tendency. Con- 
sumers are calling for contract allot- 
ments and very little material is reach- 
ing the open market for resale. The 
contract price may be repeated at 


4.50@4.55c. a pound, according to quan- 


tity. 

ALUM.—The position of the market 
is stronger and higher prices for the 
ammonia grades are being named. 
Chrome alum is quiet with dealers 
able to supply the consuming trade on 
the basis of 18c. a pound, .Dealers 
quote 4%@5%e, for ammonia and 6@7c. 
for potash lump alum, Sulphate of 
alumina ranges from 2c. to 4c. a pound, 
according to grade. 

ARSENIC.—Spot prices remain 
steady at recent high levels. The in- 
terval has occasioned no apparent in- 
crease in spot supplies and dealers re- 
port very limited offerings on the basis 
of 18c. a pound, Makers are reported to 
be sold ahead until July and from 
this month forward it is possible that 
13c. a pound would be accepted. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—First 
hand prices remain about the same. 
Demand is holding well up to season- 
able expectations and this with high 
cost of crude material has created a 
strong situation in the finished prod- 
uct. Dealers quote the market for 
car lots, prompt shipment, at 1.90@2c. 
in barrels and 2.15c. in kegs, f. o. b. 
works. A premium of 1-5c, is exacted 
by producers for deliveries in this ter- 
ritory, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POW DER.—Dealers 
report scattered sales in large drums 
at 3@3%c. per pound on spot, but the 
outside figure prevailed at the close.

Aqua 
fortis is selling about 4c. a pound under 
pure nitric acid. 

OXALIC.—The market, while quiet, is 
holding steady at 46c. a pound on spot. 
Offerings are not heavy, but demand is 
not urgent, and small-lot transactions 
predominate at the present time. 


SULPHURIC.—Under‘ying conditions 
in this market are very firm 
and tendency of acid prices is upward, 
although former prices are still being 
named by dealers. The situation of py- 
rites is unfavorable from a foreign point 
of view. Shipments are held up on ac- 
count of the submarine warfare, and 
talk of a 10 per cent. war tax has fur- 
ther complicated the market. Brim- 
stone is in a strong position, with output 
heavily booked ahead. The fertilizer 
factories appear to have booked their 
wants for the season, and this is prob- 
ably the reason demand for additional 
lots of acid is not so urgent. ‘ Contracts 
of prime 66 degrees can be booked at $35 
a ton. Small lots of 66 degrees are ob- 
tainable at 2@2\%c. per pound on spot. 
The 60-degree grade can be purchased 
around 1c. per pound for prompt ship- 
ment. Oleum is held at 2@2\%c, per 
pound in tank cars. 

Our Baltimore correspondent writes:— 

With the supply of pyrites becoming almost 
exhausted the attention of the manufacturers 
of sulphuric acid is turning more and more 
to brimstone as the raw material. A large 
chemical company of Baltimore, for instance, 
is engaged in changing its contracts from a 
pyrites to a brimstone basis, applying from 
May 1, which means that the price of sul- 
phuric acid to the consumer will be increased 
approximately $5 per ton. This would make 
the cost of 66 degree acid approximately $35 
or $36, with 60 degree acid about $23 or $24 
and 50 degree acid $15. As far as the general 
market is concerned, there has been no change 
in the figures as yet, perhaps for the reason 


that no transactions are to be reported. It is 
said that one of the largest dealers in acids 
last week visited New York, Montrea] and 


Washington, and that especially in New York 
he found neither buyer nor seller. There is 
talk of the Washington government having 
made a contract for 66 degree acid at $19.50, 
which would be far under the ordinary com- 
mercial price. 


TARTARIC.—Scattered sa'es of this 
acid were reported on spot by second 


hands at 79c. a pound during the inter- 
val, but available stocks are light and 
at the close 80c, was generally quoted. 
The old contract price is unchanged at 
76c. a pound. Cream of tartar is quoted 
nominally on contract at 464%@47c. a 
pound. Additional offerings are scarce 
and quoted nominally on spot at 48c. a 
pound. Difficulty in securing argols has 
greatly restricted the production of both 
acid and cream of tartar.

There is still a good movement of 
mixed goods in the South, and some 
of our correspondents in Southern 

markets say that indications point to 
a free movement for some time to 
come, and that the season will be pro- 
tracted considerably beyond the usual 
period. A report from the South also 
Says that agitation has been started 
toward securing legislation which 
will serve to conserve the fish supply, 
and that special reference has been 
made to the use of fish in making fer- 
tilizer when they might be made use 
of for food purposes, This has more 
importance at this time, when prepa- 
rations are being made for the com- 
ing menhaden season. Of course, this 
legislation would not affect fishing for 
menhaden, but restrictions might be 
placed on fishing which would have 
some effect on the catch of menhaden. 
In recent reports it was stated that 
some of the vessels intended to go out 
for menhaden had been taken for 
government work, and it is possible 
that more will be taken, so that the 
menhaden season will not start under 
the most favorable auspices, even 
though more obstacles are not met 
with. With other animal ammoniates 
in limited supply and held at un- 
usually high prices, the yield of fish 
scrap this year will be more important 
than usual. The fertilizer materials 
are holding firm in price and consump- 
tion is expected to be large, and thus 
keep stocks from accumulating to 
such an extent as to create selling 
pressure. The scarcity of pyrites has 
become a matter of concern to pro- 
ducers of sulphuric acid, and many 
are using brimstone, with the result 
that acid prices are higher, and this 
is shown in the market for acid phos- 
phate. For reports of the Baltimore, 
Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer mar- 
kets, refer to index on page 7. De- 
tailed reports on the separate articles 
of the local markets follow:— 


NITROGENOUS FERTIL- 
IZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE,.— 
The strong position of these ammon- 
iates which has been referred to in re- 
cent reports is still in evidence, and, 
in fact, the market seems to get 
stronger as the season advances, 
There are but limited stocks in sellers’ 
hands, and there is no pressure on the 
market. Holders are confident of 
their position and buyers are forced 
to pay full prices in order to secure 
supplies, and inquiry for later deliv- 
eries reveals the fact that premiums 
are demanded, and indicates that the 
trend of prices will be upward. While 
a quiet period in the trade may be 
expected between seasons, it is be- 
coming evident that this will not re- 
sult in concessions in the way of 
prices. Current quotations are not 
free, as demand for round lots would 


further advance values. Chicago 
quotes dried blood at prices ranging 
from $4.75@5.00 per unit of am- 


monia, High-grade tankage is quoted 
at $4.50 and 10 and upwards. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The produc- 
tion of nitrate for March was 5,499,- 
766 quintals, as compared with 5,457,- 
414 quintals in March, 1916. 

The following are the shipments of 
nitrate of soda from the West coast 
for March during the past three years 
in tons:

From the above figures it will be 
seen that shipments in March were 
less than production, and this bears 
out reports that stocks on the West 
coast have been _ increasing. Prices 
for nitrate are holding on aé_ steady 
basis, and from reports coming to 
hand it is evident that sellers are not 
willing to quote freely for forward 
positions except at advanced prices, 
and from the trend of prices, ship- 
ments covering distant deliveries will 


work to the levels held for spot and 
prompt shipment. Quotations for spot 
and prompt are given at $3.85 per 100 
pounds. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
has been practically no change in the 
position of domestic sulphate. Large 


producers are sold ahead, and any 
stocks they are able to offer for spot 
or prompt shipment are reserved for 
consumers. Dealers find it difficult to 
secure supplies of domestic sulphate. 
Some sulphate is reported to have come 
in recently from Canada. A nominal 
price of $4.85@4.90 per 100 pounds is 
heard for domestic sulphate in the local 
market, but these prices do not mean 
much, as inquiries have been in the 
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Fertilizer Markets

In fact, some dealers are said 
to be able to supply round lots at the 
outside figure. A report from London 
says that production of sulphate in In- 
dia will be increased, as preparations 
are now being made toward that end. 
Prices for sulphate in English markets 
are firm and there is a good call for 
supplies there for home consumption. 


PHOSPHATES. 


AGID PHOSPHATE.—The market 
for sulphuric acid has been.stronger, 
and, with the supply of pyrites inade- 
quate, there is no prospect for declines 
in price. This condition has a direct 
bearing on the market for acid phos- 
phate, and values for the latter are 
going up rather sharply. Stocks are 
not large and, with producing costs 
higher, there is a logical reason for the 
firmer feeling which is noted in the 
market. Sellers are now asking $14.50 
per ton for 16 per cent., and for the 
lower grades there is a tendency to 
hold values close to those quoted for 
the 16 per cent. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK. — Outside of 
some difficulty in making shipments of 
rock there is nothing worthy of com- 
ment in the present market. Consum- 
ers are interested in a report that a 
tax will be levied on all rail shipments 
for the purpose of raising war revenues, 
but this is to apply to all products as 
well as phosphate rock. Nevertheless 
it may be a factor in adding to the cost 
of rock at delivered points. Prices for 
rock are holding firm at:—Florida land 
pebble, $2@2.35, f. o. b. Port Tampa; 
South Carolina kiln dried, $3.50@3.75, 
f. o. b. Ashley River; Florida high- 
grade rock, 77 per cent., $5.25@6, f. o. b. 
Florida ports; Tennessee rock, 70 to 80 
per cent., $6@6.50, f. o. b. Mount Pleas- 
ant; 15 per cent. granulated, $4@5, and 
68 to 72 per cent. $4.25@4.50. 


POTASH SALTS. 


With the prices now prevailing for 
potash salts, it is reported that there 
is a good profit in the production in 
this country from the different sources 
which are available. Reports also state 
that there has been an increase in the 
home output, and that several new fac- 
tors will soon be in the field. From the 
fertilizer standpoint, the increased out- 
put is not especially important, as 
many of the new producers are said to 
be looking for an outlet for their goods 
in the chemical trade, as the latter can 
afford to pay higher prices than would 
be possible in sales to the fertilizer 
trade. Demand for muriate of potash 
is quiet and prices are largely nominal. 
The quotation is given at $400@440 per 
ton. Sales of domestic potash to the 
fertilizer trade are said to be made on 
a basis of $5@6 per unit of potash. 


CHICAGO. 


Chicago, May 9, 1917. 


There is no gainsaying the fact that the sell- 
ers of high grade ground tankage and blood 
just now have the upper hand and will likely 
hold matters that way barring accidents and 
unforeseen catastrophies. What these unfore- 
seen catastrophies might be no man can say, 
as there is nothing to go by, past or pres- 
ent as a criterion. There are numerous in- 
quiries in brokers’ hands from all quarters of 
the country and buyers, while indicating a 
preference for December. January and Feb- 
ruary shipments, always add a footnote that 
indicates that they will take any old delivery 
they can get. Quotations are nominal in the 
absence of transactions and range from $4.50 
to $4.75 per unit of ammonia and 10c. b. p. 1. 
on tankage and $4.75@5 per unit of ammonia 
on blood. 

STEAMED BONE.—A trifle more activity 
has been in evidence since the last report and 
a considerable tonnage has changed hands at 
slight concessions under last week's prices. 
One and 65 unground steamed bone is quoted 
at $25 a ton bulk basis f. o. b. Chicago and 
ground on the same basis of price. Three and 
50 ground steamed bone is quoted at $24.50 
bufk basis f. o. b. Chicago and other analyses 
in proportion. 

GARBAGE TANKAGE.—The market is bar- 
ren of these goods and headquarters are dis- 
inclined to quote Chicago goods, but could 
probably make ready to take orders for May- 
June at $11 per ton f£. o. b. Chicago or $3 
per unit ammonia and 10c b. p. lL. and $1 per 
unit of potash f. o b. Chicago. 

SHEEP MANURB“-This commodity is com- 
ing into its own owing to its liberal potash 
content and bids fair to be active at about 
$20 per ton tn bags f. o. b. Chicago basis in 
wholesale lots and guaranteed to run 2-2-2 
Or equivalent. 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE AND HOOF 
MEAI-—Are not in liberal supply nor in 
urgent demand, but may be quoted at about 
5Vc, per unit of ammonia under the price of 
high grade ground tankage, but prices are not 
Stable on these two commodities, as the de- 
mand is fitful and quotations vary accord- 
ingly. 

This market cannot help but reflect in a 
way tha conditions existing in commodities 
like nitrate of soda, acid phosphate and sul- 
phate of ammonia and other inorganic am- 
moniates and the indications are that there 
will be a very lively scramble for these goods 
from now on and astute buyers are in the 
market for their requirements. 

BONES.—The Chicago market in bones is 
exceedingly strong. This is partly due to 
the very good demand, with corresponding 
weakness in offerings. Quotations:—Packers’ 
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This trade-mark is emblematic of air-nitrogen 
products, made from Cyanamid.

Situation generally is concerned, has under- 
gone no important changes, or for that 
matter, any changes at all in the past week, 
Mixtures continue to move in almost undi- 
minished volume, and the end of the ship- 
ping season, which, ordinarily would be at 
hand now, seems still some distance off. The 
volume of business is already far ahead otf 


that done in other seasons, and still the 
buyers seem disposed to enter into com- 
mitments for new supplies, Of course, they 


entertain the notion that the manufactur- 
ers ought to regard the shipments yet to 
come as part of this season's business, and 
take orders on the same prices, while the 
manufacturers, who find that everything en- 
tering into the make-up of fertilizers is cost- 
ing them more, look at the matter in quite 
willing to 


another way. They are entirely 

take care of the contracts closed on the 
basis agreed upon, but they naturally ob- 
ject to booking business now, to be filled 
next month or later, on the terms hereto- 
fore accepted, They maintain that the 


buyers have gotten all the mixtures they are 
entitled to, and that the business to be 
filled after the natural close of the season 
is outside the scope of the agreements and 
that prices must be marked up, if the sell- 
ers are to mako a profit, Such a situation 
has perhaps never before arisen, and the 
questions to it therefore bringup questions 
for which there is hardly a precedent. It 
is not to be doubted that all such issues 
will be dealt with to the mutual satisfac- 
tion of the buyers and the sellers. The 
overshadowing fact is that the demand for 
mixtures keeps up in a very gratifying way 
and that as a consequence the shippers are 
placed in a position to overcome some of the 


difficulties that have grown out of the 
transportation troubles. By the lengthening 
of the shipping season the requirements 


of the farmers in the way of mixtures have 
been fairly well met, ang it has been pwus- 
sible to provide the stocks which were neces- 
sary to the proper fertilization of the en- 
larged areas planted. The farmers, for their 
part, have been put in a position where 
they could take care of the augmented 
acreage, even With less help, and altogether 
the fertilizer trade feels that it has rea- 
son for self-congratulation at the way in 
which perplexing problems have been solved. 
Of course, it wil] be admitted that the con- 
tinuance of use of mixtures is due in part 
at least to the expectation of users of mix- 
tures that prices will go still higher, and 
this belief is Shared by every member 
of the trade. There are no such in- 
creases in crude materials as to war- 
rant any expectation that an easing off 
will occur in them, especially since some of 
the materials formerly available are virtual- 
ly removed from consideration, and the de- 
ficiency must be made up in other directions. 
High prices. therefore, are certain to con- 
tinue, though even at that the prospects for 
the manvufacturers are to be regarded as 
very good,

‘This extraordinary level, it 
Seeins, is due at least in part to the grow- 
ing practice of using tankage as hog feed 
The price of pork has risen to such heights 
that the raisers of hogs can afford to use 
feed other than the usual kind tu fatten the 
porkers, and they have drawn quite freely 


upon the supplies of the packers in the way 
of ammoniates, to the detriment of the fer- 
tilizer trade. It is said that if this prac- 
tice cCCntinues tankage will soon join the 
other substances that have gotten beyond the 
reach of the agricultural interests. The di- 
version is considered responsible for the in- 
difference of the packers to the requirements 
in the way of animal ammoniates from the 
Vast, tankage actually bringing higher prices, 
proportionately, in Chicago, than in Balti 
more, when the freight is considered. For 
the present there is believed tobe no pros- 
pect that tankage will go down to a lower 
level, and it seems to be up to the manufac- 
turers of mixtures to find other ammoniates 
if they will not pay ‘the prices demanded 
for tankage. 

GROUND BLOOD.—The 
gard to ground blood is also 
by decided firmness, the sellers 
make concessions and marking up their fig- 
ures 80 as to keep pace with tankage. The 
latest quotations are around $4.95 c a. f 
basis KFaltimore, with the offerings not at 
all insistent, even though the inquiry may be 
rather hesitating, and an air of compara- 
tive quiet prevailing in the trade. Blood,

ACID PHOSPHA‘TE.—A further sharp rise 


in the quotations On acid phosphate has been 


recorded during the last week. This develop- 
ment may grew out of the large require- 
ments, to he sure, but is probably due more 
to the failure of the supply of pyrites, which 
means that the manufacturers of sulphuric 
acid and acid phosphate will probably have 
to fali hack on brimstone acid, which means 
@& very material addition to the cost of acid, 
But whatever the cause, the fact is the acid 
phosphate figures have been marked tup to 


$14.50 for 16 per cent., with a decidedly strong 
inclination on the part of the producers not to 
make a lower price even on 14 per cent “on- 
tributary to this state of affairs is of course 
the labor situation, which gives the factories 
much cenecern, as workers are few and wages 
on the increase It is intimated that the acid 
phosphate producers 4re not anxious to have 
any more business just now than they can help 
taking and that they are holding up prices in 


the expectation that Dbuyers will be induced 
to hold off. Of course, there are no sur- 
plus stocks of acid phosphate, the market 
having been well cleaned up in the past 
months, and the factofies faving had no op- 
portunity at all to accumulate surpluses. 


The outstanding fea- 
with respect to nitrate 
of soda is the steady narrowing of the dif- 
ference in the quotations on spot and those 
on futures. Not so long ago there was a 
margin of 15 or 20 cents between the prompt

and late figures, but now this divergence 
amounts to not more than 5 cents, the quo- 
tations for the greater part of the year be- 
ing, in fact, the same. Thus, spot is quot- 
ed at $3.85, with late May at $3.80, and all 
the rest of the year at $3.80. Evidently the 
recent developments have convinced the im- 
porters of nitrate of soda that conditions 


later on will not be easier than they are 
at present, to which conviction the large 
requirements of the government may have 


greatly contributed, with the continuance of 
shipments of fertilizers as another factor. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Decided quiet 
is noted with regard to sulphate of ammonia, 
there being an almost complete absence of 
developments. The offerings are not more 
plentiful than they were, and if the inquiry 
holds back, it is largely because of the range 
of the quotations. Spot is still held at 
$5.50, or about the same as for a month 
or more past, while quotations on futures are 
few and far between. Many members of the 
trade say they have no figures on futures. 
There appears to be no prospect whatever 
of considerable additions to the stocks o 
sulphate of ammonia. 

POTASH.—Of the materials that have vir- 
tually ceased to figure in the calculations of 
the fertilizer trade potash takes a prominent 
position, if anything that has been practical- 
ly eliminated can be said to figure promi- 
nently. There are no quotations on the old 
basis, and the farmers appear to have 
reachéd the conclusion that they can get 
along quite well without potash, Still, be- 
cause fairly good crops are raised one year 
without a certain material, it is not neces- 
sarily a conclusive argument that this ex- 
perience can be continued indefinitely. 

BONE.—There has been a spurt of activity 
in bone during the past week, with much more 
general interest in evidence, and the price on 
3 and 50 ground steamed bone has been marked 
up to $38 as a consequence. The quotation on 
4% and 50 ground raw bone remains where it 
has stood, at $34. In explanation of the 
greater activity in the market it is said that 
the high price of bone heretofore made this 
material rather too expensive in comparison 
with other organic ammoniates, considering 
what could be gotten out of it. Now, however, 
when the quotations on the other materials 
are moved up to the extent they have bone 
is getting its opportunity.

Security prices showed a firmer ten- 
dency at the close of the week, after 
displaying irregular weakness during 
the earlier trading.. The splendid show- 
ing of the country’s greatest steel 
company, announced on Thursday, had 


a strengthening influence, and ap- 
peared to instill new confidence all 
through the industrial list. New buy- 
ing, however, has not been on an 
elaborate scale.

More gold 
came in on Bank of England account, 
and Lord Cunliffe, a governor of that 
institution, announced that further 
shipments would be made, more to 
provide fresh reserve capital for our 
banks than to meet trade liabilities.

A good deal of uncertainty has been 
felt this week regarding the future po- 
sition of many of the materials which 
enter into the dye trade, This has been 


caused by the action of the govern- 
ment in the efforts which are being 
made to increase the revenues of the 
country. The most important feature 
connected with government action is 


in adding to the tariff on imported ma- 
terials. As many of the materials used 
in the dye trade are imported or at 
least are made wholly or in part from 
materials which are of foreign origin 
it can be seen that any action which 
would increase the cost of these ma- 
teriais must necessarily be reflected in 
the market for the finished products. 
As the final action regarding tariff 
rates has not been taken the situa- 
tion is unsettled, but from all indica- 
tions developments will favor advances 
in prices in Many cases. There is a 
good demand for colors in the present 
market and some selections are _ so 
scarce that inquiry for them fails to 
find sellers. The colors which are pro- 
duced largely in this country are pass- 
ing freely against old orders, but sur- 
plus stocks are also to ke had and spot 
offerings are held in numerous quar- 
ters. There is a firm tone to all the 
coal-tar products and as they are used 
in the making of colors the effect is seen 
in firm prices for the latter, Bichro- 
mates were stronger during the week, 
but offers are still heard freely from 
second hands and spot supplies seem 
to be fairly large. Starch and dex- 
trines are held in a firm position, due 
to the high costs of raw materials. 
The tin products also are commanding 
high prices with the metal still going 
up in price. Logwood extract is not 
active and prices have shown no 
change in the interval. Detailed re- 
ports on the separate materials of the 
local market follow:— 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The 
market for aniline oil is holding firm 
and resale lots available for prompt 
shipment are said to have been re- 
duced in volume. Most dealers are 
quoting 3lce. per pound as an inside 
price, and up to 33c, per pound is 
asked. Some offers have been made 
by first hands at 30c. per pound for 
spot and prompt shipment. Aniline 
salt is firmly held, and the lowest 
price quoted by local sellers is 34c. 
per pound, with higher prices asked in 
many quarters. 

BICHROMATES. — Bichromate of 
soda recovered somewhat from the 
unsettled position which was noted in 
the market a week ago. In the first 
place, a better demand for goods was 
reported, and buying served to reduce 
stocks so that selling pressure gradu- 
ally became lessened. There is no flat 
price at present, and a rather wide 
range is found, with the difference ac- 
cording to seller. In the early part of 
the period there were offers on spot at 
13%c. per pound, but this quotation 
was soon withdrawn, and at the close 
of the week the best figure heard was 
on a basis of 14%c. per pound, with 
asking prices ranging from that level 
up to 16c. per pound. The action of 
this market has been erratic in recent 
weeks, and it is almost impossible to 
account for the trend of prices. Some 
sellers say the recent decline in values 
was not warranted, and that it came 
about through a concerted bearish 
drive, aided by keen selling pressure 
on the part of producers. Now stocks 
ave been decreased and there is a 
natural reaction. Bichromate of pot- 
ash has been in fair demand, and 
values have been stronger. The quo- 
tations now heard are at 36@38c. per 
pound, according to seller. 

CUTCH.—There has been a good 
call for this material from the dye 
and tanning trades. There is a range 
in the prices quoted, with values de- 
pending on quality and quantity. The 
prices named run from 10c, per pound 
to 15e. per pound, 

DIVI-DIVI.—The market for divi-divi 
is holding steady, and while spot stocks 
are not large it was reported that there 
was but little difference in the prices 
asked for spot goods and for shipments. 
There were offers on spot during the 
week at $60 per ton, and the same price 
is asked for shipments, but on firm bids 
the latter figure might be shaded. 

GAMBIBR.—There is very litt'’e cube 
gambier in the spot market, but a quo- 
tation of 25c. per pound was heard this 
week for No. 1 cubes. No. 2 cubes are 
nominal on spot, with shippers offering 
futures at 23c. per pound, Common 
gambier is in good demand, but stocks 
are light and prices are well maintained, 
with the quotation at 15c. per pound as 
an inside price for spot goods, and ship- 
ments are held at 14%c. per pound. 

LOGWOOD.—tThere is no special fea- 
ture to the trade in logwood. High 
shipping rates are effective and add to

the cost of importing this material. 
Some quotations are given by importers 
on a basis of values at the primary 
markets, but in view of the freight sit- 
uation these do not mean much, and 
values at the local market are given at 
$30@40 per ton, according to grade. The 
possibility of an added tax on imports 
will have some effect on the market, and 
if present p'ans are carried out this will 
add $2@3 per ton to the cost at New 
York. Logwood extract has not changed 
much in price reecntly. For 51-degree 
extract there are sellers at llc. per 
pound, but others ask up to 15c. per 
pound. Hematine crystals are offered 
freely at favorable terms, with good 
grade ai 25c. per pound. 
MYRABOLANES.—A report from the 
primary market says that the market 
is firmer, as no deliveries overtake 
supplies. Dealers: quote Rs. 1-12 to 
Rs. 2-12 per B. md., weight loose, 
according to grades for prompt and 
near-forward deliveries. Offerings of 
No. 1, picked yellow nuts, and of Aus- 
tralian Bhimries or small yellow nuts 
are small. Superior average mixed 
nuts are being offered at Rs. 2-2 to Rs. 
2-4 per B. md., weight, loose. Local 
and country demand is usually small. 
The local market for myrabolanes is 
quiet with offerings small and interest 
largely confined to future supplies. The 
quotations are given at $64@65 per ton. 


PRUSSIATES.—Stocks of red prus- 
siate of potash are small in the spot 
market and many sellers quote the 
market as nominal. Values are given 
as around $2.75 per pound, with some 
difference in price, according to grade | 
and seller. Yellow prussiate of potash 
also has been reduced in volume and 


‘market quotations have shown a tend- 


ency to advance. The prices asked 
this week were 95@96c. per pound for 
spot goods. Some prussiate is reported 
to be on the way from Japan, but most 
of this is reported to ‘be so!d ahead and 
89c. per pound is the lowest price which 
has been heard for shipments. Yellow 
prussiate of soda is not in active de- 
mand as many large consumers are 
covered on contracts and are receiv- 
ing material against existing orders. 
The quotation is given at 30@34c. per 
pound, according to seller. 

STARCH.—Raw materials have not 
improved in price during the week; 
that is, from the buyers’ standpoint, 
and, in fact, the trend of prices con- 
tinues to be upwards. This is reflected 
in the’ firmness of quotations. There 
is a good call for starch, but exports 
are still somewhat restricted by the 
lack of tonnage. Prices for starch are 
as follows:— Pearl starch, in bags, 
$4.75; in barrels, $4.84; Buffalo pearl 
starch, in bags, $4.67; in barrels, $4.75; 
powdered starch, in bags, $4.95; in bar- 
rels, $5.07; finishing starch, in ‘bags, 
$5.15; crystal T. B. starch, No. 90 fluid- 
ity (hand packed), in bags, $5.45; in 
barrels, $5.48; crystal T. B. starch, No. 
$0 fluidity, machine packed, in bags, 
$5.40; in barrels, $5.49. These prices are 
per 100 pounds for car lots, f. o. b. 
New York. 

SUMAC.—The market has been well 
maintained throughout the week. Ar- 
rivals are reported from abroad, but 
these did not add materially to spot 
supplies, and prices are steadied by 
the scarcity of stocks, as well as by 
the high costs of importing. The quo- 
tation for Sicilian grades is held at 
$92. per. ton. Domestic grades of 
sumac are quiet, with sellers offering 
on a basis of $55 per ton f. o. b. Vir- 
ginia. Sumac extract ranges in price 
from 4c. per pound to 13%c. per pound, 
according to grade.
